REPORT. 



To the Senats and House of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Perm" 

sylvania : 

Gentlemen: — ** A full account of the condition of the Common Schools hi 
the State" for the past school year, naturally as well as legally constitutes ttll 
first part of the annual report required from this department. But, in pm- 
paring it, little beyond the ordinary statistics contained in the report of tll^ 
district Directors, is at present within reach. No special instructions weoi 
issued to the County Superintendents, before the close of the year, for guidanoB 
in the framing of their reports ; and, as several of those documents, mostly 
by retiring officers, were already on file when the undersigned entered thii 
office on the 4th of June, it was then too late to remedy the omission. This 
is to be regretted, inasmuch as it prevents that full annual and tri-ennial con- 
trast as well of the special as of the ordinary statistics of the system, which 
iftiould be presented ; — the annual, to show such growth towards perfection 
as may exist, from year to year ; and the tri-ennial, to enable the officers of 
the system, whose term of office is of the same duration, to have the field of 
their labors fairly surveyed at its commencement, in order that the result .o« 
their eflfbrts may be fully known at its clos€f. Still, though the repor 
the operations of the year which terminated on the 3d of June, 1860, is n0^ 
as comprehensive and satisfactory as might be desired for these purposes, it 
is yet sufficiently so to show the general progress of the system and its co]> 
dltion, on that day, and to deduce therefrom its further most pressing requita- 
mients. 

STATISTICS AND PRESENT CONDITION. 

In the form heretofore adopted, .the following are the ordinary annual ste^ 
ttstics of 1860, in contrast with those of the preceding year, and of the end of

This vast outlay of money, with the requisite exercise of thought and laboi 
for its proper expenditure, and the much Taster interest involved in the dut 
training of a whole rising generation of the State, challenge and should re- ' 
ceive the careful consideration of all who comprehend the present and pr(^- 
perly estimate the future. At first view, there seems to be nothing in ifas 
details of the statement or the results of the contrast just prerented, to satisfy 
the expectations of the more ardent, and little to uphold the faith of thA- 
cooler advocates of popular education. That the number of children to \m 
taught and the expense of teaching them should have regularly incrtosed, 
was to be anticipated ; but that the duration of the term of instruction should 
have as regularly become less, and that the public estimate of the value of 
the services of their instructors, as indicated by the compensation given, should 
have actually receded in the case of the one sex and have only very slightly 
advanced in that of the other, — are results as unexpected as they are app»> 
rently disheartening. But the failure is only in appearance ; there having 
been in reality, not only causes at work abundantly sufficient to account foi 
the existing state of things, without detriment to the broad principle which 
underlies the cause of general education, but counteracting and restraining in- 
fluences, also, abundantly capable to constitute, if rightly comprehended and 
improved, the assured basis of early and rapid progress. 

it is true that Instruction, good in kind and sufficient in quantity, is thi. 
first object of a school system ; and that this cannot be effected without a 
corps of Teachers, equal in number and acquirement to the demands of the o^ 
casion. But there is another requisite, not sufficiently often taken into a#- 
CDunt, though very considerable in pecuniary amount and in its influence upoa 
the general result. It is the Cost of the Houses necessary to enable capabli 
teachers efficiently to impart instruction. Hence, when the eflects of the re- 
vised school law of 1854, or the fruits of the term of the Superintendence, 
just closed, are examined, it is to be remembered that, of the $5>342,640 24i| 
expended for common school houses by Pennsylvania since 1835, $2,733,54 
27, or more than one half, have been applied to this purpose since 1854 ; and 
that $1,434,203 66, or over one-fourth of the entire cqst of school houses ; 
during twenty-five years, have actually been met by the system within the iaal 
three. This considerable annual outlay for houses, every year since the e^ 
tablishment of the system, has been the chief obstacle, to the extension of the 
term of teaching ; and the large amount of it incurred in the past three yearj;, 
could not but have increased this difficulty. But when to this is added the 
canbarrassing consequences of the financial difficulties of 1857 — felt evet 
aince, — and the loss of a large part of last year's crops in the western and 
northern counties, — the wonder is, — not that a slight check should have been 
given to the increase of the school term, and the much needed advance ia 
teachers' compensation, but that the term and the salaries should have nearly 
remained undiminished, and that more should have actually been expended 
for instruction and building in 1860, than in any school year prior to 1857. 

This view, which is the true one, presents their common school system hi 
m light as creditable to the people of Pennsylvania, as it ia indicative of Hm 
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lettled pennaneTice and inherent force. And it is bot fair to asflnme, that, 
these retarding obstacles not having' been encountered, the school term would 
now have been at least -six and one half months; the male teacher's salary 
not less than $27 50, and the female's $21, per month ; and that the item of 

Senditure for school houses would have been near that desirable point of 
action which will follow the general completion of the required number of 
these edifices. The causes which have recently somewhat arrested progress, 
are not, therefore, at all disheartening in reference to the future. On the con- 
trary, these being removed, the disencumbered energies of the system, with 
proper aid, may be safely relied on to restore its usual rate of advancement. 

In proof of this, it may be stated, that though there has been an apprecia- 
Ue diminution in the School Tax (29 hundredths of a mill) since 1857, owing 
to the causes already alluded to, instead of an advance, — yet there has, on 
the other hand, been an addition to the expenditure and consequently to the 
means of the system, of $386,807 02. This was derived no doubt from the 
s<llid growth of the wealth of the State, and is quite equal to the usual ex- 
penses of instruction for the 44<,422 pupils added to the whole number, in 
the same time. Or, in other words, — while the number of children in the 
•chools in 1860 was one-thirteenth more, and the rate of taxation one-twen- 
tieth less than in 1857, yet the means of the system to meet this demand 
have in the same period actually increased one-seventh. 

The other classes of the reported statistics present few points requiring 
extended comment. It is, however, gratifying to perceive the growing ap» 
prcciation of Female Agency in the work of instruction which they exhibit; 
the tables being here more favorable than in the male department, both in the 
number employed and the salary. This is as it should be ; and though there 
will ever be a greater average of compensation to males than females, owing 
to the fact that a larger number of the former than the latter will be employed 
as principals, and will consequently receive higher remuneration; — yet when 
equality of compensation for similar services without regard to sex, become 
the rule, and the restraining and elevating influences of competent female in- 
structors be more generally experienced, one of the difficulties of combining 
moral culture and propriety of personal deportment, with intellectual develop- 
ment, will have been overcome. 

It is also worthy of notice that the whole Number of Schools, though con- 
•Merably increased since 1857, has advanced but little in the past year. This 
is a very favorable feature in the table. It has been one of the heaviest bur* 
thens of the system, that sparseness of population, in some counties, rendered 
the establishment of numerous schools with few pupils in each, often indie- 

Knsable. Thus Allegheny, with an average of 67 pupils in each school, 
icks with 63, Delaware with 66, Lancaster with 58, Lehigh with 57, Munt- 
gomery with 68, Northampton with 57, and Schuylkill with 80, have far les« 
expense to bear and difficulty to encounter, than Bradford with only 38, Elk 
30, Forest 23, M'Kean 32, Pike 33, Potter 32, Sullivan 33, or Warren with 32. 
The idea is, of course, not here intended to be conveyed or approved, that 
one teacher can possibly do justice to the large number of pupils returned by 
some schools of the first of these classes of counties. On the contrary, it is 
neither supposed to be possible, nor that the practice even there generally pre- 
vails; — these large averages being, probably, mainly owing to the practice of 
returning all whose names were on the roll of the school at any time during 
the term, whether regular or not in attendance, and to the greater number uf 
pupils that one teacher can attend to, under the more perfect classification pre- 
vailing in the graded schools of the larger towns. The circumstance is now 
only alluded to, in order to call attention to the fact, f\nd to encourage the prae- 
tice of decreasing, as rapidly as possible, those very small schools, which hare 
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heretofore been kept iii operation at so mneh expense and with so little com* 
paratii^e benefit from the outlay. 

In this connection the respectable number of commodious, substantial, ele* 
ffaQt and well furnished School Houses, incidentally mentioned by County 
Superintendents as having been erected or opened within the past year, de- 
serves public notice. Among them may be named those in the boroughs of 
Gettysburg, Beaver, Bedford, Doylestown, Mauch Chunk, Phocnixville, Marien- 
ville, Indiana, Williamsport, Mercer and Milton, and in Freeport — Armstrong 
county, Amity — Berks county, Salona — Clinton county, Perrysville and Pat- 
terson— J uniata county, Monroe Valley — Lebanon county, and Catasauqun — 
Lehigh county, with several in Luzerne, Montgomery and other counties. In 
this department of improvement, much more than was expected, under exist- 
ing adverse circumstances, seems to have been effected ; and it is, therefore, 
to be regretted that fuller and more exact details cannot now be presented. 
Enough, however, is known to justify the statement, that, in her school Archi- 
tecture, the State is maintaining her well established character for liberality 
of expenditure and solidity of structure. 

EXPENDITURE OF THE SYSTEM DURING THE YEAR. 

The general amount of expenditure during the year has already been given ; 
httt it is proper to exhibit a more detailed account, with certain other ex- 
penses not therein embraced. 

The pecuniary means of the system are from two sources : District tax and 
State appropriation. Most fortunately for its efficiency and wholesome aa- 
countability, it is neither paralyzed by tuition bills, — ^to operate as an induce- 
ment to withhold children from the schools ; — nor by school Lands or local 
Funds, — to complicate accounts and expose it to the greed of official plun- 
derers. In twenty-five years, $26,778,065 80, have been raised and expended 
by Pennsylvania for common school purposes ; and in behalf of her peculiar 
mode of school finance, it is a proud fact, that probably no equal sum was 
ever applied to its proper object, with so little of loss by insolvency or fraud. 
Herein is an abiding caution against all modifications of the plan, except such 
as the clearest results of experience shall justify, and a plain indication that 
they should be only in the direction of the original design. At a time when 
official peculation has almost ceased to be considered a crime, it is a pleasuie 
to point to so noble an exception as is exhibited in our school afiTairs, and a 
duty to retain it in unimpaired operation. 

Patriotic and unpaid directors collect from their neighbors and themselves 
the amount which, added to the contribution of the State, the wants of thm 
district demand ; they apply it as it is needed; they settle their account at tbe 
end of the term ; and, the next year, they go through the same simple pro- 
oesB of rigid adaptation of means to end. 

Expenses of the Districts during the year. 

School Taxes. — The amount of school tax for all purposes, thus levied last 
year, in 1,725 districts that have reported, was $2,015,785 20, — being $23,- 
S62 86 less, and the amount actually paid into their treasuries was $1,639,- 
183 23, — or $18,004 23 more, than the preceding year. This large sum is 
edilected, and, with the annual State appropriation expended and finally ae- 
counted for by the directors of the several districts, without the control of 
this Department. No more exact details of it can therefore be presented, tham 
sore to be found in the proper tables. A comment or two may not, however, 
be out of place. 

Tbe tables show that the amount of tax paid in by collectors, added to the 
80tt9 appropriation distributed, is $267,618 19 less, than the total expendi- 
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lure of the year for taitioa, tehool faoutea, &c. This large difieieBee, at tttni 

dght, may seem strange ; but it is readily accounted for, by supposing, either 
tluit there was an unexpended balance from former years in many of the dis- 
trictS) or that debt has been incurred to that amount, or that part was balanca 
and the remainder debt. Most probably the greater part was debt at the end 
of the year^ and the matter is here alluded to, for the purpose of respecV 
fully urging upon directors the true wisdom as well as economy, of raising 
mfficient means within each year to defray its own current expenses in fulL 

The tables also show a decrease of $376,402 07 from the amount actually 
le^ried for school and building purposes, before it reached the district treasu- 
ries. This large reduction of nearly one«sixth, admits of an easy but not 
Tery satisfactory explanation f — being, no doubt, the portion absorbed by co^ 
lections and exonerations. Five per cent, is the compensation for collectioQ 
allowed by lawj but,. as it is well known that in many districts much less m. 
paid, $75,000 is an ample allowance for this item. This leaves, say $300^- 
000, or about one^seventh of the whole amount levied, for the item of exoi>> 
erations, or, it may partly be for failure in the collection of the school taiL 
This state of things demands the serious attention of directors. It would not 
be well to attempt the correction of the evil by legislation ; but wherever th« 
practice of loose exonemtion or careless collection prevails, it should be at 
ODce abandoned. If all be made fairly to bear their parts, the burthen will 
fall more lightly on each, and much just complaint be avoided. 

State ^ppropricLiion. — This portion of the resources of the system ad mill 
of a more accurate statement than that derived from taxation \ but it requisea 
aome preliminary explanation. 

The tables show that 1,711 districts appear to have received their portrons 
of State appropriations last year. This is not altogether correct. The pra»> 
lice has heretofore prevailed of embracing in the tables, as if paid, all district! 
that had partly entitled themselves to the money but had not received it, ai 
the date of the report, or which it was supposed would do so. This was ioV 
lowed in the present tables, without attracting attention till they had passed 
through the press. It was then too late to correct it ; but the practice, being 
liable to misconstruction, will be abandoned hereafter. Fifteen districts ant 
thus erroneously stated to be paid; their aggregate appropriation being $S89 79. 

Amongst the districts actually paid, are also four that had their schools ha 
operatFon less than the term required by the act. It is proper to add that okm 
of these payments was inadvertently made by the undersigned soon after eor 
tering the Department; and that Bedford borough, another of them, nodoub^ 
had its schools open the legal period before the close of the year, though 
there is no evidence of that fact on file. The whole sum thus paid \% $5 10 6rL 

Of the whole sixty-seven districts actually remaining unpaid, it is believed 
that only eight, whose aggregate appropriation is $599 H, will be legally en- 
titled to it, when they present the requisite documents. The others are not. 
They consist of three classes ; one of which, only, possesses strong claims to 
the favorable consideration of the Legislature. 

Owing to injury of the crops by the summer frosts of 1859, many districli 
in the Northern and Western counties, at once determined to close theh 
schools for the year. Better counsels soon prevailed with most of these and 
the schools were opened as usual, but for shortened terms and at reduced sala- 
ries to Teachers. A few thought themselves unable to keep the schools ia 
Gg)ieration the full term, and opened them for various periods, from six weeks 
to three months. In addition to the four already named as paid by this I>8- 
partment, eight others had less than four months school; and their whok 
claim on the State appropriation for the year is $6^0 92. In view of tha 
vnuaual circumsunces of the case, and of the faeft that others with no betjm

be given to pay these districts also. 

The second class of the unpaid districts, are those that had schools in 
Operation previously, but closed them altogether last year, under the Prov»> 
dential visitation of 1859. They knew the penalty, and unlike the othem 
that made some effort, they decided to incur it, and to inflict the much greater 
penalty of a whole year's loss of schooling on their youth. It would be a 
bonus to violate the law hereafter, to. repeal the prohibitory provision, in 
their- favor now ; nor is it known that they ask it. There are twenty of thesB 
districts, and their aggregate appropriation would have been $1,815 54. 

The third class are the remaining thirty-one unpaid districts, and are such 
as have rejected the system from the beginning or have not had its schools in 
operation for years; and the aggregate of appropriation now again forfeited 
by them is $2,196 21. While these thirty-one, with a population of about,. 
£5,000, and at least 6,000 children of the proper school age, still persist, either 
in the belief that ignorance is more desirable than knowledge, or in the idea 
that there is a better mode of imparting knowledge than that devised by tbi^. 
State, — it would be inconsistent with the free spirit of our social organize* 
tion to attempt to force them from their convictions, however much these may 
be deplored. They must be permitted to try out their theory to the end, 
under the hope that the annual loss incurred and the constant blot they form 
upon the otherwise fair record of the system, may, at no distant day, bring 
them to a sense of the injury inflicted upon the rising generation and upon 
the character of the Commonwealth. 

With these explanations, and a reference to the tables on page 183 for de- 
tails, the following statement will be more easily understood:

The foregoing presents the whole financial operations of the system for tb» 
year, to June 4, 1860. Those of the present — called the school year 186 1« — 
were provided for by the appropriation act of April 3, 1860, and cannot b» 
accounted for till the next annual report. But it is proper, now, to state, thai 
the contingent expenses of this year will be large. When taken charge ol^ 
on the 4th of last June, the Department was found to be nearly unsupplied 
with the documents required by school officers \ — such as District AnnuaU 
Teachers' Monthly, and District Secretary's Reports ; Certificate books for 
County Superintendents, &c. These have been since supplied for the present, 
and must be provided for the next year. In addition to this, the annual re- 
port for the school year terminating June, 1859, was still in the Department, 
and its distribution, since made, has exhausted the appropriation of the present 
year for that purpose. The large edition, printed in 1857, of the School Laws 
and Decisions, is also exhausted, and must be revised within the current yea?* 
All these expenses, most of which should have been incurred prior to June, 
1860, will very largely swell the expenditure of the current year. The facta 
are stated now, that the matter may be understood hereafter. 

ESTIMATE OF THE SUMS REQUISITE FOR THE ENS DING YEAR. 

The estimate now to be submitted, i^ for the year beginning in June 186 1, 

called the year 1862, and will only include the items usually provided for by 

.the Legislature j-«-the amount of district taxation, being wholly within tfie 
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control of the respectire boards of directors, neither admits of nor requires 
atn estimate here. The necessary appropriations by the Legislature will b% 
of two kinds: Those for the system generally, and those for this Department. 

Estimates for the System generally. 

These are suggested, and if allowed it is proposed that the appropriations 
for them be made, separately. The inclusion of several objects in one sum, 
Its heretofore, causes misunderstanding in the counties; whereas, if each have 
its specific appropriation, there will be more certainty in disbursement and no 
room for misapprehension. 

Annual State appropriation to the Districts. — The district feature is the 
sti^ng element of our system. Its chief powers are left in the hands of the 
directors, who are the immediate and resident representatives of those who 
iCre most interested in the schools. They build the house, regulate the term, 
select the studies and books, and choose the teacher. But the raising of the 
means, though mainly, is not wholly imposed on the district. From the first, 
State aid has been added to district tax ; and the practice has always been 
found advantageous. It not only gives the central Executive Department 
the means of obtaining a knowledge of the operations of the whole system, 
which is indispensable, but relieves to some extent the less opulent districts. 
So valuable was this feature found to be, that in the earlier years of its exist* 
ence, it was regularly incorporated into the system, — a fixed rate being adopted, 
which was to cause the amount of appropriation tri*ennially to increase in 
exact proportion with the increase of population. One dollar per taxable was 
the medium which was supposed to afibrd generous State aid to the schools, 
Without disturbing the essential principle of district taxation. Unfortunately, 
however, the financial difficulties of 184*0, disabled the State from continuing 
this wise measure, and compelled her to reduce the appropriation. But the 
long deferred claims of the system now appeal for a resumption of the prin- 
dple, — or at least a gradual return to it. It is not supposed that the public 
finances will, at present, bear so large a grant as one dollar per taxable ; but 
sixty cents will only add about $140,000 to the amount of appropf^tion now 
distributed to the districts, including Philadelphia; while, in addition to being 
a return to the true rule of appropriation, it will be the addition of over 
twenty cents per taxable to the present dividend, or over one half more than 
now paid. This considerable increase of State aid, backed as it would be by 
the hope of annual ad3itions, till the old dollar rate should be reached, could 
not but at once infuse a degree of vigor and confidence into the operations of 
the various boards, that would more than compensate the State by the im- 
provement of her schools. This addition, and in this form, is according!]^ 
earnestly recommended. 

^id to State Jformai Schools, — Only one of these much needed institution« 
is yet in full operation ; but it is so, with a success that is as honorable as its 
•promise of rich result is encouraging to the system which produced it. An 
ardor and a love for their work, are diflTusing themselves into the teachers of 
the«eastern portion of the State, from this central point, which are rapidly 
causing the profession to assume its true rank and effect its proper object. 
A similar institution at Edinboro', in Erie county, is about to demand the 
sKme relation towards the State and the teachers of the western counties. 
The time has, therefore, arrived for the Commonwealth to give her aid as 
well as countenance to these efl!brts in behalf of the youth of both divisions 
df her territory. In recommending a grant to these schools, it is in the be- 
lief that the best interests of the entire common school system will be thereby 
promoted. The sum of $15,000, to each of them will be less than was do- 
nated to several colleges in former years ; and its appropriation is recom- 
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mended. The reduction in the cost of professional instruction to the teacb- 
ers of the ^tate, thereby secured, will be even a greater benefit to the publio 
than to this most meritorious class of public agents. 

Aid to Teachers* Institutes. — The experience of every common school Statfe 
In the Union is positive in its testimony as to the value of these assemblages^ 
ts well to the school as to the teacher. To their unsustained and irregular 
agency, this State owes a large portion of the school improvement which has 
distinguished the past ten years. If encouraged by State authority and means^ 
for a ^w years, and made general and more efficient, they could not fail in 
Btill further arousing and giving a higher aim to the spirit of improvement 
DOW every where becoming active. Two corps of learned^ practical and ef^ 
dent instructors could hold an annual institute of from one to two weeks, in 
each county, according to its size and wants, and the expense would not eji^ 
ceed $9,000. This sum is therefore estinmted and recommended as necessary 
for the advancement of the system in this portion of its work. 

Salaries of County Superintendejhts. — The present mode of determining tte 
eompensation of these valuable officers has proved unsatisfactory. Under 
the system of monthly reports to this Department, and with the enlarged ej&> 
perience of the office, now possessed, they are rapidly showing its great utility^ 
ftnd a more just arrangement of compensation will be an act of mere justice* 
A scale of salary in proportion to service, has been suggested as the most 
suitable ; the number of schools in charge being the measure of the amounib 
But, inasmuch as there are certain services alike in all counties, large and 
■mall, and as travel is most difficult in some of those with few schools, ex- 
actly the same sum per school in every county would not be just. ThB 
medium is accordingly recommended, of allowing live dollars per school for 
the first hundred, three for the second, and two for each school over two hu0» 
dred ; — with the proviso that in no county the compensation shall be less than 
$300, except Forest, where $200 would be sufficient. Inasmuch, also, as 
the present corps hold office for the current three years, at the salaries de- 
termined by the respective conventions which selected them, it would be pro- 
per further to provide, that any salary greater than the amount assigned by 
the proposed scale, shall not be thereby reduced, till the end of the present 
term. The aggregate of increase for the school year 18t)2, according to thean 
principles, would be $7,3"i9 ; and the total amount estimated as necessary .£or 
this department of service in the system for school year 1862, is $46,940. 

In accordance with these views, the following is the tdtal estimate for tlfai 

general use of the system, for 1862:

Estimate for School Department. 

Without an increase of force, this Department cannot invigorate and cora^ 
bine the operations of the whole educational agencies of the State, in thl^ 
manner required by the exigencies of the time. If nothing more than has 
been heretofore eflected, is to be done, it can be accomplished with the meauji 
8t command. But much more should be provided for. The whole educ»> 
tional means of the State, — her common school, her private school, her 
academy and her college systems, with those of her scientific and benevolent 
Insiitutiens^ should be investigated | — their condition ascertained, their a||»* 
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tistics marshalled, their defects detected, their strength pointed out, and roeain 
for their eombination into one g:rand system for mental and moral elevation 
developed. Even in the present unco-operative condition of her educational 
tfnd philanthropic institutions, no state in the Union could exhibit larger 
results, if collected and presented in a reliable form. If no other benefits wer« 
to follow such a survey, than that of vindicating Pennsylvania, by means of 
her own statistics, from the unjust reproaches so long cast upon her, — thtit 
done would repay more than the trifling cost. But vastly more valuable will 
be the result ; ror, in this ivay alone can all her elevating instrumentalities \m . 
brought into harmonious co-operation, as well fitting portions of that system^ 
Ctical whole which our ancestors seem to have contemplated, when they de- 
creed, in the organic law, not only that "the poor should be taught gratis,^ 
but that the "arts and sciences'* should also be promoted. 'The occasion is pro- 
pitious. The Common School has become permanent, and upon it must rest 
ail the other institutions for support and supply. Without it, they cannot 
live ; while, without most of them, our means for liberal culture would be ii>> 
complete. They must all, therefore, be made to occupy, each its own place, 
ttid perform, each its own function, in that great State System of Education, 
which already exists in separate parts, and which, fully to satisfy the waats 
df the age, only requires co-operative combination. 

In demanding the means to report to the citizens of the State, the condK 
tSbn of all their educational agencies, it is not desired to exercise any control 
0ver those that are independent of public authority. The object is to obtain, 
with their own assent, and to present, the condition and workings of all ; » 
ibat the true rank and result of each may be known, and that the State may^ 
art the proper time and in the most efi^ective manner, promote the efficiency of 
Che whole, within their respective spheres. 

In accordance with these general views, the addition of two clerkships to 
this Department is respectfully requested. If conceded, its working foroi 
would then be thus arranged : 

Salaries and pbntions, — A State Superintendent, whose functions need not 
flow be stated. Present salary, $1,500. 

A Deputy, to act for and in the absence of the head of the Department ; but 
trtiose chief duty now is and will be, (he being a liberal scholar,. practical 
teacher, and experienced county superintendent,) to visit the counties, assist at 
institutes, and on other suitable occasions promote the improvement of tb^ 
teachers and schools. Present salary, $1,400. 

A Warrant Clerk, to distribute the State appropriation amongst the districtis 
pRy the county superintendents, &c. Present salary, $1,000. 

A Keport Clerk, to receive and examine the annual reports from the districfft 
ffinl the monthly and annual reports from the county superintendents ; to 
cause their errors to be corrected, and to tabularize them for the annual im- 
port. Present salary, $1,000. 

A Statistic Clerk, to obtain the reports, catalogues and other available info»> 
mation of all public institutions and private schools ; and to methodize tke 
result for the annual report. Proposed salary, $1,000. 

A Letter Clerk, to make and send to correspondents fair copies of all tte 
letters and. decisions of the State Superintendent; to keep a record of tbfe 
decision? and letters ; and to file all documents not belonging to the other 
dfigks. Proposed salary, $1,000. 

A Messenger, with present duties and salary, $500. 

Contingent Expenses. — No changes seem requisite in the items under thb 
head i the present amount, being $2,560, as below. 

Printing and Bindings and Paper. — Owing to the decrease in the sixe'of tiB 
iinuiiil report and other printed matter, this portion of exptnaeahaa been vuf 
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oonsiderably diminished, so far as the proper expenditures of the present year 
are concerned. For the same reason those of 1862 (commencing in June, 
ISlSl) may be calculated not to exceed $7,500. 

Omitting the probable cost of printing, binding and paper for 1862, which 
usually comes out of the general appropriation for all tho Departments, — the 
total, estimated as necessary for this Department in that year, is as follows :

PLANS FOR THE IMFS0V£MBXT OF THE SYSTEM. 

As most of the means for the improvement of the system have already been 
•tated, in connection with its statistics, expenditures or estimates, little r^ 
itmins, save to suggest some minor details, in which the working machinery 
teems to require amendment. 

The School Month is quite undetermined, — boards of directors having very 
•onflicting practices on this point. With some, it is the calendar, with others 
the lunar month. Some adopt the former, omitting all the Sundays and Satur- 
days \ some half the Saturdays, and some again retain all the Saturdays 
Others take the former, omitting all the Sundays and retaining all or half thj) 
Saturdays. This is a question of some importance in reference to contracts 
with teachers, and to the kind of month that shall entitle to the State appro- 
priation. The lunar is the true school month. The school term always com- 
mences on Monday. During the term, studies re-commence on Monday, after 
:^sing on Friday or Saturday with a review or other exercise. School Regis- 
ters and Class rolls are constructed on the weekly plan, in fact, all thj^ 
<^erations are regulated by the lunar and not the calendar month. It ia, 
therefore, recommended that the former be the month for all common school 
purpobes ; leaving the question of regulating the compensation of teachers 
V^cordingly, and, of Saturday school, as a matter of contract between them 
flpxd the board.' 

County Superintendents and Directors should probably be sworn or affirmed 
to perform their respective duties. No offices are more important, or more 
Inquire the highest obligation to ensure their proper discharge. 

There are some acts by directors of more importance and requiring greats 
iteliberation, than others. These are the levying of tax, the location of school 
bouses, the purchase and sale of school property, the appointment and dis- 
VEtissa I of teachers, and the selection of studies and text-books. It would 
probably increase confidence in these measures, if they were to be adopted only 
hy the votes of a clear majority, and the vote of each member to be recorded 
qt^ the minutes. 

Teachers, while in the exercise of their profession or preparing for it, should 
'^ ex'empt from township, city or borough office, and from militia duty or 
il^^ as directors now are. 
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The subject of Tax on occupations, offices and single freemen, is now Utim 
of considerable difficulty ; the modes of levying it being almost as numerous 
iff the counties. Many districts first place a one dollar occupation, office, or 
mgle freeman tax on every person, whose name is in the list furnished by 
the county commissioners, and then raise the required balance by a rate on 
the property. Others do the same, except that they exempt farmers. Others 
q^in only put this tax oH such persons as have an occupation or office named 
in the list, with a valuation that will not yield the dollar by the rate. In 
dborty there can scarcely be instanced an act of official duty in which ther« 
k greater variety of practice, notwithstanding the comparatively plain provi- 
dons of the law, and the pains taken to effiect uniformity of action under it. 
This indicates that further legislation is necessary. The simpler plan will \m 
to enact that all persons whose occupation or office is not named in the list, 
or being named is not valued, shall pay the minimum occupation tax ; thus 
conforming the law to the most prevalent practice, and simplifying its details 
•a as to prevent the probability of misconstruction. This would also remove 
the general difficulty arising from the single freeman tax, as that class would 
then be embraced amongst those whose occupation is not named. 

School property is now exempt from taxation. It would promote the cause 
cf education to extend the exemption to school loans, which have been coi^ 
tracted in some districts by special acts and otherwise, to defray the expense 
df purchasing ground and erecting school edifices. These are not favorite in- 
vestments; and the exemption would facilitate the operations of the system, 
sa this important Department. 

Under existing law, when a new district is formed by the creation of a 
township or otherwise, it c^oes not go into operation till the end of the year in 
ufhich the formation occurred. This wise provision does not embrace the 
efye of the annexation of part of one district to another, and should be so e»- 
tended ; — the directors, if any, residing in the annexed part continuing to act 
with their former board till the end of the year. The proper court shouLd 
Abo make an order as to the distribution of the property and debts, if any, 
between the two districts affected by the change. And in the case of 
independent districts abolished entirely, the debts should be made a charge 
da the district or districts receiving the property of the abolished district 
with its territory, and the court should make the proper disposition of the 
property ; the abolition not to take effect till the ena of the year. 

The passage of these amendments, or such of them as shall be sanctioned, 
U respectfully asked at an early day. The edition of the School Law with ths 
Decisions and Instructions of this Department, published in 1857, is now ejK 
hausted. A new one is daily demanded, and is indispensable ; but it woul4 
be a waste of money and labor to prepare it, before such changes as the Legis- 
lature may deem necessary, shall have been effected. When that shall bn 
dpne, a Manual much reduced in size and simplified in form, can be prepare^ 
ODd distributed, greatly to the assistance of directors and others engaged in 
the administration of the system. 

COUNTY ACADEMIES. 

The condition of such of these institutions as received grants of money or 
bnd from the Commonwealth, demands attention. Nearly all the counti^ 
were thus aided, but the plan has not been productive of equivalent benefik 
The property purchased with the grants of the State or the contributions oi 
individuals, must have been at one time of considerable value. Some of it if 
now diverted from its original design, and what remains is very variouslv^ 
q;nd much of it not at all profitably, employed for educational purposes. In 
Adams, Allegheny, Cumberland, Fayette, Lancasteri Lycoming, Philadelphja 
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flfrd Washington, it is believed to have been oonveyed to, or disposed of for 
the benefit of, colleges, or other institutions in those ooanties. in Bedford, and 
perhaps other counties, it has been sold for debt. In Heading, £aston, New^ 
town— 'Bucks county, Mercer, Norristown, and probably elsewhere, it has 
been conveyed to or for the use of the common school districts within which 
it was situated, or sold and the proceeds so applied. In these fourteen coun- 
ties, the aggregate amount of State appropriation was not short of $35,000, 
QLtlusive of land also granted. 

Of the forty-one remaining Academies eiHimerated in the aecOmpanying 
table, — ^which, imperfect as it is, took weeks of labor to prepare, — nine are not 
in operation at all ; of three, no certain information could be procured ; only 
Hibout twelve exhibit any degree of vigor ; the same number, in operation 
itther under trustees or on private account, are in feeble condition ; and fivB 
^e occupied by common schools. The State appropriation to these forty-ooe 
institutions, exclusively of lands, amounts to $85,300. The ground and build- 
ings of thirty»fbur are valued at $159,000; the invested funds of eighteen at 
$62,943 76 ; and the students of twenty are one thousand three hundred and 
forty-three,— one-half, no doubt, below the academical grade. 

This is not an encouraging exhibit ; and the question arises, as to the best 
mode of bringing this amount of educational capital into efiective employe 
ment. The fact that five have already, by special legislation, been appro- 
prriated to comnoon school purposes, and that five others are now used in th^ 
same way, with the consent of trustees, — seems to indicate the direction which 
should be given to the unemployed or comparatively wasted portion of theso 
Qflducational means. The success of the experiment in Mercer and other largB 
towns, is strongly corroborative of this view. The enactment of a general 
law, authorizing the conveyance of Academy property, by the trustees, tt) 
the common school district within which it is situated, is accordingly recoifi^ 
mended. Such a course would gradually lead to the establishment of efficient 
High Common Schools in the county and other large towns, and thus effect 
the generous views, in favor of the advanced branches of learning, which led 
to these numerous grants during the first portion of the present century. 

Thus, in the order prescribed, the duty of presenting the condition and 
WHntsof the Common School System has been performed. For further infold 
mation in detail, reference is respectfully made to the accompanying extractt 
from the reports of the County Superintendents, and the authorities of ths 
State Normal school, and to the usual Tabular Statements. The former will 
be found to be highly interesting and suggestive, and the latter as full and 
^K^curate as the means at command would allow. The whole is presented in 
a form more condensed and better adapted for preservation than heretofor^^ 
C portion of the cost saved in size, being expended upon the binding. 

In conclusion, it is deliberately undertaken, that, with the additional means 
(Qid the few amendments now asked for, the system will, in the current three 
/ears, vindicate the wisdom of its founders, and approach the true measure 
of its usefulness. In all hope and trust, therefore, an appeal is made in b^ 
half of the rising generation, of their noble band of true-hearted teachers^ 
iQid of their thousands of working Directors,— -of the past, which is so honora^ 
ble, and of the future, which is so portentous, — an humble appeal is made tp 
the Legislature, which has done so much, for its continued support and libeB- 
•Uty. 
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REPORTS OF COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 



ADAMS COUNTY— JOHN C. ELLIS. 

My commission is dated October 3, A. D. 1859, and immediately after, 1 
began my examinations. These, though necessarily more brief than I could 
have desired, were, in the main, satisfactory, and were ail, with one excep- 
tion, well attended by directors, teachers and citizens. 

Visitations, — 1 succeeded in reaching every school in the county, visiting a 
few of them twice. It was a laborious task, and the exposure severe. Direc- 
tors, in all the townships, cheerfully extended to me their aid and hospitality, 
a» did also teachers and citizens. 

District Institutes^ or teachers' associations, were organized in almost every 
township. In many instances the room was thronged by an attentive and 
inquiring audience of teachers, directors, and parents. At these meetings I 
delivered lectures, and imparted such instruction to the teachers as I deemed 
needful. 

Jl County Institute was held at New Oxford three days. The exercises 
were instructive, and were participated in by Prof. Wickersham, of the Nor- 
mal school, at Millersville. It will re-assemble in September next. 

Directors. — in this county, in a great majority of the townships, we have 
zealous directors, working truly and earnestly to promote the interests of 
their schools ; but there are still those, though few in number, who, through 
apathy, or possibly something worse, do not sufficiently second and sustain 
the efibrts of their teachers. 1 am, however, pleased to be able to say, that 
aJl are now directing more attention to a wholesome improvement of their 
schools. Their co-operation with teachers and parents is all that is needed 
to make the system work here as it should. 

School Houses, — It is with pleasure and pride that I refer to a few of our 
school houses. The school building in Gettysburg is a model, and creditable 
to the educational system of the State, as it is the pride of our county. In 
Mummasburg and Petersburg, school houses have been built which reflect great 
credit on all concerned in their erection. They are fine specimens of rural 
architecture, and highly creditable school buildings. Others of our school ■ 
buildings are good and comfortable ; a large class are only passably so ; while 
others, again, are miserable aflkirs. Those in Littlestown are less attractive, 
less comfortable, and less fit for the purpose to which they are applied, than 
wonld be many modem oat-boaset for sheltering cattle. The one in New 
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Oxford, also, is a crumbling, dilapidated, damp, unwholesome stone building, 
with a ceiling about eight feet high, room about twenty-six by thirty feet, 
into which one hundred and seventeen pupils are crowded, and placed at long, 
old fashioned desks, with permanent seats, without backs. This house, how- 
ever, will be replaced next summer by one of comfortable and appropriate 
proportions. 

Schools, — We have some schools which would be a pride and an honor to 
any section of our State ; we have others that are good ; we have some re^ 
sonably good, and others, again, that are miserable excuses. One of these 
latter I reached after a long ride, through a drenching rain, in February, and 
found about half a dozen pupils in attendance ; the teacher without coat or 
jacket, his pantaloons low down on his hips, and, worse than all, bare footed. 

Wherever the system is most efficiently administered, it is most popular. 
This is well illustrated in Gettysburg, where an energetic board of directors 
are cordially sustained in their efibrts to secure the greatest possible efficiency, 
consistent with the aims and designs of the common school system. A large 
and costly building has been erected, with every desirable convenience for the 
accommodation of seven graded schools, with superior teachers, and an ac- 
complished superintendent — all receiving liberal salaries. Two permanent 
scholarships in Pennsylvania college have been presented to this board by the 
Hon. E. M'Pherson, which are given out, from time to time, to the most 
meritorious pupils. The directors have regular days assigned for official visits 
to the schools, and also regular stated business meetings. The result, as 
might be expected, is eminently satisfactory ; and although this management 
of the schools is necessarily expensive, the tax-payers cheerfully support the 
energetic policy of the board, and no where in the county is the school sys- 
tem more popular. 

It is true that this system of graded schools cannot be fully introduced in 
rural districts, with sparse population and scattered school houses; yet in 
every district much may be accomplished by employing none but competent 
teachers, and by directors frequently visiting schools, andaffi>rding<he teacher 
support and encouragement in his responsible vocation. 

Text-Books. — The effort to secure a complete uniformity throughout the 
county is progressing, and, 1 hope, before the expiration of the next school 
year, that this highly desirable result will be fully attained. 

Superintendent. — The feeling seems to be growing that a great mistake was 
made in the commencement of the system by voting meagre salaries to Coun- 
ty Superintendents, thus necessarily making the office an appendage to some 
other calling. The office, to accomplish the purposes of its creation, should 
be self-supporting, the incumbent devoting himself exclusively to the discharge 
of his official duties. This end will be reached as the nature and duties of 
the office come to be fully understood and appreciated. 



ALLEGHENY COUNTY.— CHAS. W. QUICK. 

Examinations. — Number of teachers and applicants examined for provisional 
certificates, seven hundred and ninety-one ; for professional certificates, one 
hundred and ten ; rejected applicants, two hundred and nine. The number 
of professional certificates now held in this county is two hundred and thirty. 
Of these, one hundred were issued by former superintendents, and were either 
renewed or endorsed under the first and second regulations enjoined by the 
Department. Most of the remaining one hundred thirty were issued during 
the present school year. This was owing to the system of graduation adopted 
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and BQcoeMfnlly maintained. It was required that teachers should obtain No. 
1, in all the branches named in the certificate of provisional grade, before they* 
could be admitted to the higher examination. Or, if after visitation of thif 
•chool taught by the holder of a provisional certificate containing No. 2, or 
No. 3, in any branch, I found that No. 1, in teaching, was clearly merited, then, 
also, the teacher thus marked was entitled and required to attend the profes-' 
aional examination. Owing to this arrangement, only three classes graduated, 
the first in October, 1858 ; the second in October, 1859, and the third in 
April, 1860. 

Some of our best teachers have left the county and State, and some have 
entered other professions ; hence not more than one-third of those teaching, 
or authorized so to do, have the highest certificate. 

All examinations were conducted in writing, and were theoretical, practical 
and topical. Ability to teach, to govern, and to train scholars, was ascertained 
by visitation and personal inspection of the schools. 

In behalf of the teachers of this county, it is claimed that there has been, 
during the past three years, a great deal of diligent and persevering study, 
and also a sure and steady development of every desirable qualification. 
Changes are less frequent ; permanency is encouraged, and the earnest, in- 
dustrious teacher is secure from- the competition of those who have no merits, 
nor scholastic attainments to commend them. 

Visitations, — Between October 1, 1859, and June 1, 1860, thirty townships, 
eleven boroughs, and thirteen ward districts were visited. The summary con- 
tained in my note book shows that in the performance of these visitations, the 
superintendent traveled one thousand six hundred and sixty-eight (1,668) 
miles, and that of that distance seven hundred and sixty-seven miles (767) wer« 
traveled on foot. Most of the remaining nine hundred and one miles (901) 
were traveled in public conveyances. While so much tramping involved toil 
and harship, it ensured speed, saving of time and money, and independence. 

Institutes, — The county institute was not held this year, but township in- 
stitutes, conducted by teachers, were advised and encouraged instead of it. 
These smaller and more practical institutes were quite general, and were con- 
ducted with more spirit and success than in any previous year. In some dis- 
tricts, owing to the lack of appreciation, encouragement, and requirement on 
the part of the directors, they were not started and maintained. Their schools, 
like a true and delicate barometer, indicated the lightness of those opinions 
and the tenuity of^those influences, which prevented the establishment of the 
greatest promoters of educational progress. 

The township institutes were all held on Saturdays ; sometimes in a cen- 
tral place, but usually in different school houses. The great amount of mis- 
cellaneous business and correspondence rendered my attendance in the office 
neceosary on Saturday, hence 1 could not be present at those meetings. But 
the good results cannot be hid. The system has gradually brought out lead- 
ing minds, which are able to conduct the institute, and to give it efficiency and 
worth. Many teachers acquit themselves well and become useful to others, 
who could not be induced to participate in the exercises of a county institute 
as large and experienced as that of Allegheny. 

Of all the townships visited, Robinson deserves, in thehighest degree, my 
official notice and approbation. Its institute was well attended and zealously 
maintained. I visited that district in March, and found the schools so nearly 
on an equality, and the method of teaching so uniform and excellent, that 
every teacher was entitled to No. 1, and was marked accordingly. 

Pine and West Deer townships are still foremost in regard to the manifes- 
tation, by parents and citizens, of interest in the progress of the schools. 
Their annual conventions are cheering and benefi«iaJ. 
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The frofits of Jane and Joly last seriously affected the edocational interests 
of the county. Although not one school was discontinued, yet in several dis- 
tricts the time of teaching was shortened, and in some the wages were re- 
duced. It was providential that in many districts the amount of tax was 
levied before the calamity occurred. Otherwise the retrenchment had been 
more severe. It is a remarkable fact that the children and youth of the coun- 
ty first and surely feel the pressure of commercial and financial difficulties. 
Contraction begins to be felt at the school house, and expansion's last wave 
breaks and vanishes there. It is very hard to get improvements started, whib 
it is easy to retard them. We look to the future with anxiety, but not with- 
out hope. We hope the rising generations will be more intelligent and libera4 
than their fathers are. We wait for better times and better men to do jus- 
tice to educational interests, and worthily to promote them. 
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The beneficent design entertained by the directors of several districts in this 
county, of lengthening the school term of the last year, from one to two months, 
was frustrated by the ravages of the severe frosts, which occurred last June. 
The effects of the frosts were indeed chilling and discouraging, yet not suffi- 
ciently so to prevent a single school from being opened. The wages of the 
teachers were, however, in most of the districts, considerably reduced. But 
they generally continued assiduous, zealous and faithful in the discharge of 
their arduous duties, regarding the present reduction as temporary. 

Comparatively few new school houses are now needed in this county. With 
the cessation of the building tax, and returning prosperity, it is to be hoped 
that directors and people will concur in their determination to lengthen the 
school term, as well to render the business of teaching more permanent, as to 
enable the pupils to make more thorough and extensive progress in their studies, 
and that thus a greater amount of good may be realized. The shortness of 
the school term, and want of regularity and punctuality in attending school, 
are two obstacles to improvement and advancement, which true wisdom re- 
quires should be removed. 

Examinations. — The number examined during the year, to whom provi- 
sional certificates were granted, is two hundred and seventy-one. The cer- 
tificates of some, who had not retrograded, were renewed. From others who 
were examined, an imperious sense of duty compelled me to withhold cer- 
tificates. The examinations were principally oral ; only one class being 90 
large that 1 was obliged to combine the oral and written. In orthography I 
gave them words to write, as the chief use of a knowledge of spelling is in 
being able to write words correctly. By adopting this method, all have the 
same words to spell. In addition to this, each one was required to analyze, 
orally, a word, and give all its elementary sounds. In written arithmetic, after 
examining them orally in the principles, I gave them questions to solve oa 
paper without recourse to their books. 

1 have deemed it proper, each year, to elevate somewhat the standard of 
scholarship, and it is gratifying to know that the teachers, some of ttiem rapid- 
ly, and others gradually, are approaching it. At the various academies to 
which many of them resort, they now receive a more thorough and practical 
training than they formerly did, in the various branches required to be taught 
in the common schools, i noticed this to be the case more particularly ia 
orthography, reading and mental arithmetic 
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Visitatitms, — Having had a less number of private examinations to attend 
to than heretofore, I commenced visiting somewhat earlier than the two pre- 
vious years, and having become familiar with the roads, and the locations of 
■the houses, I could and did spend more time in the school rooms. The terms 
of two schools had closed before I could reach them ; a few were temporarily 
dosed when I called to visit them; but, with very few exceptions, I visited all 
in the county once, and some twice. 1 generally visited three a day, not 
stopping for dinner — occupying the time for the noon intermission in the 
school room, and keeping in the one last visited, each day, until five or half 
past ^ve in the evening. The teachers and scholars generally became in- 
terested in the exercises, and did not regard me as trespassing upon their 
time and privileges. Thus I spent at least six hours a day in the school 
rooms. Some times directors and parents accompanied me. They, too, 
were interested and pleased. One of them, an intelligent and affluent far- 
mer, told me, when 1 afterwards met him in the spring, that even if the 
salary of the superintendent were paid by the people of the county, he had 
learned enough while in the school with me to pay him for what would be 
his share of it. 

Progress. — The number of schools in which geography and grammar are 
not taught is steadily diminishing. There is a considerable increase in the 
number in which mental arithmetic is taught. Algebra was taught in eleven 
schools ; history in four ; natural philosophy in two ; latin in one ; composH 
tion in five, and in several there were exercises in declamation and vocal 
music. In a goodly number of the schools not a few were studying georaiphy 
and grammar, yet in many others the number was less than is desirable. 1 
endeavored to convince them that geography is not a difiicult branch of study; 
that it is useful and important, and by some simple illustrations to awaken 
their curiosity. I illustrated to them that it is just as indispensable for them 
to learn to use language with propriety, as to spell words correctly. 1 demon- 
strated, by practical exercises on the black-board, wherever there was one, the 
importance and necessity of a familiar and accurate acquaintance with the 
principles on which the rules in arithmetic are founded, for in too many in- 
stances, the teachers informed me that they found it difiicult to make them 
i^preciate this. The other branches were not neglected. 

There is ft greater degree of uniformity And precision in class exercises, 
generally, than there was a few years since. Order and discipline are generally 
good. The scholars are making better and more substantial progress. The 
shortness of the school term, and irregular attendance, prevent that degree of 
advancement which is desirable, though in a goodly number of the schools 
this is commendable. In a few localities, the perverseness of certain individuals 
caused some trouble, and somewhat retarded healthful improvement. With 
these exceptions there was general satisfaction. 

There were in the service last term forty-seven female teachers, nearly all 
erf whom discharged their duties efficiently, discreetly, and acceptably. In 
some portions of the county the groundless prejudice, that females are not 
competent to teach winter schools, is fast wearing away. 

Jrew Houses. — During the year, the new building in the Freeport district 
was completed. It is after the model of the Lewisburg house, described in 
the School Architecture. It is a credit to that district. Mine comfortable 
frame houses were also erected in the various rural districts, most of them 
without end windows. 

District Institutes were established in a greater number of townships than 
•siy previous year. Where they were regularly attended and did not degene- 
rate into political debating clubs, they were beneficial to the teachers, and 
were duly appreciated' by the citizens who attended them. 
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County Institutes, — One was held at Leechburg in September, and another 
at Worthington in April. Both were characterized by an increased interest 
on the part of teachers; they entered into the exercises more readily and 
briskly than they had hitherto done. At the latter we were, for the first time, 
not disappointed in having Taluable aid from abroad. 

Local Institute, — One consisting of the teachers of the four districts of Al- 
legheny,, Burrell, Kittanning and Manor, was held in the first named district 
in February. Although an impromptu afiair, the exercises were interesting 
and instructive. It was wisely determined to effect a permanent organiza- 
tion, to meet, annually, shortly before the commencement of the schools in 
those districts. 



BEAVER COUNTY.— T. C. CAROTHERS. 

Examinations. — Thirty examinations have been held, at which two hundred 
and fifty-two applicants were examined. During my term I have granted 
thirty county certificates. Of the teachers who received them but twenty av« 
now in the connty.i 

Visitations. — School visitation was commenced immediately after the close 
of the examinations, and continued till the first of March, when nearly all the 
schools had closed. Since receiving my appointment, February 15, 1858, I 
have visited all the schools in the county twice, except ten ; they were visited 
once. Thirty were visited three times, and sixteen four times. The average 
length of term being but little more than four months, it is impossibko to visit 
any but a few of our one hundred and fifty-seven schools more than onee 
during each term. 

Institutes. — Two meetings of our county institute have been held during 
the year ; one in Beaver, in October, the other in New Brighton, in April. 
Each continued in session three days. Both were well attended by our 
teachers. 

Teachers of every district in the county, except three, have been holding 
district institutes. These meetings are exerting a salutary influence on the 
aebools. 

J^ormal Institute. — On the first Monday of May, a Normal institute was 
commenced in New Brighton, under the oare of J. C. Gilchrist, late principal 
of the Union school in that place, and myself ; the session to continue eight 
weeks. A number of our teachers are in attendance. The directors of New 
Brighton have kindly given us the use of their Union school building, free of 
charge. 

jH\w School Houses. — Six new school houses have been built during th* 
year \ one in Borough township — a two story buildings one in Brighton town- 
ship ; one in New Sewickly township ; one in Ohio township, and two in 
Hanover township. These are all good buildings. A number of others ara 
now under contract, and will be completed during the incoming school yea». 

Schools. — The schools, generally, are doing well. An error, however, still 
prevails to some extent — that of dividing the term, (already short enough,) 
and employing different teachers for each division, thus crippling the efforta 
of teachers, and rendering a considerable portiofi of the time almost valueless 
to the schools. 

Miscellaneous. — The Bible is read in one hundred and forty scliools ; not 
read in seventeen. 1 trust that all our teachers may become so deeply im- 
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pressed with a sense of their dnty, in the moral education of their pupils, that 
we may soon be able to report the Bible read in every school. 

Mental arithmetic is now taught in one hundred and thirty-two schools ; 
not taught in twenty-five. 

There is an evident improvement among our teachers. More of them attend 
educational meetings than ever before, and more attention is paid to educa- 
tional reading. 

The schools have been receiving more attention from directors and parents 
than formerly. Some of the teachers report of from twenty to thirty visitors 
per month. 

We have just passed through a year of more than ordinary pecuniary em- 
barrassment. The effects of the June frosts were severely felt in this county. 
For a time it was thought by some that the schools could not be kept open in 
some districts; but better councils prevailed, and now we are able to report 
art least four months school in every district. The people, directors and 
teachers, have all done nobly, and deserve credit for their self-denying efibrts 
to prevent any backward movement in the educational cause, — but rather that 
its course may still be onward, until the fondest hopes and brightest anticipa- 
tions of its warmest friends shall be fully realized. 
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Houses, — The improvements indicated in my last continue to progress. A 
number of new school houses have been built, in the place of old ones, during 
the past year. The Union school house in Bedford has been completed, and 
the school put into successful operation. This house reflects credit on the 
directors, and all the other friends of the Union school at this place. It will 
also have a salutary influence upon the rural districts of the entire county. 
In external appearance, and in internal adaptation, comfort and convenience, 
it is said to be second to no other of the kind in the State. The house, with 
the ground, two and a half acres, cost about eleven thousand ($11,000) dol- 
lars. Many houses in the several districts have been remodeled, or refitted, 
or supplied with new and better furniture, improvement in these matters 
was according to the ability of the boards of the directors to make them. 

Directors, — Whilst improvement in the other interests of the schools has 
been progressing steadily, one seems to lag more than all the rest ; that ia 
the personal attention of the directors. If the directors were to give mora 
attention to their duties, and hold a supervision over the schools in their re- 
spective neighborhoods, a much greater interest would be felt by the parents, 
and more stimulus administered to both teacher and pupils. It would be a 
very desirable improvement in this county, in carrying out the provisions of 
our school law, if much more care and attention were given in the selection 
of efficient and qualified men for school directors. This duty of the people 
has been too much overlooked. Where we have had fit men, we have always 
had good results in the schools in their vicinities, from their attention and 
efficiency. We should have men of a tolerable education themselves, who 
are able to estimate its advantages, and also the best means of promoting it, 
and who are willing to give some time, and make some sacrifice, for the pro- 
motion of this great interest. But matters are improving even in this respect, 
and though slowly now, we hope more rapidly hereafter. 

Teachers. — Our teachers, too, have manifested a steady advancement in spi- 
rit, diligence and literary qaalifications, and have been pressing forward to* 
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wards the saperior light which modern science is shedding npon the path of 
the student. The number of well qualified teachers is on the increase, and 
there has been an expression of satisfaction more generally in regard to the 
teachers and the schools than ever before. The standard of our teachers has 
been rising intellectually and morally, and gaining influence in society. 

Our Teacfura* School held its third session in the latter part of the last sum- 
mer. Six weeks were again devoted to giving instruction and drilling, hi 
those branches named in the law, together with some of the natural sciences, 
and lectures on school government and the best mode of giving instruction. 
A goodly number, both males and females, were in attendance, who after- 
wards rendered entire satisfaction in the school room. 

Our County Institute held its regular annual meeting in the borough of Bed- 
ford in December last. The attendance, though larger than previously, still 
was not what it should have been. District institutes were held in some of 
the townships only. They have not yet became a general thing in the 
county. 



BERKS COUNTY.— WM. A. GOOD. 

Schools. — The schools of the county have continued to make progress. Some 
have measurably failed. These were, however, the exceptions. The work 
has advanced. 

Reading, — ^The schools of the city take the lead. The high schools, (male 
and female,) or rather high school, and the grammar schools, have given 
general satisfaction. Under the present arrangement they are probably what 
could be expected or desired. In the secondary and primary grades, consid« 
erable improvement has also been made. 

BemmlUy (boro',) and the grammar school in the new story school house, 
in Penn township, adjoining, deservedly ranked high. The appointment of a 
teacher of suitable attainments and tact in the lower grades of the school at 
Bernville, made that school inferior to none in the county. 

Kutztown did well. Some opposition was manifested in reference to the 
grammar school, though from no want of qualification of the teacher, but 
from reluctance of parents to submit their children to a course of instruction 
and discipline similar to the schools of the city of Philadelphia. The second- 
ary school was a model of the kind ; and the primary did well. 

Hamburgh with its schools indefinitely graded, scarcely sustained its former 
position, and in comparison with the advancement of the preceding schools, 
fell back. 

Ontelaunee, of the rural districts, is the most promising. Better salaries 
and a longer school term invariably secure a larger number of professional 
teachers. During the past year its schools were all supplied with teachers of 
this class. f 

Maidencreek ranks next. Though the salary was moved back to its former 
point, it had as competent and eflicient a corps of teachers as during any pre- 
ceding term. 

Jlmity had some (at least three) schools of the class No. 1, and may be re- 
ported as continuing to hold its place. 

Union indicates a promising educational life. It was, however, a matter of 
regret that a few of the prominent teachers of preceding years were missed. 
It IS bad policy to prefer stangersi on experiment, to good teachers who are 
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dtizens of the district, and whose good reptilation is pledged for the faithful 
dijusharge of their duty. 

SkultzvilUy an independent district, also deserves a notice in this class« It 
has had a school of a high grade, and has well sustained itself. 

Penn district, to which reference wi^s made in connection with Bemville, 
iftioald he noticed here. Its schools, with scarcely an exception, did well. 

Among the districts that showed commendable improvement, may be named 
Marion, Upper Bern, Albany, Greenwich, Richmond, Longswamp, Washing^ 
ton, Oley, Caernarvon, Jefferson and Upper Heidelberg. Marion is develop- 
ing itself through its efficient district institute. Dpper Bern is, however, 
more dependent for its progress upon the intelligence and liberality of a few 
enterprising individuals, than on the board as a body. Albany, for the last 
few years, has been putting itself on the right side, and promises well. Greets 
wich has had good schools, and has not only sustained itself, but made pro- 
gress. Richmond, a large and hitherto unmanageable district, is wheeling into 
rank, and will perform duty. Longswamp, with a class of teachers generally 
educated from among th^ sons of that township, looks more hopefully to tba 
future. The objection to the schools was the general admixture of German 
a«d English. But an advantage which may be justly claimed for theM 
schools, is the general exercise in them of double translation^ from German 
into English, and English into German. Oley had four very good schools. 
Caernarvon did well. Upper Heidelber? had two schools of a higher chara»* 
ter. North Heidelberg and Centre might be classed with above districts, to- 
gelher with Robeson. 

Other districts, generally, have gained in some respects, and had individual 
schools that ranked equal or nearly equal to those in the districts last stated, 
but failed in making the better class of schools the prevailing type of the di»> 
trict. Bethel had two ; Tulpehocken, one ; Upper Tulpehocken, one; Centre, 
one; Bern, one,* Spring, one; Cumru, one; Muhlenberg, two; Alsace, one; 
Ruscombmanor, two ; Rockland, one ; Maxatawny, two ; Douglass, two, and 
Exeter, two. These townships, and others, such as Hereford, Colebrookdala;, 
Pike, Earl, Perry and Brecknock, had one or more good schools. In t\m 
different districts this class is the largest. Brecknock, though it had ome 
school of this class, and Pike, which had one, are the districts that bring up 
the rear. 

Institutes, — One interesting and successful county institute was held last 
fall, the proceedings of which appeared in the Pennsylvania School Journal ; 
the county being divided into five divisions for holding what are termed div^ 
aional institutes. Two interesting and spirited meetings of the western took 
place, one at Bernville and another at Stouchstown. The northern division 
met twice, once at Leesport, and another time at Hamburg. Neither of %\m 
meetings proved large. The eastern division met once at Kutztown, and 
manifested a proper interest on the part of the teachers, in these gathering! 
for mutual improvement. The southern division met three times, viz: at 
Lobacksville, Boyertown and Friedensburg. The exercises here assumed too 
much the character of debating societies. Of these meetings, that at Benw 
ville, Stouchstown and Kutztown deserve special notice, aiming at the proper 
object, and conducted with a proper spirit. 

District institutes are numerous, and with a little legal authority, would be- 
come general. Some have been very successful, doing yeoman's service witl^ 
out compensation. Maidencreek, Bernville, Caernarvon and Marion wert 
prominent. 

Houses, — Of new school houses built, I have to report a new one in Perry, 
one in Maidencreek, and one in Amity. The last stated, is one of an improved 
style, considerably larger and higher than the other school houses of the dis* 
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trict, and furniBhed with improved furniture. It has also anti-rooms, closets 
and platform ; and in every respect is superior to most of the other houses, 
and now stands as a model for future improvement. The directors who per- 
severed, amid opposition, in the work, deserve a special notice here. 

Examinations. — The number of provisional certificates issued appears to be 
four hundred and sixty-eight, and of professional certificates, during- the last 
three years, ninety-one. The number of the latter is a few less than during 
the first three years. But of these ninety-one, we had employed not more than 
about fifty. Some teachers of this class have left the county, others have 
ongaged in study, or other pursuits that afford more permanent employment. 
. Visitations. — In my visitations I accomplished an amount of work equal to 
that of the most favorable season. The schools were all visited except a few 
that were not open when i was in the district. This number might be ten. 
I lectured at dififerent points, distributed books, and took part in teachers^ in* 
ctitutes. 
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Visitation. — My report must of necessity be limited, as my observation did 
not begin until the first day of February last, when most of the schools, un- 
▼isited by my predecessor, were within two months of closing. I managed, 
however, to reach eighty-eight schools in all ; situated in eighteen different 
districts, and, with three or four exceptions, to spend half a day in each. 

The school directors of the various districts all seem zealous advocates of 
the common school system. Throughout this county they generally belong 
to the most influential and enlightened class ; liberal to the teachers, and pro- 
verbially the patrons of progressive measures. Hence we may continue to 
cherish the hope, that in such hands the educational interests of the rising 
g^eration will be here suitably guarded. 

The teachers display creditable fruits of application to their responsibla 
duties. Many of them have to contend with difficulties unknown in thickly 
settled districts ; but, in most cases, progress is exhibited by their pupils. 
They are ambitious of self-improvement, and close students, and wi^l doubtless 
arrive at respectability in their profession. 

Associations. — A county association is established. Its meetings are well 
attended, and with profitable results. Beside, there are several township asso- 
ciations. 

Studies. — In some of the schools, laudable efi!brts are put forth to improve 
the manner of reading by the use of elocutionary charts; articulation, the just 
pronunciation of words, accent, emphasis, &c., receiving marked attention. 
Written arithmetic is, also, more thoroughly taught than formerly ; a reason 
being required of the pupil for each step in the solution of questions. Mental 
arithmetic, geography and grammar receive a creditable measure of attention 
in most of the schools. 

Graded Schools. — In Hollidaysburg, Altoona, Martinsburg, Williamsburg 
and Tyrone City, the schools are graded. These are ail in the hands of effi- 
cient teachers, who show the superiority of the graded system. It is evident 
that wherever circumstances admit of a separation of the primary from the 
advanced scholars, into two or more schools, a radical improvement follows;, 
and it would be well for directors, in every town, to strive to bring about such 
a desideratum. 
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Hoitses, — Some of our school houses are rather antiquated, and should givt 
place to new ones. This matter is seriously considered hy some of the school 
boards, and measures are adopted, in a few instances, to build new houses 
this year. Those recently erected are models of neatness and convenienoe, 
and reflect great credit on the architectural taste of the directors. 

•Attendance, — Though the attendance was good, in many instances, it might 
be improved by a few slight sacrifices on the part of parents, some of whom 
task their children heavily with farm labor, and not until such tasks aro 
finished are they allowed to start to school. Such a course seriously derangep 
the teachers' plans, and ought to be remedied. 

Hollidaysburg, — The high school established last year under the supervisioa 
of the school board of this district, is well attended, and gives complete satis- 
faction. Among the pupils are a number of teachers, from different parts of 
the county, who, as soon as their schools closed, hastened hither, where they 
aore now making creditable progress in the higher branches. Prof. Miller, this 
accomplished principal, is unwearied in his eflbrts to advance the cause of 
education, and proposes to conduct a Normal scnool during the coming vaca* 
tion. 

Martinsburg. — A high school will also be established here in a few months; 
a well planned, spacious building being nearly finished for the purpose, and 
speaking well for the enterprizing citizens of that borough. 

Comparing the present state of things with that of former years, there is 
ajbundant evidence that the common school system, in Blair county, is rapidly 
advancing in public favor. This prosperity is doubtless owing to the vigir 
lance hitherto shown by an efficient superintendency, combined with that of 
enlightened school directors. 
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Schools. — Most of our schools have been prosperous; more system in tht 
arrangement and government, and more thoroughness in teaching ; a better 
dassification, and a greater uniformity of text-books. Still, in several in- 
stances, the schools were unsuccessful, teachers failing wholly to secure th« 
good will, or confidence of parents or pupils. Thus the schools not being 
well governed, properly arranged, or thoroughly taught, pupils soon became 
unmanageable, parents dissatisfied, and teachers discouraged. 

Teachers, — Since the first Monday of June, 1859, six hundred and forty-two 
temporary, and twenty-five professional certificates have been granted. It 
cannot be reasonably expected that among such a large number, of every age, 
from fifteen to fifty, all are good. Some are poor, some middling, and soma 
very good. A majority are making laudable efi^orts to improve in their pro- 
fession. It is to be regretted, however, that parents will urge their sons and 
daughters to seek to become teachers at so early an age; audit is a great error 
in directors, as a general rule, to employ such young persons. Men engage 
persons of mature age and experience, on the farm, in the shop or store, ia 
the kitchen or dairy room ; but they hire girls or boys of fifteen or sixteen to 
train up and educate their ofi!spring. 

School Houses, — We have far too many poor school houses still ; some^ 
indeed, so poor that farmers living near would not, it is presumed, allow such 
buildings to remain among their out-houses. Tet we are making as mueh 
progress in supplying our county with comfortable houses as in any othffi 
department. More and better houses have been erected the past year tham 
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duriDg any two of the preceding. The strong feeling against the "building" 
tax is gradually giving way, and arrangements are making to have neat, coi^ 
▼enient houses erected. Out-houses are also provided for such as have been 
erected during the year. The directors, in a majority of districts, have also 
purchased a large map of the United States for each school. No other ap- 
paratus has been procured during the year. 

Directors. — These officers have very generally performed their responsible, 
but ill-requitted duties with fidelity, to effect the policy of the Commonwealth 
in giving to every child within its borders an opportunity of obtaining a good 
common school education. They very generally cordially co-operated with 
the superintendent in carrying out his plans, and freely spent time with him 
when requested. 

Institutes, — Five institutes were held, conducted, as formerly, by the super- 
intendent, assisted by the prominent teachers in the county. Although thest 
gatherings were not quite so numerously attended as previously, still they 
were well sustained as to j^umbers, while the interest evinced, and the ap- 
parent good accomplished, were greater. Several new methods were adopted 
to rouse up the teachers, as well as to enlist the co-operation of parents, and 
were successful. Township or district drills have been sustained in several 
townships. These are producing legitimate fruits, and becoming popular with 
teachers and employers. 

County Association. — This has been in existence for six years, and each 
year with increasing usefulness. It holds four meetings annually; one at the 
county seat, and the others so arranged that each township in the county 
may, in turn, be visited. 

Teachers^ Classes, — The Susquehanna Collegiate institute, at Towanda, has 
had large teachers' classes during the year. The members have been in- 
structed in the branches taught in our public schools, and in the science of 
teaching, by lectures and drills, by Profs. O. S. Dean and Wm. H. Dean, tbt 
principals, and occasionally by the superintendent. Select schools were 
opened, during the fall, in several townships, in which large numbers of 
teachers were taught by those of better education and more experience. The 
good results of these classes were seen at the fall examinations, as well as in 
the schools taught by those who attended them. 

Lyceums, or as they are familiarly called, debating schools, are kept up in 
many of our districts during the winter terms. The teachers, and older pupils, 
with citizens in the vicinity, take an active part in the discussions. I have 
attended and encouraged these organizations, wherever found to give promise 
of usefulness. 

1 have also encouraged evening schools, in which the scholars and others, 
get together, under the charge of the teacher, for the purpose of giving more 
attention to spelling, arithmetic, geography or grammar. 

Visitations. — There are three hundred and fifty-three schools, with an 
average term of about five months. Hence each school can not be visited 
twice in the year. They have, however, been visited once, with one or two 
exceptions, and a few twice. To go to each school even once, it is necessary 
to make the stay shorter than would otherwise be desirable. In these calk 
I have invariably been kindly received by scholars and teachers, and directors 
have, generally, been with me. 

Inspections of Teachers. — The examinations were more confined to ques- 
tions requiring written answers than formerly. Two reasons induced this 
course : The number of applicants present — there being often between forty 
and fifty — ^rendered it impossible to go through with any thing like a thorough 
examination orally. And, by adopting the written mode, 1 was enabled to be 
more precise in grading certificates. 
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Editors. — The local press continues to do a good work for the schools, its 
ciAumns are always open for educational articles. The school system has 
no more warm friends, or ardent supporters, than our editors, and thanks art 
due them for their judicious efforts in its futherance. 

Review. — There have been held fifteen county institutes, at which over 
thirteen hundred teachers, or young persons intending to become teachers, 
have been in attendance for the purpose of receiving instruction in the branches 
taught in our public schools, as well as in the science of regulating, managing, 
governing and teaching schools. Fifty-four township drills have been held rn 
different sections of the county. Hundreds of directors, and others, engaged 
in the cause, have attended these meetings, and been instructed, and thereby 
learned what the teachers were doing for their own improvement. One hun- 
dred and twenty-nine addresses and essays have been presented at these in- 
stitutes and drills ; and most of the educational topics of the day have been 
discussed by teachers, and others, who came in to see, and hear, and gain in- 
formation. 

The bitter opposition to the school law, which was so general, has greatly 
albated. Especially is this true as regards the building tax. 

Very many of our apologies for school houses, which had no out-houses, 
and which stood either in the street, or on the line of the highway, are sup- 
planted by convenient buildings, situated in comfortable yards, and supplied 
with accommodations in the way of out-houses. 

Greater uniformity in text-books has been secured, notwithstanding there 
is very much more to be done in that matter, before the law shall have beea 
complied with. 

A few years since schools were not classed, and teachers conducted their 
schools without regard to system, so far at least as recitations were concerned. 
Now hardly a school in the county can be found, in which a regular system 
of classification does not prevail. 

Among teachers, a strong desire has sprung up to become better qualified 
for their business, and to gain these qualifications by meeting with others en- 
gaged in the same employment ; so that now teachers all over the county 
know each other personally j they know each other's joys and sorrows — their 
failures and success. Each is willing to receive and impart to every other 
one, so that all may draw from the common stock the experience of all. 

Directors, being to some good degree supported by the people, and knowing 
their duties better, are coming up more fully to the requirement^ of the law. 

It is not claimed that these results are solely produced by the workings of 
the superintendency ; but that this, with other causes, has operated to elevate 
the standard of our common schools, will hardly be denied. Nor is it asserted 
that they are to be attributed solely to the labors of the present superinten- 
dent. The officer, during the first term, had very much to do in clearing the 
way, and very serious obstacles to overcome. No small share of the credit 
is, therefore, due to him. 
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JCormal Instruction. — Among the evidences of progress, and of the awaken- 
ing interest in common school instruction, several institutions have been es- 
tablished within the last three years deserving of particular notice. First in 
order is the ** Classical and Normal school" of Quakertown. The achooU 
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in the north-western section of the county had, heretofore, been sapplicd with 
teachers from the farm and the workshop, during the four months which th* 
law required the schools to be open — principally to add a trifle to their earnings. 
The schools were taught on the old time plan ; and the thought of making 
teaching a profession scarcely entered the mind of any one. But with the 
supervision of those schools, by the County Superintendent, a feeling of in- 
terest began to be excited. Several young men of enterprize were awakened 
to a full conviction of the wants of the schools, and resolved upon improving 
their condition. The school referred to, dates its origin from this impulse. 
Teachers who had spent the winter in teaching, after several months of 
attention to their studies in the "Classical and Normal school," were enabled 
to return, not only with increased scholastic learning, but improved skill in 
the art of teaching, A number of females have obtained similar qualifications 
from the same source. 

During the present spring a boarding school has been established at Spring- 
town, under the supervision of A. S. Christine. A number of teachers, and 
advanced scholars, have entered, and it is in a flourishing condition. 

The "Excelsior Normal school," of Carversville, is another evidence that 
the wants of our schools are realized in other sections. This seminary, estab- 
lished by Mr. Hunsicker, now in its second term, has met with success proba- 
bly unsurpassed by any Normal school in the State. It has nearly one hun- 
dred pupils, a large proportion of whom have either been engaged in teaching, 
or have the profession in prospect. 

Progress in certain Districts, — The township of Upper Makefield has, ftjr 
several years, been distinguished. The directors were among the first to have 
public examinations in their schools at stated intervals; and some of the best 
specimens of teaching have here been exhibited to very large audiences, com- 
posed of parents and teachers of the district. District institutes have also 
been efiectively carried on by the teachers, and liberally sustained by the direc- 
tors. 

A graded school has been established at Dolington^ and afllbrds one of the 
beet specimens of teaching in the county. 

The schools of Falls district have an advanced position, and among these 
the graded school of Fallsington has been conspicuous. Teachers of high 
qualifications have been, mostly, employed for several years; and among the 
directors have been found men prompt at liberal and energetic measures. 
Several other schools have been eflficienlly taught, particularly those of Manor 
and Tullytown. 

Warrinfcton district has been favored with some energetic directors. The 
school at Warringtonviile was taught, for several years, with decided ability, 
by the present County Superintendent, Simon S. Overholt; and the district 
has been, in a progressive condition. 

^ew Hope borough school is among those which have kept pace with cur- 
rent improvements. 

Bristol and Middletown townships have both had graded schools in success- 
ful operation, during the past season. 

The Quakertown Borough School went into operation last winter, with the 
contemplated improvement in grading. 

The graded public schools of Bristol borough and Yardleyville, have been 
taught, for several years past, with decided ability and success. 

County Institutes. — >Two were held last fall. The first, at Reigelsville, 
was well attended by the teachers in the upper section of the county, and ex- 
ercised a good influence. The one in Newtown was a very successful move- 
ment, and was considered by far the most important in its inflaences, of any 
yet held in the county* 
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Dutrict Institutes. — These are now established in so many of the town- 
ships that few teachers can find good excuses for absenting themselves. — 
A number of directors have taken an active part in their organization, and 
have furnished facilities to female teachers for their attendance. Frequent 
advertisements of their meetings are seen in the county papers. 

An institute has been sustained, for several seasons, in Bristol borough^ en* 
joined by the directors, who gave their assistance and co-operation. 

A flourishing institute was held at the YardleymlU school, during last sum- 
mer, sustained not only by the teachers of the district, but of neighboring^ 
townships. 

^orth'Western District Institutes, — Among those which were particularly 
active and efficient, last winter, might be mentioned one in Springfield town- 
ship. The exercises were instructive, and gave an impulse to the schools of 
the township. Several were supplied, to some extent, with philosophical and^ 
chemical apparatus, and several of them have made very respectable begin- 
nine^s of mineralogical cabinets. 

The Tinicum Institute was also sustained, in a very efficient manner, by th«- 
teachers of the township, and of the adjoining districts, all of whom had re- 
ceived instruction at the Normal and Classical school at Quakertown. 

•ATctt? School Houses, — Since the last report, several new school houses have 
heen completed. They all exhibit great improvement. Witness two elegant 
and commodious school houses in Plumstead; one in Solebury, and one in 
Doylestown. 

Teachers^ Examinations, — The number of applicants for schools has greatly 
increased during the present over preceding years. Not one-half the number- 
examined, obtained schools during the spring and summer months. In their 
examination, evidence of advancement was very conspicuous. This progres* 
was particularly evident in their exercises in reading, grammar and mental 
arithmetic. Quite a number of the candidates had attended Normal schools, 
since the last examinations. Among these, the improvement was most re- 
markable. 

School Visits, — Within the last year nearly all the schools have been visit- 
ed in the middle and lower sections of the county ; and in those cases where 
the visits have not been made, the failures may mostly be attributed to the 
accidental circumstance of the schools not having been in session. In the 
north-western section of the connty—owing to a severe indisposition, occa* 
pying more than two months — I was prevented from visting the schools in 
several of the townships which have only the winter term. But in the town*" 
ships of Kichland, Milford, part of Springfield and Durham, such evidence of 
progress was conspicuous, that it was with sincere regret the visits to the re* 
maining districts were necessarily abandoned. 
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Six years ago the townships were remodeled. In that change, peaceful 
school districts were broken up, new and sometimes discordant ones were 
created, and nearly all the old houses, from their location, became useless. 
Amid this confusion, and whilst a heavy building tax was being collected, the 
opponents of the school system did not conceal their dislike, but gathered 
around them many friends. The crisis is now passed, for new and superior 
bouses adorn every township; a building tax is scarcely beard of, and the 
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silent approyal of the press indicates that the school system in Butler count j 
is triumphant, or that it is at least comparatively undisturbed. 

Examinations. — The impracticability of making appointments around the 
county, last fail, rendered it desirable to hold all the examinations in the 
borough of Butler. Out of two hundred and twenty-nine applicants, four 
were refused certificates ; of those successful, one hundred and five were males, 
and one hundred and twenty females. These examinations were made public, 
and conducted orally, though in some instances, when the class was large, 
the written method would have been preferable* 

The frost of fourth June threw a shadow over the connty, which the friends 
c£ education could not entirely dispel. With a few exceptions, the summer 
schools, in the rural districts, were suspended ; and in but four townships did 
the months taught exceed the minimum required by law. The wages of 
ttechers were greatly reduced, and ninety- three winter schools — an unusually 
large number — were necessarily placed under the care of females. 

Visitations. — To visit the districts, generally, during this short time, it be- 
eeine necessary to limit the stay in each. Two days were spent in every one 
of the thirty-three townships, exclusive of the time devoted to the independent 
districts, and nine boroughs. In many of the townships six schools were 
seen, and in none of them, when open, less than four, in all, one hundred 
and eighty-six were visited, and twenty-six were unavoidably passed by. 

With the exception of eighteen, these schools are quite new — frame or brick, 
and when frame, appropriately painted. They are close to ample play ground, 
and convenient to water ; but many, to have them in the centre of a sub-dis- 
trict, are placed far ofiT the road, and buried in the wildest forest. 

School Houses, — All the rooms are warmed by coal stoves ; most of them 
have ceilings of a proper height ; windows adapted to ventilation ; plenty of 
black-board surface, and they are tolerably well seated. But, owing perhaps 
to their newness, only one-half have a desk and chair for the teacher ; a seat 
apart from the scholars for visitors, or convenient arrangements for the hats 
and cloaks of the children. 

Studies. — Of the nine thousand nine hundred and thirty pupils attending 
the schools last winter, dve hundred and forty studied l!«ngiish grammar ; 
three hundred and fifteen geography ; one hundred history ; seventy- five alge- 
bra ; one hundred and fifty wrote composition; eight studied the Latin lan- 
guage, and three physiology. The other branches, required by law, were 
taught to all capable of learning them. The number engaged in written, ex- 
ceeded, by three-fourths, those in mental, arithmetic. 

Twenty-three schools showed a looseness in recitations, and the conse- 
quences which arise from a want of discipline. The rest, in a greater or less 
degree, had an established time, place and manner for every thing, were exact 
in their exercises, and a spirit of thrift and cheerful quietude prevailed. 

Female Teachers. — The employment of female teachers caused some dis- 
satisfaction, as they were believed inadequate to the task of controling a win- 
ter school. But the superior cleanliness and arrangement of their rooms, il*e 
effect of their natural gentleness and goodness on the scholars, with their laud- 
able efforts to remove unmerited opposition, amply compensated for their want 
of physical force. 

Change of Teachers. — The change of teachers, at every new term, much re- 
tards progress. When a bright class appeared familiar with the first princi- 
ples of a study, and it was asked, why it was not further advanced, the reply, 
invariably, was, that at the commencement of the term it was *^ turned back."* 
The change of teachers can be accounted for, and is, perhaps, yet unavoidable, 
but this continual turning back — this want of faith in the doing^s of one's pre- 
decessors — arises from the absence of a recognized standard of school discip- 
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line, and of teaching, that constitutes a great obstacle to advancement. In- 
ileed, so difierent were the regulations, and so various the methods of con- 
ducting classes, even in the same township, that it did sometimes seem as if 
teaching was yet but an experiment. 

J^umber of Schools, — From the uniform size of the townships, and the slight 
difference in the number of their children, it would seem that the number of 
schools should be equal. In some, however, there are but four, and in others 
eight. Were the size and distance alone considered, four, perhaps, would be 
the best number. Their distances then would be regular, and they would be 
more vigorously conducted ; besides, the cost of sustaining them would be 
moderate. But local considerations prevail, and the number of schools in 
some townships is injuriously increased. 

The greater part of the teachers were young, and had comparatively little 
experience. But they worked hard, and many of them started, or helped to 
sustain, teachers* township institutes, in which much good was done to the 
community, as well as to themselves, by systematising the discipline and 
modes of teaching. 
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This day closes my official term as County Superintendent, which hasi 
reached nearly a period of five years. 

Schools, — The schools of the county number one hundred and fifty, aboat 
thirty-five of the increase being substantial and new houses; the total aver- 
age attendance over four thousand six hundred; and the number of pupils on 
the rolls may be estimated at over six thousand in the county. Of this num- 
ber, more than two thousand are in, and within, eight miles of Johnstown 
borough. In Johnstown there are over six hundred on the roll ; in Conemaugh 
borough, three hundred ; in Miliviile borough, one hundred and fifty; while 
in thlrty-oneschools around, there are on the rolls over fifteen hundred. The 
balance of the six thousand are scattered over a vast area, except near thre# 
hundred on the rolls of the Ebensburg Union school. 

Effects of the County Superintendency, — I have not the vanity to claim thie 
increase as the result of the superintendency, but attribute it to the ordinary 
growth of the country, and the general march of progress. The same re- 
marks, in regard to the number of teachers, holds equally good ; though not 
so in regard to improvement in qualifications. This can be plainly traced 
to the creation of the office, as may the rapid improvement of pupils and of the 
methods of teaching. The increase of numbers, in the higher branches, which 
is more than one hundred per centum, is a result fiowing directly from superior 
qualifications in teachers. In mental arithmetic, especially, this is most evi- 
dent. 

Diffictdties of the Year, — The last winter afibrded evidences of continued 
improvement, notwithstanding the June frosts. The consequences of these^ 
was a reduction of the salaries of teachers, which, it was expected, would 
militate against the prosperity of the schools; but, contrary to expectation, 
the reverse was the result. The teachers bore up under these reverses like * 
true men, hoping for a brighter future. Ma.es were chiefly employed, and at 
higher salaries than were demanded by females; the schools were well 
managed, and the people generally were pleased with the winter school 
tenoo. 
3 
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The lumbering districts were favored, in the early spring, by high wRter, 
wbich enabled them to send to market the immense quantities of timber whick 
a favorable winter of snow had aided them in preparing for the rise of th« 
river. This afibrded a bountiful return of money and goods to the relief of 
many citizens. 

Some may wonder what this has to do with the common schools. The 
answer is, that as the schools depend upon the tax-payer, the financial mat* 
ters of community must always be considered as school affairs, and as of th* 
first importance in statistical information. 

Lectures. — During last winter, addresses were delivered on the subjects no- 
ticed in the "Hundred Rules for Common Schools," published in the "School 
Journal ;" adapting the remarks to the apparent condition and necessities of tht 
school addressed. Intelligent teachers commended the course. 

Visitation. — Owing to the shortness of the term, I did not reach all th« 
schools. Ninety-six days make the school term, except in three districts, 
where the term is longer; and in two, the term of which is but three months. 
Every Saturday is to be deducted, some holidays, some days of extremely in- 
clement weather, and some days for supposed indisposition, — leaving ouly 
about sixty-six days for one hundred and fifty schools. These schuuls arc 
only open about five hours per day, there being two recesses ; the attendance 
often being irregular, and pupils late and tardy. Two schools per day are all 
that can be reached, and our schools being much scattered in the north of the 
county, an average of two is barely possible. These facts are due to botk 
myself and to my successor whoever he may be. 

School Examinations. — Last spring was not prolific of public exhibitions, 
but their place was supplied by examinations. These, in the presence of the- 
parent, at the close of the session, elevate the character of the schools, by 
brinfifing the parent into immediate contact with the school room exercises. 
The exercises are now interspersed with declamation and essays, from some of 
the most advanced pupils, which lend new charms to the occasion, while they 
prepare the rising generation for public life. Singing is a usual and a desira- 
ble accompaniment. 

Uncollected School Funds. — Notwithstanding my efforts, much of the public 
school funds is still lost. Unseated land tax, liquor fines, balances on old 
duplicates, and insufficient securities are causes of daily losses. Many secreta- 
ries keep no record of these sources of revenue, while county officers seldom 
distribute them gratuitously. If the county officers were obliged to make re- 
turn of these to the State authorities, and to pay this money into the State 
Treasury, a benefit would be done to the districts, to which it would be re- 
turned in increased State appropriations. The County Superintendent might 
collect them, if invested with the proper authority. 

The schools of Johnstown and Conemaugh boroughs are already open for 
the new school year, the first for a term of seven, and the second of five 
months. 1 will risk my reputation by saying, that no schools ever opened 
under more hopeful auspices, or under the charge of more ardent and energetic 
teachers. Fourteen are employed in the two boroughs. A German school it 
opened in Conemaugh, and a superintendent employed in the Johnstown 
Union school. 
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Schools. — ^DnriDg the year, seven new school houses were erected ; one is 
Banks district; one in Mauch Chunk township j one in Mauch Chunk borough j* 
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one in Mahoning, and three in Kidder* There was also much nore than 
usual activity in the repair of old buildings, — in some cases rendering rooms 
which were before unfit, comfortable and weU arranged. Directors hay^ 
usually followed the suggestions contained in the ^* Pennsylvania School 
Architecture," both as to exterior form and interior arrangement ; and, as a • 
oonsequence, the new buildings, even when of si miliar materials, size and ' 
cost, are, in every respect, superior to the older structures 

The new school house at Summit Hill, in Mauch Chunk township, is a 
tasteful, brick building, thirty by forty-five, substantially and neatly finished' 
and painted, and furnished with first cla&s iron«frame furniture for aizty-two 
pupils. 

The other new buildings are of wood, and may be enumerated among tht ' 
first class houses. That at Treskow, in Banks township, is twenty-four by 
thirty-six, with four tiers of seats for two pupils each, accommodating sixty- 
four pupils. The greater portion of the rear end is ceiled with nicely jointed 
boards, painted black, by which means {| black-board, of about one hundred 
square feet of surface, is obtained, at about the cost of plastering the sam* 
apace. 

Examinations of teachers were publicly held in all the districts except two, 
whose candidates attended in the adjoining districts ; and, notwithstanding 
the questions were more difficult than the previous year, there was a marked 
advancement in the grades of the teachers' certificates. Ninety-one provi- 
wonal, and two profesisional certificates were granted. 

Many teachers are yet illy fitted for their work ; not so much for want of 
knowledge, as their inability to awaken the minds and energy of their pupils, • 
and make the acquisition of knowledge a pleasurable task. Several causes 
contribute to this defect, among which may be enumerated the want of proper 
training in the "art of teaching," and the great number, and the diversity of 
the attainments of the pupils placed under the charge of a single teacher, 
coupled with the great variety of text-books in use; whereby the teacher is so 
fully occupied that he cannot, even if qualified, devote the time necessary for 
oral instruction and explanation. 

The remedy will be found in the Normal school ; the district and county 
institutes; an increased number of schools and teachers, compared with the 
number of pupils ; and the more general use of unifi^rm serial text-books. Bat 
that thes^ may be available, an increased expenditure for educational purposes- 
must be incurred, and teachers must be belter paid, and enr.ployed for longer 
terms. 

Institutes, — The attempt to organize these have been only «uccessful i» 
Banks district, where the teachers, during the last two school terms, hav« 
maintained a useful and interesting association. The plan of the directors 
of this district, in inserting in the contracts with teachers, a clause requiring 
them to maintain an institute, is worthy of imitation. As soon as I can feel 
assured that a county institute will be patronized by a sufiicient number of 
teachers, I shall endeavor to organize one. 

Visitation, — All schools were visited during the term, except in Elast Maack 
Chunk, and two or three others. Sickness prevented my visiting the schools- 
of the boroughs of Mauch Chunk and East Mauch Chunk Ki\ intelligent and 
efficient directory, and competent teachers, in both these districts, render the 
Tisits of the superintendent of less importance than to some others in the 
eounty. 

Text-Books. — The directors of Mauch Chunk township enforced the use of 
vaiform books; and although they met with much opposition, at the time of 
my visit, so far as I could learn by diligent inquiry, teachers, pupils and pa- 
rents were unanimous in the opiav)a that t4e change had been highly bene-. 
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ficial. A Borel objection to the introduction of uniform class-books, which 1 
heard in another part of the county, is worth recording. It was : ''That it 
was only for the benefit of the teacher^ who would thereby be saved a part of 
the labor which he is paid for doing.*' Uniform series of books have been 
adopted in most of the districts, but are not used in the schools to the exclu- 
sion of others, except in the districts heretofore, and above, reported. In time, 
however, as the old books (some of which, carefully preserved, have descended 
from grand-fathers) are worn out, uniform class-books will be used, much to 
the advantage of teachers and pupils. 

In conclusion — the following are evidences of progress and increased in- 
terest in the schools of this county : more and better school houses were 
erected, and more were thoroughly renovated, and repaired, than during the 
previous year ; the teachers deserved and received higher grades of certificates ; 
the schools were more frequently and regularly visited by directors ; pupite 
were better supplied with books and slates ; the studies of grammar and 
geography were introduced into many schools where, before, they were not 
taught ; and last, though not least, the annual reports and certificates were 
forwarded by directors more promptly than heretofore. 



CENTRE COUNTY. 
[No suflicient report.] 
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The present, being the last year of the second term of the County Superin- 
tendency, it may be proper to examine, briefly, the annual reports published 
during both terms, in order to ascertain what progress has been made in the 
educational aflairs of Chester county, since the adoption of the law creating 
the ofiice of County Superintendent. The following table, embracing the 
official returns of this county from the year 1855, until 1859, inclusive, e»- 
hibits a steady advance in the number of schools and scholars, an increase in 
the length of time during which the schools were kept open, while the salaries 
of teachers have rapidly risen to something like a more just compensation for 
services performed :

One very gratifying feature is the marked improvement in the average 
salary of female teachers, which has advanced, in this short period, from fif- 
teen dollars and fifty-two cents, to twenty-three dollars and thirty-seven cents 
per month ; an increase of more than fifty per cent. 
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A beneficial result arising.from this liberal advance in the wages of teachers, 
is seen in the large number of intelligent and well qualified young women 
who are now applicants for schools, compared with the scarcity of such teachers 
five years ago. Formerly, in some portions of our county, the directors, be- 
lieving that women were unable to govern successfully the rude scholars that 
sometimes attend our public schools, refused to employ any except male 
teachers; but experience has shown that females, by manifesting a spirit of 
kindness and gentleness towards their pupils, often succeed better in school 
government than male teachers — the latter being more apt to rely upon force 
mod severity in maintaining discipline in the school room. 

The number of schools has, also, largely increased, although the popula- 
tion of Chester county, by reason of much emigration to the west, advances 
but slowly ; and it must not be forgotten that we have, in addition to the 
public schools, twenty-four boarding schools or academies, which afford in- 
struction, on an average, to twelve or thirteen hundred students. Whether it 
be good policy to sustain so many private institutions, is a question in the 
minds of many friends of education ; one thing is certain, that the money 
thus expended would establish and sustain a first class public high school ia 
every township in the county. 

Favorable as the above table may appear, still figures and statistics can give 
but an imperfect idea of the many improvements in the character and condi- 
tion of our public schools. More new school buildings have been erected in 
Chester county during the past five year-s, than in any other period of equal 
length since the adoption of the school system. More pleasant locations have 
been selected for building sites, and the school furniture and apparatus are 
generally of approved modern style. 

The directors of Phoenix ville have just completed two very superior school 
edifices, at a cost of over sixteen thousand dollars, and capable of accommo- 
dating eight hundred students. 

Arrangements are about completed, also, by the directors of West Chester, 
to erect a large and elegant building, for a public high school, in this borough. 

In most of the schools a uniform series of text-books has been adopted. 

During the past year 1 have granted three hundred and twenty-seven tem- 
porary, and fifteen permanent certificates. The whole number of certificates 
issued by me, during my term of office, amounts to eleven hundred and six- 
teen. 

1 devoted as much time as possible to the visitation of the schools during 
the summer and fall terms, and also in the winter, when not engaged in hold- 
ing teachers' institutes. 

The past winter I conducted nine teachers' institutes, each continuing one 
week, and which were attended, in the aggregate, by six hundred and twenty- 
three teachers. These meetings, which were held in Penningtonville, Chat- 
ham, Coatesville, Kennett Square, Phoenixville, Parkesburg, (Jnionville, Uwch- 
lan and West Chester, were also very numerously attended by the directors 
«nd citizens generally. These teachers' conventions have now been held in 
every part of Chester county, and their beneficial effects are recognized by 
every intelligent person in the community.

The school year just closed was commenced in great discouragement, and 
onder many disadvantages, by the people of Clarion couot]^. A visitation of 
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. Providence had destroyed our hopes of harvest, and caused much doubt and 
qiAie despondency on the part of school officers. 

In a few districts the system kept the even tenor of its way. In others, 
directors suspended the collection of tax, and in fact, all other business, till 
late in the fall, when the panic had subsided. The people then willin]?ly took 
upon themselves the support of those schools, which they could not well afford 
to do without. Washington, Highland, Knox and Curllsville, however, had 
no public schools open during the year. 

The district reports will, perhaps, show a decrease in the number of months 
taught, and also in the wages of teachers. This originated in the depressioA 
alluded to above. The economy of directors, though in some cases, perhaps 
too rigid, was commendable, bu^ not more so than the quiet submission on the 
part of the teachers of the county. 

Some of our boards continue to divide the very short period during which 
they keep open their schools, into two terms. Where there are but four 
months taught this seems to us an evil.« The consideration of this subject it 
respectfully suggested to the Department. 

The constant egress from the business, of well known and experienced 
teachers, and the ingress of new and unknown persons, makes the character 
of our schools very fluctuating. It frequently happens that where I ^nd a lively 
and flourishing school one year, the next I find one of the opposite character. 
During the last year a larger proportion, than usual, of new teachers was 
found in our schools, some of whom were doing well, but many of them wert 
not efficient ; 1 am, consequently, not able to report much general improve- 
ment in the schools of the county, though they do not fall below those of tht 
preceding year. A number of them were better taught than ever before. 

Institute, — Two sessions of the county institute were held : The first, 
of one week, at Strattanville, in October, was well attended by teachers and 
the public. Some of the professional men of Strattanville, Clarion and Broolt- 
yille, delivered a course of lectures during the evenings, that were alike in- 
teresting and instructive. The session, during the holidays, at New Bethit* 
hem, was not so largely attended, nor interesting. In both cases we wert 
•unaided, except by the teachers of the county. 

Associations were kept up, in a number of districts, during the term. In 
most, the directors were indifferent. The Piney board, however, made attend* 
ance on the association a part of each teacher's duty. 

ExamincUions, — About forty were publicly held during the year. Four pro- 
fessional, and two hundred and forty-seven provisional certificates were grant- 
ed. Of the latter, about one-fourth were of a very low grade. About a dozea 
candidates were rejected. Only eleven professional certificates were granted 
during the year, and only upon critical and repeated investigation of the quah- 
•fications and skill of the candidates. 

Visitation, — No attempt has been made, in this county, to visit the summer 
schools. Circumstances would not admit of it. A change, in some respects, 
having been made, the time for visitation will be somewhat prolonged. We 
Tisited, during the last winter term, one hundred nnd seven schools. No 
attempt was made to visit, more than two a day. All might, perhaps, have 
been reached, had we thought it best to make hurried visits. 

Retrospect, — On reviewing the operations, for the last three years, we aM 
Bot without encouragement. A county association that had held but two 
not very successful sessions, during the first term of the superintendency, has 
become the common bond — uniting the interests and feelings of the best 
teachers of the county, — has been well attended, and done much toward the 
improvement of teachers, and the dissemination of proper ideas of the end 
and aim of the system 'amengst the people. Teachers have been stimulated

to efforts for improvement in science, and are beginning to feel the need of 
■pecial training. A large number of good substantial bouses have becA 
0rected, and directors give increased attention to the wants of the schools. 
The wages of teachers begin to depend on their qualifications and success, 
though not yet to the extent that is desirable. 

An efficient union graded school has been established in the borough of 
Clarion, and the schools of several other boroughs are graded, but not united. 
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The labors of another year have been performed. Steady advancement has 
marked our educational interests. 
' Examinations were attended by a larger number, and, as a general thing, by 
better qualified teachecs than any former year. They were, also, generally- 
well attended by directors and citizens. To a majority of the teachers, ths 
SKaminations had ceased to be a dread, and were engaged in as a pleasant 
•sercise for their own benefit, and the advancement of education. Alany of 
the teachers followed from district to district, manifesting the liveliest iii- 
terest in the exercises. 

Improvement of Teachers,-*— 'Ihe teachersi of the county show a marked ad- 
Tancement. A large number of them attended the Normal, or other schools;, 
.during last summer, and have shown an earnest determination to be weil 
r^ualified for teaching. By this means, and the self-culture of others, a Iarg« 
••lass of energetic and efficient teachers is being raised up, to take the place of 
those less worthy of schools. As the result, there has been a marked in>- 
.provement in the schools ; earnest, efficient, and highly successful teachers 
have been placed in a large number of the districts, including many who weot 
before considered good teachers, and gave general satisfaction. Some havs 
almost wholly revolutionized their manner of teaching. Their motto has 
been, *'no^ how much, buf how welL^^ They have taken their pupils down to 
^rst principles — imparted thoroughly a knowledge of the elements and princi- 
ples, and thus laid the foundation broad and deep for a thorough education. 
As a consequence, the schools have been more orderly and quiet, and thevs 
have been fewer complaints against teachers than in former years. 

Institutes, — Institutes have been held in parts of the county during ths 
year. Some teachers preferred conferences, in which they gave a free intex*- 
fbange of views as to their manner, and the best methods of teaching, and 
their experience in the school room. Others, whilst friendly to institutes, 
preferred, under the circumstances in which they were placed, to visit each 
other's schools, and there witness other methods of teaching. Two teachers 
:Would teach on Saturday, and the other teachers visit their schools, one ia 
ithe morning, and the other in the afternoon ; and the teacher whose school 
was visited in the morning would dismiss his school at noon, and visit tbo 
other school, with the rest of the teachers, in the afternoon. Beside theso 
riaeans, lectures were delivered by the superintendent, and prominent citizens, 
on the subject of education. 

School Houses. — Seven good houses have been erected in various parts of 
the county the present year, and preparations have been made for the erection 
of several others. 

Present J positive and future prospects of the system, — What friend of edn- 
oation, in viewing the past and . present condition of the coqimon schools.of 
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the county, does not rejoice at the favorable results 1 With an efficient super- 
intendent, earnest and faithful directors, and the accelerated ratio of improve- 
ment on the part of the teachers continued, the past augers a bright future. 
A few opposing influences there are ; but the present system, though not per- 
fect in all respects, has shown itself to be one of the best ever adopted, and emi- 
nently adapted to the county, as well as to the Keystone JState at large. It 
has served its probation, and may now justly be considered one of our fixed 
institutions. 
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The progress made in the schools of this county, during the past year, wat 
of a very encouraging and satisfactory nature. Any enterprise that is en- 
gaged in, having for its object the " public good," must produce such fruit as 
to meet the expectations of the masses, to warrant its general endorsement, 
and make it popular with them. Systems of the best kind, and enterprises 
of a most comprehensive and worthy character, have been prostrated — oftea 
ruined — by the inactivity or inability of those to whom their interests have 
been confided. A self-sacrificing policy must obtain in the ranks of the actors^ 
at least, of any great movement, to insure its complete success; and especially 
is this true with regard to the common school system of Pennsylvania. 

The directors, teachers and citizens of this county generally appreciate our 
system of education, and have labored to place Clinton, if possible, in the 
front ranks. An honest pride is demonstrating itself in improvement all over 
the county. 

Believing it to be sound policy not to introduce new things, simply be- 
eause they are nev,\ we labored to perfect, as far as possible, the improve- 
ments and suggestions of last year. Mental exercises, "object lessons," and 
''familiar science," all of which lie at the very base of a sound, practical edi>- 
eation, have received attention in almost all the schools ; nor have the more 
advanced branches been neglected. Algebra, geometry, philosophy, physiolo- 
gy, botany, and kindred studies, are taught in many. 

Directors, — Excepting in a few districts, the regular "monthly visits," by 
directors, have been made, and with marked effect upon the schools. 

Teackers, — This county can boast of a noble band of teachers. But fevr 
drones are among them. School keepers have had their day here. Our teachers 
are principally natives of the county^ or those who have resided a considera- 
ble length of time among us. Fewer foreign teachers were employed the 
past year, than in any former year under the existing system. 

Institutes and Associations, — The entire county is organized in this par- 
ticular — several districts generally uniting. The county institute has decided 
to hold but one session per year, and to consider such topics as are of general 
interest to the county. The district institutes and associations were held 
frequently, and, as heretofore, conducted on the "drill principle." The peo- 
ple turned out to these meetings en masse. Evening lectures were givea 
gretty generally. 

Examinations of Teachers, — These were held publicly, and attended by 
numbers of citizens, who had a desire to see and hear for themselves. Thie 
is certainly an encouraging sign. 

Visitation of Schools, — All the schools in the county, four excepted, were 
Yisited once i many twice, and some three times. 
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Apparatus, — A considerable amount of apparatus came into our schools, 
partly by private^ and partly by public funds. We trust the day is not far 
distant when all our schools will be furnished in this way. 

JVe«7 School Houses, — Leidy, Lamar, Wayne and Bald Eagle, built new 
mdiool houses last year. The school house at Salona is, perhaps, not excelled 
in Central Pennsylvania. In several districts,, important repairs have been 
made. 

Text 'books, — The text- books for the county have not been materially changed 
for the last three years. We regard this as being much better policy than to 
"run mad" after every book pedler that infests the country. 

County J^twspapers, — A most powerful auxiliary is the local newspaper, 
when a column or two is devoted, weekly, to the interest of the common 
schools. Our local papers have most generously thus aided the cause. 

The JSTew County of Cameron will take from Clinton the schools of Lumber 
and Grove, and, perhaps, part of those in Keating. It is with regret that w* 
part with the teachers and pupils in those districts. 

JSTormal School. — A County Normal school should be established in thi« 
county. Situated too far from the centre of the "Eighth Normal district," 
we cannot reasonably expect to build up among us a Normal school, under 
the act of May 20, 1857. A school of this kind would prove successful. 
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The general features of the school system, in our county, have not mate- 
rially chnaged since last reported. Improvements and slight modifications hav» 
been noticed in some districts, while others have kept about even pace with 
their past condition. Yet in the administration of the system, while many 
tilings, indicating progress, have been observed, no positive retrograde move- 
ments have, to my knowledge, proved successful. 

Examinations were conducted in the several districts as heretofore, and 
many of the teachers who had been devoting their time to improvement, and 
who had proved successful in the school room, had their certificates materially 
improved. Many, however, who do not think of making teaching their pro- 
fession, made little or no perceptible progress, being satisfied with their 
present acquisitions, to meet their present needs, allowing the future to take 
•are of itself. 

Visitations, — As soon as the school term commenced, my time was ex- 
clusively devoted to the visitation of schools. The shortness of the term, 
however, which compresses such an amount of labor and travel within its 
limits, prevents as much time being spent in each school as would be desira- 
ble ; and as the frequency and duration of these visits is often the measure of 
the superintendent's efficiency, with those who can see no other business for 
him to do, he cannot always satisfy the expectations of such, without possess- 
ing the powers of ubiquity. 

Summer schools^ in some places, are open for a short time, to fill out ft 
winter term, or to divide the time between summer and winter, while most 
of the summer schools are sustained by subscription. A lack of uniformity 
io these, and other particulars, even where there 'is a desire to get the full 
benefit of the schools, prevents a natural and free development of the sys- 

t€H9Q. 

Directors^ in some districts, manifest quite a laudable interest in their 
•diouJs 'y but far too many seem quite indifferent to results, and unwilling to 
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' Micrifice any time or labor, either in risiting schools, or attending to their 
•ther ofTicial duties, except in what appear to be cases of absolute necessity. 
In all those districts, in which there are efficient boards — such as employ com* 
petent teachers at a fair compensation, attend examinations, encourage their 
teachers to improve, by reading educational works, attending institutes and 
Normal schools, visit their schools, and show a disinterested love of thm 
work by their steady devotion — the eflects are quite visible; the people um 
•atisfied with the system, and with the superintendency, and all things work 

. liar moniou sly for the public benefit. 

Text-books. — In spelling and reading books, nearly every district has, either 
hy custom or by order of the board, adopted a uniform series; but in arith* 
metic, and some other branches, much yet remains to be done. The necessity 
of classification in arithmetic, however, is attracting attention more tham 

-keretofore, and the meagre black-boards, of two and three feet square, ar« 
bein^ substituted by those more suitable for class operations. 

Mental Arithmetic has also been extensively introduced during the last tw0 
years, and will soon be considered an indispensable item even in our primary 
schools. 

Inh'titvtes. — Our teachers' association convened several times during th« 
year, and our county institute was held at Millville. It was numerously 
attended by teachers and others, being the largest and most successful insti- 
tute we have held. We had the assistance of Prof. Walker, of New Colum- 
bus, and Prof. F. A. Allen, of West Chester, and a synopsis of the proceed- 
ings was published in pamphlet form for distribution. 

In n)ost other respects, our educational field is pretty much the same at 
presented in last year's report. 
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From careful observation of the educational interests of this county, during 
the past year, I am enabled to report an excellent degree of progress, and a 
■tate of public feeling which augurs well for the future. As an evidence of 
this, we may refer to the fact, that the schools, during the past year, haT# 
been much more largely, and regularly, attended than formerly ; that thm 
parents have more generally visited the schools ; that teachers have greatly 
-improved their qualifications ; and that the people have interested themselves 
in holding meetings for the diffusion of correct views, and in entertaining 
>teachers with the largest hospitality at our institutes and associations. 

Examinations. — Public examinations of teachers were held in the sev^cral 
districts during the months of October and November, when most of the maW 
teachers were examined, and such females as designed to teach in the win- 
ter schools ; and again during the months of March and April, for the femak 
teachers, who were to be employed in the summer schools. Seventy-one «»• 
mminations were held, at which the directors and people of the district weM 
generally present, and at which eight hundred and fifty-eight applicants pre- 
sented themselves. Of these, eight hundred and &ve were born in PennsyJ- 
Tania, and educated in Crawford county. County certificates were issued to 
•thirty-six; provisional certificates, good for one year, were issued to five 
hundred and seventy-five ; good for one term, to one hundred and seventy- 
■two ; and rejected as unqualified — cither on account of age, or want of literary 
•qualifications — one hundred and twenty^seven. The aggregate number of 
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-county certificates, renewed and issued, is eighty-eight. The form of ea- 
amination has been almost exclusively oral, and has proved much more con* 
elusive and satisfactory to the people, to the teachers, and to myself, thaM 
mny other. 

Teachers^ Wages and Qualifications, — The wages of teachers have been con- 

srderably reduced during the past year, on account of the signal destructioa 

ef the crops experienced, and the building of an unusual number of school 

kouses. As the cause was merely temporary, the evil will, without doubt, 

-'•be speedily remedied. It is undoubtedly a principle of sound policy, to secuM 

•ihe best ability, and pay a suitable compensation, even if the schools aM 

thereby shortened ; as the progress of a school is not measured by quantity, 

-but by quality. The majority of the teachers are between the age of eighteeM 

•and twenty-five, and are spending a part of the year in attending academics 

and Normal schools, for the special purpose of improving their qualificatioDS. 

1 have advised a system of visitation, by which each teacher may have the 

advantage of the experience of his brethren. If this could be generally praa- 

•ticed, I have no doubt that the advantage would be very great. 

Institutes, — The regular fall session of the county institute was held at 
Meadville, and a second (extra) session at Spring Corners, which were very 
largely attended by teachers, and enthusiastically supported and encouragad 
by the citizens. The spring session was held at Hartstown, and in two par- 
ticulars was probably more successful than any previous one held in the county : 
£rst, in the attendance of the people from the surrounding districts; and second, 
in the skill shown by the working teachers of the county in giving instruction, 
and in the marked ability displayed in conducting the discussions. This last 
meeting has demonstrated the fact, that an institute of the first grade can ba 
maintained, without going beyond the limits of the county for aid in conduct- 
iog it. 

Township Institutes. — In many of the districts, associations were organised 
by the united efforts of directors and teachers, which met weekly, and in 
which the elementary principles of the several branches were discussed, and 
•the methods of teaching were elaborately examined. In some cases the direc- 
tors provided in their contracts with teachers, that the schools should be kept 
open every other Saturday, provided the teachers did not wish to spend those 
days in holding a township institute; but if they did, they were to have aa 
school on Saturday. This plan has been found to be attended with admirable 
results. Its practical working was fully tested in the North and South She- 
Mango districts, where very commendable progress was made. 

Schools. — The schools in all the districts have been kept open four monthf 
during the year, though the duplicates were recalled, and the tax reduced, 
in a few instances, after the destructive frosts of June. Most of the districts 
had six months, and a few had eight and ten months' terms. The schools 
were, generally, well managed, and the people were well satisfied with the 
results. A good system of classification was observed in every school in the 
county, and a liberal supply of black-boards is in constant use. About three- 
fourths of the schools are provided with large maps of North America, and ia 
-« few others Pelton's and Mitchell's outline maps have been supplied. A few 
schools have used Johnson's Philosophical charts with much profit. History 
!Of United States, physiology, philosophy, and algebra, are taught in a lar^ 
-Bumber of schools ; and geometry, chemistry, descriptive astronomy, and the 
'rudiments of the languages, in a few of them. 1 have visited, during the 
■year, about two hundred and thirty of the schools, and the district superin- 
Itendents, in many districts, have visited their schools once a month. 

School Houses. — The work of building school houses, notwithstanding the 
depression in financial matters, has been prosecuted with the vigor of former 
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years. Many of the districts built two, and Springs built five, during the year. 
Three quarters, at least, of the school houses of Crawford, have been built 
within the last five or six years, and with few exceptions are modeled essen- 
tially from plans found in the Pennsylvania School Architecture. The furni- 
ture is well graded and conveniently arranged. The houses, for the rural 
districts, are almost universally frame buildings, painted white or brown out- 
side, and inside a light drab. Commendable zeal is manifested in selecting a 
pleasant site for the house, and in securing a half acre, or an acre lot for play 
grounds. Many of these are fenced and planted with shade trees, shrubbery 
snd flowers, and tastefully laid out in walks. In a short time the school 
houses will all be new, and a building tax no longer needed. 

Prospects. — In concluding this, my last report, I can but feel that the pros- 
pects of the schools look bright and flattering. I am confident that th« 
scholars generally feel the need of a good education, and will spare no pains 
to have it ; that the teachers arc laboring honestly and earnestly for their 
own improvement, and for the best good of their scholars; and that the people 
are deeply solicitous that their children shall grow up to be wise and vir- 
tuous, and that they may thus secure a valuable equivalent for the money 
they expend. From a caieful study of our school law I am satisfied, if th« 
people will, with one accord, labor for its full and successful operation, and 
will, with an ingenuous mind, carry out the spirit of its provisions, that no 
snactment is capable of bearing larger and better fruits. 
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The past year has been one of decided interest and devotion to the school 
system. One of the district reports has the following remarks: *' Never 
before have the directors and citizens of our place manifested so much inter- 
est in our schools, and the result is, our schools are better than at any former 
time." What is true of this district, is equally true'of all the districts in the 
county. 

School Houses, — Quite a number of new houses have been erected withia 
the past year, others remodeled and furnished with new furniture. A bad 
school house will soon be a rare thing. 

Teachers, — The number of well qualified teachers is increasing each year, 
and if sufficient encouragement were given, the clamor about bad teachers 
would soon cease. 

Salaries. — The salaries are about, or even above the average ; yet the besi 
are barely living salaries ; and far below what is usually paid for the same 
talent or attainments in other professions. 

Institute. — Our county institute is in a flourishing condition. Our teachers 
msually attend, and most of them take part in its proceedings. 

JSTormal School. — Our Normal school is well sustained, and under the pre- 
sent arrangement is doing a good work. 

Suggestions. — First. If the people really desire the common school to be 
the place where their children shall be educated, I would suggest the pro- 
priety of paying a County Superintendent a salary su^fficient to enable him 
to employ several of the best teachers in the county, to assist in holding dis- 
trict inbtitutes, or teachers' drills. This would at once enable our young and 
inexperienced teachers to ascertain the best method of teaching each branch 
required in their schools. 
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Second. The Jaying of a small additional tax, and as soon as the six months' 
of public school expire, u^ite two or three schools for a summer session of 
three or four months, and employ one of the best teachers. This would g\r% 
employment to a number of the best teachers, and would induce them to con- 
tinue in the business. Then would our summer schools be worthy of the 
name. This would dispense with those ^^ half /lands ^^ that ^^let o;»" to keep 
school in the summer, when they say they need not be examined. 
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It affords me much pleasure to say, that during the past year there has been 
no retrograde movement, but that, generally, teachers, directors and citizens 
have taken more interest in the prosperity of the schools. There has been, 
and there is still, in some instances, opposition to the spirit of improvement, 
but I trust the time may soon come when there will be none. 

Examinations, — From the 27th of August, till the 15th of October, on« 
hundred and eighty-two provisional certificates were granted. Afterwaids 
granted forty-eight, of which twenty-two were renewed. Three given by 
other superintendents were approved. Six were refused certificates, and fi?« 
withdrew during the examinations. Twelve were withheld, — the applicants 
falling below number three in orthography, reading, writing and arithmetic. 
Of the certificates withheld, three were granted on application of the directors. 
Mental arithmetic was stricken out of forty-eight, geography from two only, 
and grammar from seven. Number four was given for these branches. Of 
the number examined, fifty-nine had never been engaged in teaching. Thirty- 
four teachers hold the new county certificate, of which number fourteen were 
granted, the past year, to teachers who have from year to year, during the 
two terms of the superintendency, presented themselves for examination, 
showing the strong desire among teachers for self-improvement. 

Visitations, — The visitation of schools was commenced as soon as possibls 
after the public examinations, and continued, without intermission, until the 
closing of the schools in the rural districts. All the schools of the county, 
with two exceptions, were visited once, though to do so it was necessary, 
toward the close of the terms, to visit three a day. As heretofore, 1 en- 
deavored to make my visitations interesting and profitable. 

Improvements, — Through the influence of an active teacher, in the town of 
Halifax, the directors were induced to grade the schools; and although, for 
some time afterwards, there was considerable opposition, yet before the cIom 
of the term all were satisfied. Through the same influence the arrangement 
of the desks was changed, and black-board surface increased greatly. Ths 
next important -step is the erection of a suitable building for the schools. Im- 
provements were made in several schools of the district. In Fisherville, 
Jackson district, a very excellent frame building was erected. Great credit 
is due Dr. Nonemacher, at one time a teacher, for the interest he took in th« 
proper construction of this school house. In his determination to have it as 
near right as the amount for whijsh it was to be built would allow, he incurred 
much opposition, which must, however, soon pass away. In the adjoining 
township of Jefferson, a frame school house was built on a cheap plan. The 
directors have already seen that they would have saved money, had they 
doubled the amount, and put up at once a substantial building. Anothsr 
food brick school house was sreeted in £a8t Hanover. ^ 
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It is to be regretted that mistakes in building are made. New school houses 
are built with windows too low, and that do not lower; with desks and seats 
too hirrh, and not properly arrangred, allowing no space for classes, and 
with windows in both ends. The taxables of a district are put to the ex- 
pense of substituting new houses for the old, and, when done, there is but 
little to commend, except that the houses are new instead of old. In Derry, 
the directors, consulting the Architecture as heretofore, and adopting a good 
plan, erected another substantial brick, at a cost of eight hundred and sixty 
dollars. In Hiofhspire, Lower Swatara district, a very excellent frame was 
built, at a cost of nine hundred dollars. Plan taken from Architecture. There 
is a class room for assistant teacher. The Legislature, last winter, passed an 
act empowering the directors of Millersburg to borrow money for the purpose 
of buil«iing a good school house. In Middletown a good brick house was built 
for ihe colored children of the borough. The directors have been compelled 
to take down the large brick school house in the North ward, owing to its un- 
safe condition. They are at this time re-building. This necessary action 
shows conclusively that money can be saved by pursuing a wise course at 
first. 

The limits of Harrisburg having been extended by the city charter, a part 
of Susquehanna is included in the North ward, and a portion of Swatara in th« 
>>outh ward districts. Already the directors of the North ward have purchased 
lots, and are making arrangements to erect suitable and substantial buildings, 
that they may conveniently accommodate the large number of children thro^ym 
intf) the district. The directors of the South ward, no doubt, will make simi- 
lar arrangements. 

Voc'il Music. — An experienced teacher of music has been employed in the 
North ward since November, to give instruction in this science, in the several 
schools of the ward. This action of the directors has been very generally 
approved by the citizens. The pupils of the grammar schools in the South 
ward have received instruction, the past year, in music, given by the principal 
of the male grammar school. 

IfiHtitutes, — But one county institute was held, during the Christmas holi- 
days. It was well attended by the teachers, and by many at considerable 
sacrifice. The exercises were exceedingly interesting and profitable. Th# 
directors of many districts allowed the teachers the full time to attend. May 
we not hope that hereafter the directors of every district will show the satnt 
liberal spirit. 

With four or five exceptions, district institutes were held throughout th# 
county. Many were well conducted, and much good was accomplislied. 

Suggestions. — I would respectfully refer directors to many of the sugges- 
tions contained in my last report. 

I would recommend that at the opening of the schools in each district, th« 
secretary be required to furnish the County Superintendent with a list of the 
teachers, and the number of each school in which employed 5 also stating the 
length of the term. Schools could be visited to more advantage. 



DELAWARE COUNTY.— CflArRLES W. DEANS. 

We arc progressing in our educational appliances — slowly, it may be ; bnt 
steadly, and I trust surely. Opposition is not yet dead; neither will it ever* 
be, as long as a good sound English education, for every child in the State, 
requires the publio cofier to part with any portion of its contents. But ae 
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surely as right principles, in political economy, are certain of success, if 
]Mroperly presented to an eD lightened people, so surely will this noble schema 
of the wise and good men of our State triumph finally over all its enemies. 

School Houses. — The six school buildings, mentioned in my last report, havr 
been completed, and schools are now in operation in them. They are all 
•reditable buildings. Those in Media, Chester borough, and Rockdale, for 
graded schools, are neat and substantial structures, in every way fitted for 
their uses. Those in Newtown, Concord and Upper Chichester, for ungraded 
schools, are convenient and well furnished rooms. 

There is no more gratifying evidence of educational progress than the im- 
provement which is apparent in our school buildings and furniture. Old and 
dilapidated structures, the unsightly relics of an age gone by, are falling, and 
new and improved buildings taking their places. The furniture of the school 
room is no longer regarded as wholly unimportant 5 but receives, generally, 
due attention. To these encouraging remarks, however, there are exceptions. 
Miy mind reverts, with pain, to several hoveJs of learning, scattered here and- 
there over the fair face of our beautiful county, marring its loveliness, and 
producing, involuntarily, a feeling of pity for the children who are incarcera- 
ted in them. When shall we Jully learn the lesson, that the schoolroom 
should, above all other places^ be made a comfortable and an attractive spott 

Examinations.-^i examined, during the year, ninety-one applicants, to whom 
provisional certificates were granted ; twenty-two provisional certificates, held 
by persons engaged in teaching within the county, renewed without exami- 
nation, upon the ground of professional success. Ten county certificates 
issued. 

School examinations are becoming more frequent than heretofore, and wbeft 
properly conducted have a beneficial influence. They benefit pupils by causing 
thorough reviews. They benefit the general cause by inducing parents to 
come out and listen to the exercises. When possible, I have encouraged them 
by my attendance. 

Institutes, — Two county institutes have been held, and have been well at- 
tended by teachers and citizens. But the difficulty heretofore experienced, 
in securing the attendance of a// our teachers, at these meetings, has induced 
an efifort to hold district institutes quarterly, in difl^erent sections of the coun- 
ty, on Saturdays, and immediately after the vir^itations of the schools in the 
vicinity. I hope to see many good results from these new agencies. In my 
view it is a fault with our teachers, that they do not all feel it & professional 
Mi gat ion to attend them. 

Teachers and Teaching, — While indiflference still exists in the profession, 
we have many devoted, self sacrificing teachers, whose energy and zeal are 
worthy of the calling, in this regard our lady teachers deserve especial 
mention. As a general thing, they evince a deep interest in the work of 
teaching; are anxious to embrace every opportunity for improvement, and 
generally intend to make teaching a business for life. 

School Visttations, — 1 have pursued the plan indicated in my former re- 
port, and believe that much life and spirit has been infused into the exercises, 
mnd that great good has resulted. My time has, heretofore, been necessarily 
divided during a part of each year; and hence the schools have not always 
been visited as frequently as their interests demanded, or as often as my own 
inclinations dictated. The action of the recent tri-ennial convcntionof direc- 
tors, however, will enable me to give my whole time to the duties of the 
office, and especially to be more thorough and efficient in superintending the 
exercises of each school. 

Statistics, — The last statistical table showed a slight reduction in the 
average salaries paid to teachers. I think that our statistics, this year, will 
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•xhibit this matter fully rectified, and our average up to where it was for the 
year 1858. So far, the reports from the several districts exhibit a marked 
improvement in the average at tendance of pupils at school, over that of last 
year. 



ELK COUNTY.— C. R. EAKLEY. 

Districts, — This county comprises ten school districts, all, with one ex- 
ception, organized and in good condition. Highland elected its first school 
board last winter. The directors have levied a tax, and are erecting a school 
house, and will in all probability be supplied with a school this summer. 

Schools, — Ihe schools in this county are gradually improving. The past 
year has been one of decided progress. Of this the increase in the number 
of pupils, their regular attendance, and thorough recitations, give full evi- 
dence. We have a larger number of well qualified teachers, and our schools 
are better classified than at any previous time. In addition to the commom 
branches, algebra and geometry are taught in some of the schools. 

School Houses, — Notwithstanding the county is new and poor, and times 
are extremely hard, we have a few good school houses, and their number it 
still increasing. 

Teachers, — Of the forty-seven teachers, during the past year, nine wers 
young and teaching their first term. The remainder were of some experience, 
and four held first class certiticates. They are, with one exception, citizens 
of our own State, and a majority of them reside in the county. 

Institutes, — The county institute held three sessions during the year ; all 
well attended. The first was at St. Mary's, last July, and was without ex- 
pense to teachers, as there was no cost for tuition, and the citizens of ths 
place boarded them free. The second, last winter, met on Saturday of each 
week, at the different school houses. 

The last was at Kersey, in April, and was attended by a larger number of 
teachers than any previous meeting. This continued two weeks. All wers 
conducted after the plan of a Normal school, and have been productive of 
much good in qualifying teachers, and introducing a uniform method of in- 
struction. 

Examinations, — The population being sparse, and the schools widely sepa- 
rated, we can have but few public examinations. 

Books, — The text-books of the schools are approaching more nearly to uni- 
formity, though many districts are suffering from a lack in this respect. 

School Term, — In many of the districts the school term has been divided 
into a summer and winter term, of three months each, being an increase of 
from two to three months in the few past years. 

Directors^ Visits. — Some boards of directors have appointed one member to 
Tisit the schools once a month, but this is not generally the case. The direc- 
tor in each neighborhood is to visit the schools of the part of the district iu 
which he lives, in the most of cases. 

We want no change in the system. 



ERIE COUNTY. 
[No Report.] 
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FATEtTE COtlNTY.— 3. V. GIBBONS. 

In making out my sixth annual report for Fayette, I will present the dark 
as well as tne briglU side of the picture. There is much to cheer and animate 
the friends of popular education, and some things calculated to depress aiid 
discourage. 

Our confidence in the common school system of Pennsylvania increases aa 
time advances, and as experience is more fully developing its intrinsic value. 
Wherever faithfully administered, it is all that its friends could reasonably 
, expect or desire. Every instance of failure has been the tesult of maladminis- 
tration, and not of any radical or inherent defect in the system itself. For 
ettample, in some districts the injudicious policy is still pursued of employing 
theap teachers, (even at twelve dollars a month,) who, as long as they caai 
get employment, will make but little effort to obtain a higher qualification. 

Suspension. — The June frost exercised an injurious influence in some parts of 
our county. In eight townships (viz : Wharton, Henry Clay, Stewart, Spring- 
iield, Saltlick, Bullskin, Menallen and German) the public schools were su»^ 
pended during the year. In several of these districts, it is just to say, thert 
was a strong remonstrance to the course adopted. No doubt but that educa- 
tion has here received a retrograde motion. But when people act under th« 
influence of /'ante, their action is not generally rational or judicious. Of this 
fiftct, many of the advocates of suspension are now convinced. 

County Institutes, — Two of two days each were held during the year. 
Also thirty public examinations, at which one hundred and forty-one teachers 
were examined, to thirteen of whom the professional, and one hundred and 
twenty-eight the provisional .certificate was given. 

I lost between three and four weeks of school visitation, in conse(j[uence of 
stckness in my family. I found the schools generally in good condition. 

I alluded, in my last report, to the judicious policy adopted by the Con- 
nellsville township directors in giving liberal wages, and employing none but 
first class teachers. The entire success of the experiment, evinced in the 
superior character of their schools, is the strongest argument in favor of that 
policy. Connellsville borough is also deriving great advantage from the ex- 
ercise of a similar discrimination. Other districts and townships are alst 
selecting first class teachers, and are willing to pay good wages. 

JWi£7 School Houses, — Two have been erected in Springhill township during 
die last year; one of them is one of the best in the county, tn South Union 
and Menallen township?, new buildings have been erected — one in each; also 
two in Kedstone. 

Improving Teachers, — Many of our teachers are still prosecuting their studies 
in our academies and colleges, and thus acquiring a higher qualification. Suck 
teachers are and will be in demand. The time is rapidly approaching when 
they alone can find employment. In many townships, even now^ the appli- 
eation of poor teachers is uniformly rejected. This is precisely the great 
object contemplated by the establishment of the County Superintendency—tO 
OKciude all unqualified persons from the teacher*s profession.

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Examinations, — 1 have exaqr^ined eleveo teaehers. . At ^(ich examination, 
some of the directors were present. My examihatiotts Wire generally pretty 
thorough, especially to young and inexperienced tea/chers, of whom the nunip 
ber was very snail. Generally speaking, our teachers are well qualiHed, and 
Uave considerable experience in teaching. But one has been rejected. 

Visitations. — I was engaged in teaching, when I received my commission,^ 
and I immediately visited ahe schools in my vicinity, and thea continued 
teaching until near the close of the term.. Then 1 a^in started on a tour of 
visitation, but found nearly all the schools closed for the fall term. In my 
spring visitations, I generally passed the greater part of the day in each 
school; sometimes only half a day* An exhibition was given in March, by 
Mr. Samuel F. Rohrer, teacher of the Marienville Centre school ; parents and 
eitizens present, expressed themselves highly gratified. 

District Superintendency. — This agency has been employed in some of th« 
districts for the last three years, with good results. 

' School Houses, — There is need of improvement in school buildings ; they 
are nearly all destitute of out-houses, and other appliances necessary for comp 
fort and convenience. In rural districts few adornments are necessary in ths 
way of shrubbery, shade trees, &c., as they are generally built in beautiful, 
natural groves, with broad forests for play grounds. '1 wo or three new houses 
were built last year, and several are still wanted. At Clarington, I am glad 
to state, that a new one is proposed to be built. The house at Marienvillei 
is about the best that I know of in the county ; it is large and roomy, ana 
the desks and other furniture are arranged after a plan given in the Fennsylr 
vania School Architecture. Our courts are at present held in it. 

School Furniture. — Much complaint is made by teachers, for the want of 
black-boards. A. few schools have them, though they are very poor sampU^s. 

' institutes. — There has been none held in the county yet. Owing to the sea; 
8on not being very suitable in this thinly settled county, the roads very badj 
ieaichers few and very muoh scattered, and mostly females, I bave not intro- 
dqced them. 

Text' Books. — An effort is being made to secure a uniformity in tliis respect. 
All of the elementary branches are taught in nearly all of the schools, with 
the exception of English grarnmar, in a few of the summer schools. 

Obstacles. — A great obstacle to the progress of schools, is the system of 
paying teachers in some parts of our county; they are paid with a kind of 
promissory note or order, payable only when the taxes on certain tracts of 
land are paid into the county treasury, obliging them to wait frequently years 
for their wages, and receive it in small portions, often only a few cents at a 
time. This allows no opportunities for advancement in theif profession. 
' Public Sentiment is generally favorable to the school system in all its fe»> 
tHres, though a few individuals are opposed to the superin tendency. TtM 
majority of the people are decidedly favorable, notwithstanding the many di^ 
advantages which exist in a new and comparatively unsettled county.

School Houses, — Nine built during the year, viz : Antrim, Fannett, Greenfi

those in Quincy, which is log. They are all good houses, well calculated for 
their ases, and with one or two exeeptionfli boik on improved plana, and a|f 
UQong the best in the county. ' • . - . i 
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Qainey biiilt a fine briek hoate two stories' high, in the iamu of Qiitiic% 
with graded sehoola, which is a decided adjutage to the t^Hirny aad a ered4 
4o the directors. 

Considerable repairing and reihodelhig has also been done to some of thi 
old ones, which are now. fit for school houses. 

About one*sixth of the school hoUses of this county have been built withlh 
-the last three years ; and though now in a better condition than they haTt 
been heretofore, yet there is mu^ iraprovemeni needed. 

Schools, — There has been an increase, in three years, of eighteen ; and oT 
about one thousand three hundred and ninety in scholars, with an equal i^ 
erease in arerage attendance. This speaks well for the cause. Several of th^ 
^schools spoken of in my last report as being too large, have been divided, w 
that they are now about the ri^ht size. 

Houses, — The directors of Fannett built a very good brick house at Dry 
Bun, and graded the schools so that the one hundred scholars, spoken of in 
my last as being in one school, are now in two, with the advantage of th^ 
graded system. 

Examinations. — Examined two hundred and forty-five applicants ; granted 
4nxteen county, and two hundred and six provisional certificates ; and refusefl 
certificates to twenty-three — cause, incompetency. County certificates granted 
in three years, forty-eight. The examinations were better attended by dire» 
tors, teachers and citisens, than any preceding year. 

Visitations, — Visited every school in the county once, except one, and abool 
seventy twice. During this time 1 have delivered upwards of thirty lectuiigs 
in the evening. 

- Directors* Visits. — Direetors are becoming more interested in the sohoolgti 
and consequently visit more regularly than heretofore. 

Teachers, — A comparison of certificates with those granted three years ag% 
shows that our teachers have been making rapid progress. 

Institute. — Two meetings during the year. The annual meeting in Cham- 
bersburg, in November, and the semi-annual in Greencastle, in May. Both 
were well attended, the exercises interesting and entertaining, and each con* 
tinued three days. A teachers' drill was commenced at Waynesboro', in 
'December, but owing to the weather the attendance was small. 

The Chambersburg Times, in speaking of our institute, says: *<We wen 
highly gratified with the proceedings of this association, at its last sessioik 
It was the largest meeting thnt has been held since the formation of the insti>^ 
tute ; was composed of excellent material, and was conducted with spirit and 
ability. At every recurring session we have observed a decided improvement 
among the teachers. They are becoming imbued with the dignity of their 

trofession, and are diligently qualifying themselves for its proper discharge, 
'oo long has the education of children been confided to incompetent hands, and 
too much discredit has therefore fallen upon the profession. The aim of the a»» 
aociation is to provide against that evil, and consequently to remove this diih 
grace. And nobly is it succeeding. Any one who knows anything of the hi»> 
tory of the common schools in our county, needs but visit them now, and con^ 
■pare their present with their former condition, to satisfy himself of the rapid 
jnrogress that has been attained in the science of teaching, within the last few 
years. W^ undertake to say, that in no other class of professional men has 
«there been made anjrthing like the advance that has been made by our teach, 
ers; and we will add that there is no other class which has half their spirttl* 
I District Institutes. — ^These, as heretofore, have been organised in mostui 
the districts, and have been doing a good work.

Our county is 
very mountainous, a large portion of its soil being thin, and but sparsely set» 
tied, so that keeping the schools open the minimum time specified by law^ 
oren at salaries far too small to procure competent teachers, imposes a very. 
lieavy burden upon tax payers; and I see no remedy for this evil, except in aa 
increased appropriation or a different mode of taxation. 

Branehef taught. — The branches required by law, are taught in about onii 
half of the schools, and in addition, algebra, natural philosophy and bool^ 
keeping are found in a few ; but in the remaining half, English grammar an! 
geography have not been introduced.

Only two of their schoolr, this last winter, were very good, notwithstanding^ 
theSr houses are better furnished than any others in the county. 
-< Perry township had one good school during the past winter ; the others wem 
dldly medium, and some not that. The people of this district never caa hav« 
good schools until they build better houses, and take more interest in their 
iobools. 

,'. ,The directors of Mt. Morris take great paias in aeleeting a teacher, pay! 
good wages, and had a good school. 

-* Dunkard' township had three good schools ; the rest were medium, except 
HHe; that 1VSS very poor. 

- - There was nothing of interest connected with the other townships during 
Ae past year. Their directors did not take as much interest in Visiting their 
fshools as they might, though it is due them to say, they merit a better !r«r. 
port, for this year^ than was made of them last year. 

'.. I. held. some seven or eight teachers' institutes, during the fall and winter 
for the benefit of teachers. They were, all but one, well attended. Judging 
from the interest manifested by both teachers and people, they were of great 
MTvice. I lectured nearly every week, once or twice, of evenings, while pe»> 
iDormittg my school visitations. These were largely attended, and very fr^ 
^uently the schools I visited were crowded with spectators, eagej? to hear th# 
performances of the children and the lectures given them. The increasing inp 
terest manifested by the teachers and people of this county augurs favorably 
for the future. 

Examinations. — My examinations were well attended. Very few requested 
private examinations, and those who did were not gratified. 

The teachers of different townships organixed institutes and kept them up

a parsimenious policy, both ill-timed and ill-placed, visited our schools withia 
seasoQ of dearth ; in some districts causing schools,, which wererin a health]^ 
eondition, t6 languish for want of competent instructors — the wages b^ing s(f 
low that qualified teachers could not. in some of the districts, pe obtained. 
The return, however, of greater prosperity will, we trust, remove this eviL 
t J^ormal Schools^ fyc, — For the past two years we have ha4 a Normal school 
in successful operation, under the care of Profs. . Westlake and. Corn well, with 
ft full corps of able assistants, which has done much in the way of providing 

iualified teachers. Several of our academies have also establish^g Norinal 
apartments; so that training, with special reference to ieachingy is npw 
within the reach of all who have ability and inclination to avail then)sel|Vps o( 
such instruction. A vigorous county association, semi-annually, is'now sus^ 
tained, and district institutes almost innumerable. All these appliances com- 
bined, have so completely changed the face of common school matters here, 
that teaching and qualifications are so far superior Xo what they were six years 
ago, that what was then .quite passable would not be tolerated now. In short, 
those who generally had charge of schools then could not- noW obtain cer- 
tificates even of the lowest grade. 

' Certificates. — During the past three years we have issued professional cer- 
tificates with great caution ; whole number, fifty-fouV. .Of these, two have^' 
been hnnulled \ the holders of four have died ; five have given Up teaching for 
dther pursuits, and nine have gone to other States, so that there are only 
tfiitty-four county certificates now amongst the teachers .of Indiana, or about 
<lbe to every eight and a half teachers. 

•' Within the year we have issued two hnndred and seventy provisional cer- 
tificates of different grades, and in the past three years seven hundred and- 
nine^ total issue of both kinds in three years, seven hundred and sixty^threei 
Whole number examined in the same time, eight hundred and fifty-one. 
'^' Houses, — Building during the year was almost entirely suspended, on ae^ 
edunt of hard times. Many good houses have, however, been built within the 
JHist three years, it is due, however, to the borough of Indiana to say, that 
within the past year a fine onion school building (brick) has been evected, and 
ft now nearly completed, which,' when furhitured as contemplated, Will make 
it a first cla^s union school house — an ornament to the tpwn and county. 
' Ea:amintitions}[itise been more numerously attended, both by applicants stnd 
irpectators, than during any preceding year. Upon these occasions we; uni* 
formly address those present on the various topics connected with the prOjper. 
management bf our common schools, the benefits to be derived from a full 
development of the system, and such features of the law aa we have reason to 
Mppofie are misunderstood. • - • 

Visitation, — in our visitation, last winter, we held, in several dittriets, a 
fWo or three' days' institute or teachers' drill. These were largely attended, 
and, we have reason to believe, were beneficial. 

In the mode of visitation we are governed by the suggestions of Sopetin- 
teiident Hickok in the note books. "We hear as ftiany classes Recite as possi- 
ble in each school we visit; ask the classes such questions as we may think 
necessary, and make a short address, adapting ourself as much as possible, in 
our remarks, to the wants of those we are addressing. Special suggestions 
lo the teacher are made in private. Owing to the fact, that over two hundred 
schools are to be visited in four months, and that, too, in the most inclement 
season of the year, pur yisite ase shorter than we oouki wish, jbut as we aim 
to get over the territory, and treat all alike, we cannot help it. 
': . ^pporart^^.— ^The most serioas.hiBderance,.to very general fijati^factien, with 
jffir commpn schools, is the want of suitable appa^atuat^,i^\^tI|i^!J|eve^^ 0$ 
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the Immcbes tanghjt. ir we kad sni^ble fnrnitiire, ufipt, ehin% glbbes, icti] 
hi. our school rooniiy not one in twenty conld find fault with a large mfljority 
df our Bchoolii, at the close of any giirefi seksion. Even with many poor hon set, 
i|o anitable furnitare, and an ntter want of apparatus, good schools in out 
tannty is the general rule, and fiaildres the exception. 

, Standard. — Our standard of qualifications we now set pretty high, and Imym 
lieen gradually raidng it from year to year ; having now so many normal 
fiuulities within our county, we think teachers have no excuse for bringinj^ 
into the service poor qualifications, and we are determined not to issue ce> 
tificates, unless the average of qualification upon the branches is good ; and 
^t even then,. unless the applicants, where they have had some experience, 
have been successful. 



JEFFEKSON COUNTY.— SAMUEL M'ELHOSE. 

. No new developments, in the operations of the school system, have taken 
fllace in this county since my last report. Although the past year was ode 
6tf partieul&r trial in this section of the State, yet we have the gratification df 
reporting that all of the districts, except one, had regular, full terms of schooL 
'fjke desolating froata of June destroyed the fail crop, and laid waste tfai 
meadows generally. The fruit was frozen and destroyed. Notwithstanding 
this fact, the schools, in general, made fully as much progress and improve- 
ment as in any preceding year | while, in several townships, their success y^ae 
oanch greater than heretofore. 

InsiiitUes, — I held a session of a << school for teachers" in the fall of 1859, 
and a session of one week of the Jefierson County teachers' institute. These 
were well attended. 

JDirtciars. — The directors, in every township, gave the schools more or l^v 
#Uention, and a few boards of directors gave their schools strict attention. 
Ajiiongift these 1 would mention those of Ainggold, M'Calmont and Porter 
dUtricts. 

LisiriU •disociaiiims. — Perry and Kinggoid townships kept up efiicient 
aeaociations, and in point of educational life among the teachers, pupils and 
people, ttinggoid stands at the head of the list in the coi)nty. 

risitaiion, — ^I visited the summer and winter schools of the county, e» 
emined the classes^ and made a short address to the pupils of nearly every 
achool. I was accompanied by directors, and other citizens, more than 
formeJrly* 

. H<nu€$,^^ln consequence of the destruction of crops, no school bouses woiae 
erected in the year. 

TeacAfTi. — The teachers, with a few exceptions, avail themselves of all thfS 
ikeans within their reach for self-improvement, and are making decided ae* 
fuisitioas in their qualifications for the duties of their profession. 



JUNIATA CODNTY.— WM. M. BURCHFIELD. 

Nearly five years have passed away since I was appointed to the ofiUce of 
4fonnty Superintendent. By some we have been encouraged, by others dit^ 
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eonraged. Some who professed friendship at first have passed into the ntiii^ 
ber of the enemies of the office which I have had the honor so long to hold; 
while many, very many, who at £rst were its bitter opposers, now rank among 
its firm supporters. At the first election of Connty Superintendent, th« 
falary was fixed at two hundred dollars. Nearly two years afterwards it was 
iticreased to four hundred dollars. At the second election it was increased to 
fire hundred dollars, which was the amount fixed upon at the last election. 

Exaniinations, — To ascertain whether our teachers have improved or not; 
we have only to compare them, as they now are, with what they were fiv« 
years ago. It is true some have not improved, but most of these have passed 
from the ranks. But many who then were very inferior scholars, now rank 
high in point of qualification and skill in teaching. Some now hold profet: 
aional certificates, who then could only receive the temporary, with many of 
the branches marked thru, I have endeavored to be very careful in granting 
permanent certificates, believing that they should, not b^ given unless fully 
merited. During the five years past, I have given only fifteen. 

Institutes. — Township institutes are still held in many of the districla. 
These are an efficient agent in the school cause. They stir up teachers ; they 
■xe a channel through which the experience of the old may be conveyed to 
those who are still young and less experienced ; they eradicate prejudice front 
the minds of those who attend them i they awaken a spirit of inquiry among 
teachers and others, — in a word, they are a powerful agent for good when 
properly conducted. Their influence was manifested at a county institute 
which we held in Ferrysville in December last. Teachers who had enjoyed 
the benefits of these meetings were much more ready and active workers than 
those who had not. They took part freely in the discussions, and did it witll 
credit to themselves as teachers and as scholars. Until near the close of th» 
iastitute, the exercises were conducted exclusively by common school teachenr; 
and I think that all intelligent persona, who attended, will agree that those 
ezerci8e&--partly in class an4 partly in. lectures and discussions-— were full of 
interest. This was the most interesting institute ever held in this county. 
Not only was there a large attendance on the part of teachers, but what is of 
more importance, a most decided improvement was manifested. On the laat 
day of the institute, Mr. J. H. Shoemaker, principal of the Tuscarora acadenij, 
visited us, and labored faithfully and efficiently until the close of the id^ 
•titute. 

School Houses. — Four new school houses have been bnilt during the yeaiL^ 
Two of these are worthy of the school cause, and plainly indicate the rapid 
advancement of the system in public confidence. Perhaps there is no plainet 
indication of the popular mind, relative to free schools, than this ; — good housef 

(riving evidence of confidence— bad ones the reverse. Juniata is advancing^ 
or all our new school buildings are an improvement — many of them a moat 
decided improvement, over those of days past. The boroughs of Perrysvilli 
and Patterson now have the best school buildings in the county. These wen 
both built within the past year, each at a cost of probably three thousand 
dqllars. 

The Bible. — If the advice of one so humble as I be worth any thing, let tb^ 
Bible be read in our common schools. With it in the hands of the younr, wie 
have high and bright anticipations of the prosperty and happiness of our 
beloved country i without it, infidelity, with its consequent evils, must extend 
its blighting influence. Let the precepts of the Bible govern, and its promise^ 
tomfort the rising generajtion, if the freedom and the peace we enjoy be thought 
worthy of being transmitted to posterity. 
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LANCASTER COUNTY.— DAVID EVANS. 

/There is reason to feel satisfied with the work of thie year, and to give as- 
tdrance that a steady and sure progress is made in the establi skiing of good

General Remarks, — The above facts were collected with great care, an(^ 
tbey are believed to. be correct. It is found, on comparison with former 
irtatistics, that a great difference in the numbers on some points exists. Tbm 
Variation uniformly shows a substantial and healthy progress in the schools. 

In the number of school houses fenced and planted, are included those that 
liave their grounds fenced and not planted, and also those that are planted and 
hot fenced. The number of each is nearly the stmie. In the number of school* 
that have maps, are included all that have any kind,— ^from one, up to Pelt'on'p 
full set. It was not deemed necessary to specify the number and kind in each 
•chool. . Many have a full set of outline maps, and even whole districts hav* 
possessed themselves of this useful article of school apparatus. 

Examinations, — Examinations were. held in every district in the. county,' 
fsicept a few independent districts, whose applicants were invited to presenl 
tiiemselves for examination at some other place Arrangements were usually 
made to have but one examination a day. But in a few districts, where, from 
)he nearness of the places to each other, and from the fewn^ss'of candidate9| 
iwo were held the same day. This course );)r6ved unsatisfactory, arid it will 
not be again pursued. During the last year ^ve hundred and fifty applican|i 
were examined. Quite a number were refused certificates.' It is a source of 
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plMiQTe'to nierto the ihtcreetHik^n in tbes6.ezftiirtiwti)tot,\ui' almost e^tiy 
part of the eouDty. There were present at some not leee than tw^ bandrel 
parenta-and eitiiene. Whea the class was not too large, and it was deemed 
■eceesary, m short address was made, to show the intention of the school la w^ 
a&d what further it is desired to do. The regular examinations extended o?eB 
m fieriod of seven weeks. ^ 

- Viniatiana commenced in* the middle of September, and Continued, without 
being interrupted more than two weeks, until the middle. of April. Ail \\m 
aehools were visited during this time, except the two in Washington borough^ 
where they closed two weeks before the time determined .on at the openings 
Bad it not been for this, all could have been visited. After the regular visi> 
lations, I made a second visit t^ the schools of Salisbury township. .1 

t Four schools were visited in a day. From one and a half to two hourt 
were generally spent in each, or so hiuch time ns enabled me to see the method 
ef the teacher in imparting instruction, and otherwise satisfy myself of that 
condition of the school. A common opinion prevails that this time is toot 
tfsort, to arrive at any accurate estimate of the state of a school* But, thip 
0ttoi arises from a wrong impression which many persons have of the pb)ec| 
0t a superintiendent's visit. True, if it is his duty to make himself thoroughly 
informed of the attainments of the pupils in detail, then there is plausihisii 
gtound for auch an impression. But so far as he has to do with the te^cher^ 
«a soon as he IS satined with the nature of his discipline, and of his atten-* 
lion to his pupils, his object is effected. Yet whenever anything wrong wat 
seen, it was always pointed out, and ways of correction suggested. Questiona 
were also given to classes, especially when there was suspicion that preparan 
laon of particular lessons was made for my visit. Not unfrequently scholara 
dight years old were met who could parse ordinary sentences, and solve, unr 
dtrstandingly, fair questions in Aiental arithmetic. 

V Educoiional .Vee/ing^.— Upwards of forty meetings were held, while visi^ 
iing in the different parts of thQ county. Great interest was manifested pa 
these occasions, and whea: notice was given in time, a good attendance was 
always procured* la those districts where the system is not yet rightly rooted 
in the affections of the people, the largest number of persons was frequently 
iBsembled, evincing, by their presence, that prejudice is not the ground o( 
appo6itiQn,-t-so much as a want of information of the designs of the systenw 
Teachers, and others interested in the cause, sometimes assisted in speaking, 
la Bart township meetings were held, in which all were invited to participate* 
tlubjeets on teaching and learning were freely discussed. . .These meetings worn 
krgely attended and resulted in great good. I would recommend this pkn of 
procedure to the favorable consideration of the other districts.. , 

I InaiiiuieSp-^Qtie county institute, of one week's duration^ was held at L#ih 
eiater during, the Christ nuui holidays. Two hundred and fifty teacher/s. at- 
tended. :Tbe exeroiitcs were class drills in the morning, Lectures in the after; 
noon, and the readings of essays and discussions on subjects of a p.ractioat 
nature in the evening. We had as lecturers Profs. Wickersham, Porter and 
Brooks, Dr. Burrowes and Calvin Cutter, M. D. In consequence of the rapid 
progress of the schools, and in viewof their prospective wants, it was deemed 
desirable to have lectures on some of the natural sciences, on moral instrue* 
tion, and on physiology, io adttition. to those which for^ned the programme at 
former institutes. 

. Local Ih»ii(^t0. — Thf( imfnber.^ regularly orgajiised.distnct instituteii is 
■fneteen, — two, often three, townships combining a^d meeting: at alternaDi 
placea. By theae combinations thirty or more districts enjoy the benefits >q^ 
lli^se orgaaizations. Their influence upon the schoois is ftlway.s, marked aiu) 
tyiJIy- noticeable, • . ,; 
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\ MffmuH $cAa0/.~Fba Normal tebool at MiDertrille is latraMingin fxnh^ 
Some of ofir beat teachera haTe had a coarse of sindy therei. Heretofore n 
ffoper knowledge of teoehing eould only be acqaired by long ezperianoe. Nmh 
dM obeervanl teacher can get the theory in spoken lectures, and the art in thu 
model school attached to the institntion, in a few sessions. Four hondvaA 
almfents have heen attending at this school during the last year — a largjea 
Mtttber than has been in attendance, ditring the same time, since it was «^ 
laUished. The standard of acholarship is raised since it has become a Stats 
iftstitution ; the discipline is thorough and exact, and the yield of fruit promiaoi 
10 be a hundred fold. 

' TVocAsr^.-^A decided improvement in the qualifications c^ the teachera is 
ttoticeable. From the great number of nppli^nts for schools in the countyy 
the director always have great ran^e in the selection. Of this pririleoi 
asost avail themselves, except a few districts where they are inclined to w 
kere to the good xM id<^, and appoint particular favorites, whose chief reoon^ 
anendations are the promptings of sympathy or standing acquaintance. Bgt 
the number of this class is becoming less every year. No apprehension iieeA 
be felt that men of talent will not make teaching a profession. > 

Directars.^^'The attention of the directors to the visiting of the schools it 
ttot generally performed as it should be. Where the directers are efficient^ 
and give a proper portion of their time to this duty, the efiect is very percep«( 
tible. in Paradise the visits were made by one of the directors appointed fos 
this purpose, who had been a teacher, and who understood the moikis optranS 
in the school room. The result has been most salutary. From a YnedtuBS 
condition, the schools have attained the front rank. Should a competent pea* 
aon be employed in every township to accompany the superintendent and tahv 
notes of their failings, and afterward attend to the application of the proper 
remedies, a most valuable aid to the schools would be instituted. I wookA 
refer this subject to the consideration of the Department. The directors' 
generally traveled with me in my visitations. 

Public fifenf men/.— •There is no open opposition to the schools at preaenl^ 
Occasional symptoms of re-action manifest themselves, arising more from local 
causes than from any settled hostility to the system, it can safely be aaid, 
Ihat we are surely gaining ground. The most friendly feelings were exhibited 
towards the superintendent in the performance of his official duties. Dires* 
Wra, teachers and patrons were willing to co-operate. 

Without detailing particularly the townships that fulfilled every expeet%i 
lion, it is but just to say that Conoy, Mt. Joy, Clay, Bast Cocalico, Martin 
•nd Providence townships, which were hitherto in the back ground, shoia 
signs of rapid improvement $ while West Donegal, the upper half a[ jRaphO| 
Fenn, Brecknock, Cernarvon, Goterain, Eden and Elizabeth are not yet aroused 
to any active efforts. Here the salary is too low, and the school term tM 
■hort, to secure the services of competent teachers. Time must bring tm 
tfemedy.

' Prof^ftMi — ^The short icnn of achool, and redaction of teachers' wages in 
Ais county, during the past year, must not be regarded aa a retrograde mo?%» 
^onent of public interest in the cause of general education. NotwithsundiM 
the fery severe depression of monetary affairs consequent on the iune frost% 
all the schools, except those of Little Beaver, have been kept open on an avenigo 
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^fisboitc five ihontht^ and lfae|[oneml inferesmmoireMed indieif bmjscmm, om 
dbe pert of director and teachers, has heen muoh greater tJian was aalieir 
n^ed. The school law is more popular, and the common. schools staii4 
higher, at present, in the public estimittien, than in any former part of o«r 
Jiistory. 

- Eeports of the general condition of the schools hare heretofore been mad% 
and it is not the intention, nor is it deemed necessary, to extend this* Let il 
toffice to say, that the schools of this oounty are in a good condition. Tiie 
friends of the present school law have no reason to be ashamed of what hae 
Wen done, for the improvement of the schools, during the last six years* 

Extminaiiana, — The public examinations have been well attended, and tw* 
4randred and thirty«two provisional, and two permanent certificates gninted» 
Thirty-three permanent certificates have been granted during the six years of 
flsy official term. 

* Efforts. — The schools have been visited as usual. Teachers' district aseor 
jfluiions were held in nearly all the dtstriots of the county. A very success- 
fal school of five months, attended by about forty teasehers, was taught, last 
Mimmer, in Wayne district, by Mr. J. H. Miller ; and. a very interestiag and 
-well attended five days' county institute was held in East New Castle. Such 
have been the means of introduciDg a uniform system of teaching, and greaH 
jnprovement into almost every school of the county. 

.' A deep interest, and the very best feeling prevailed at the tri-ennial oonvei^ 
turn of directors. One hundred and eight directors, of one hundred and twei»- 
ty in th6 county, were in attendance. The convention chose Mr. S. Morrfr- 
eon, whose literary qualifications atid experience as a teacher justly entitle 
Wra to public confidence.

My lamented predecessor, Franklin Phillips, died in August, and 1 
eortimissioned the same month. 

T4acher$^ Examinations. — I tried both the written and the oral methoda, 
:bot 1 was most successful in examiiung by combining both^ having, at leaati 
seven-eighths of all the questions, answers and explanations given oraliy. 
.Upon seveval occasions the Zoom Was crowded, and a good aitendoiiice was 
had generally ; and at every examination some of the citizens, and a majority;} 
if not all the directors, weie present. 

I examined two hundred applicants; fifteen were rejected \ to-about thirtj, 
flonsiderably better qualified than the. fifteen who were set aside, ceTiificatep 
were gninted, upon prontisiog to improve, and expressing a doMre to malqi 
teaching a business. There being about fifty more applicants tbiin wehaw 
.schools, it sometimes happens that directors, very improperly, do not regard 
.tbe certificate. For the. future, therefore, as many of the poorly, qsalified m 
.can be spared, will be dispensed with, and thus those who would othjerwise 
4iold poor certificates 'Cannot be prefef^ed to those who hold good ones^ . . 
« Vi^iiations. — J commenced visiting in. September, and visited ^\ (oneh^m- 
4red and sixty-two) in time to pay a second visit to. all thone tt»at, had beam 
visited as early as September. These visits have universally had a lendeacj 
.to encourage both teacher aiMl pupils, to atin^ulate directors, and parents te 
i|preater exertion, and to rectily and ile|»ro.ve defective methods either ia tea^sb- 
img the difierent branchlps» or in the government of the school*

Saring the paec year; only- two (\^ Swatara dietrict) have been buift on aa 
Improved plan. One of these it located in Monroe Talley. Its dimennov 
lire thirty by tbirtyrfire feet ; it hat fine aisles, desks on an iartproved pUuqy 
black-board sixteen feet long, and one-fourth acre of play ground : entire cos^ 
iix hundred and: seventy dollars. The citizens have been circulating a onb* 
i»ription to have a steeple and bell placed upon their school honse ; all of 
which, when completed, will be an arnament to the neighborhood, and speak 
weU for the district. 

School Fumiiure, — There is still a sad deficiency in the schools ; true, all 
liave black-boards, but roost of them are too small. The schools of Lebanon 
and North Lebanon are well famished, those of the latter being the best sap^ 
plied with school apparatus of any in the county ; along with maps, globe^ 
charts, black-boards, clocks, &c., which are common to all their schools. Tkt 
Urst male school is in possession of a fine cabinet of minerals, having been $o^ 
iected through the influence of the teacher, Mr. Glatfelter, and the directois 
liave likewise contributed liberally toward the making up of this cabinet. la 
East Hanover distriot, Pelton*s outline maps, and Webb's cards, have been 
introduced, and in quite a number <rf other districts either Pelton'a or 
liitcheirs maps are in use. 

Institutes, — Our county institute was held in January, and was highly aii» 
isessful, only twenty of oar one hundred and sixty-two teachers being abseiiV 
it surpassed in interest, practicalness, and real worth to the teacher, any 
heretofore held in this county. 

^ District Associations were in operation in nearly every township, bftt 
several, on account of lacking a few leading spirits, failed before the term e» 
pired. 

Directors do not, in every district, visit the schools as required by law. la 
quite a number they take pleasure in attending to this duty ; and in all di^ 
tricts the schools are visited, but in a majority not monthly. 

I am sorry that the practice of parents ^siting the schools is not generaL 
I have found that where parents do visit the schools, the teachers have been 
4tistra mental, to a very great extent, in effecting this happy result. Some of 
the leading teachers in Cornwall district keep registers in their schools, in 
which superintendent, directors, parents and friends are requested to writs 
name and date,' whenever a risit is made. In a few cases one hundred visit* 
had been recorded during the term. 

< County Superintendency, — This office is slowly gaining in popularity in tUta 
•county, as in others, where its nature is being more properly understood, and 
its duties rightly exercised. It has its warm friends and its warm enemie% 
mnd five years ago the name of the latter was <^ legion.'* The opposition 
eomes from three distinct classes of individuals. The first, — comparatively 
tmall — those who contend that in educating our children we are only giving 
^them the requisite qualifications to commit crime, and who are opposed to all 
innovations. The second class is composed of persons who are, as a general 
thing, intelligent, but have paid very little attention to our common schooic 
This fact accounts for the position they hold ; and as they become more aei» 
qnainted with school matters they become friends of the ofilce. The other 
ekss, — by far the smallest, and the roost difficalt to contend with — is made ujf 
<of such as would support the County Superintendency to a man, because thej 
lure convinced of its utility, were it not for the ioitsry appendage, 
^ State Kormat School. — It is with just pride that we refer to the State No9* 
Bial school of this district, located at Millersville, Lancaster county. It ww 
doing a good work before its reooffnition as a State Normal school, and maj 
4ve not now feel extremely hppefai in regard ta iu reanlte \ 
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LEHIGH COUNTY— H. H. SCHWARTZ. 

Improvements, — Six new school buildings have been erected : — one in tbe 
borough of Catasauqua, a fine three story erection, containing four large and 
well furnished school rooms, and a hall, well adapted for school exhibitiomi 
and concerts, at an expense of $7,725 ; one in North Whitehall at an expensi 
of $525; one in Lower Macungie for*|500; two in Lynn, one for $600, tb« 
other $340; and one in Washington for $l<25. The directors of this town- 
ihip have also bought a church for $375, and converted it into a school hoaseu 
During my term of oflfice $28,405 have been appropriated to the erection of 
twenty-four new school houses ; and about $2,000 to repairing and refurnish: 
infold ones. 

'' institutes, — The county institute met once. The attendance was flatteringpi 
for not only were a goodly number of teachers present, but many director! 
and other friends of the good cause. All manifested a deep interest in itt 
proceedings. 

. In Upper Macungie, Lynn, Weisenbnrg, Hanover^ South Whitehall, Upper 
Milford and Salisbury townships, associations were organized. Sorr>e wera 
Tery useful and instructive ; others not so much so, and others entire failnrefl. 

Examinations and Teachers. — I held fifteen public examinations, at which 
two hundred and thirty-five applicants were examined. I also examined 8i» 
teen or seventeen privately, at the request of directors. The public examint^ 
tions were more numerously attended by teachers, and the people of the difl^ 
tricts, than in the former year. As formerly, 1 conducted themi)rally, except 
at Allentown, where the written and oral methods were combined. Tha 
teachers have improved, both in scholarship and manner of imparting instrua» 
tion, since my last report. 

Catasauqua may be said to fake the lead. Schools well graded ; school 
houses superior to all others, and teachers competent and zealous, and tba 
directors, of course, entitled to a large share of the praise. 

Allentown schools are also graded, yet not so well. Many of its primary 
achools are too crowded. The buildings, though not poor, yet all, save one^ 
Inferior; and the furniture of some of its primary schools does not speak very 
eloquently of the intelligence and humanity of the directors of one of tfait 
most flourishing" towns in the State. 

jEast ^llentoton, — This district is small and should be united with Allen- 
town, as it is part of the borough. Its schools have much improved; its 
board are energeti6 and bnxious to employ the proper kind of teachers. 

JS/orth Whitehall has the largest number of sdiolars, whose scholarship ii 
ftaperior to that of any rural district in the county. The teacher's salary^ 
however, depends too much upon the size of the school ; the small achools ata 
generally filled with ordinary teachers. 

Upper Macungie has efficient directors, and their schools have been filled 
with able teachers, who, in accordance with (he wish of the board, organized, 
last fall, a teachers' association, and met regularly every two weeks. All that 
It yet wants is a few new school houses. 

Hanover has large and well furnished school buildings, and very active 
iliractors. This is the only district whose schools were monthly visited by a 
district superintendent. They have made commendable progress. 

South Whitehall schools have rapidly improved. The directors have faith- 
Ailly discharged their duties. Some of the houses are excellent, but othe/t 
afaould be replaced by better ones. 

Sidishur^, — Only three of the schools have improved ; the other ten remaia 
in ttatu jifo. Salaries too low, and iereral now baildings neceasary. 
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JJpp^ Saucon had, during the first two years, an active board, and, except 
in a few instances, excellent schools. But in the kst year, the salary and 
term were reduced, and its ablest teachers left. The schools are no better 
Ihan they were three year«i ago. 

Lower Macungte shows some progress in scholarship and classification. Ito 
directors have never been derelict, but in some parts the people often interfeit 
with the teachers, when they pursue the wise course recommended by the dW 
rectors. About one-half of its school houses are good. 

Upper and Lower Milford. — The majority of the schools are slightly in ad-; 
vance of those in Lower Macungie. Their directors have always been zealous* 
Houses are all large and substantial. 

MiUeretown borough has one school, but enough of scholars for two. h 
has been well conducted. 

Lowhiil is decidedly unfriendly to the school system. Its schools have not 
made much, if any, progress. Its houses harmonize with the schools. TIks 
directors have always been willing to employ unqualified teachers. 

Heidelberg and Washington are also anti-school in sentiment. Someof tha 
sdkools have made progress \ but most of the others have not. 
. Weistnberg and Lynn are also against the present system. The school dW 
rectors have, however, not wholly yielded to the wishes of the people, bo) 
looked to the best interest of the schools in the selection of their teachers. Tba 
ichool houses in the former are all of the proper kind, but badly located. Li 
the latter a few are number one, but the remainder either old and dilapidated, 
or too small. 



LUZERNE COUNTY.— J. L. RICHARDSON. 

During the past year the public school system has made commendable pro- 
gress in Luzerne county. Several items indicate ipaprovements exceectiif 
those of any preceding year. 

School Mounts, — New school houses have been erected the past year, in tlie 
following districts, viz: Nescopeck, one; Salem, two; Black Creek, on»j 
Hazleton, one; Slocum, two ; Greenfield, one ; Scott, one; Jenkins, one; 
Scranton, three ; West Pittstun, one ; Kingston borough, one; Abington, five; 
Wilkcsbarre township, one ; Lackawanna, one; Blakeley, one ; Newton, one; 
£xeter, one ; East Pittston, one ; Fairmount, one ; Carbondaie townshipi 
one-r-total, 28. 

The above houses are nearly all completed, a few being in process of erection. 
Good fe^chool houses arc among the most important requisites of good schooJjBi 
and it is hoped that the day is not far distant, when every district in ^bm 
county will have buildings worthy the objects for which they are designed.' 

Ttachtrs. — '^ As is the teacher, so is the school." The selection of teaob- 
ers is an important duty. A choice of such as are well qualified and adapted 
to the work of instruction, will prove a blessing far reaching in itd efiecta 
upon society. The teachers of Luzerne, as a body, are not excelled by thOM 
ot any other portion of the State. They have heretofore worked harmoXki- 
ously togeiher, with a zeal and determination worthy the cause in which 
they .were engaged. They have greatly improved in all the essential chaiaa- 
teristics of success. 

Influence of Parents, — Important as good school bouses and teachers ^:jt% 
jret tiiey do not constitute all that is needful to siyccess. Parents ought t« 
co-operate, with their teachurS| and mu^t do 90| if their chi^ren are to receive 
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Xhfi full benefit which the schools are designed to give. The relation which 
pilrents sustain to teachers, as the guardians and instructors of their children, 
should certainly secure the most hearty and cheerful co-operation, in all that 
pertains to their educational improvement, it is primarily the duty of pa* 
rents to encourage their children in their studies, t6 see that they are punctual 
ajQjd regular in their attendance at school, and to teach them to obey the rules 
and requirements of their teachers. In a word, all parties, — parents, teachers, 
directors, pupils and superintendents, — should work harmoniously together, 
imh a high standard of excellence in riew. Then our schools would all be- 
eg^e what they ought to be. Such co-operation has prerailed, to a good- 
degree, in this county, and the results have been apparent. 

Vniformity of Text- Books. — While the larger number of our districts have 
adopted a uniform series of text-books, yet this is by no means general. In a 
few districts, there is yet great inconvenience for the want of the application 
ci this salutary provision of the law. Teachers are sometimes wholly una- 
ble to classify and arrange their schools, so as to secure even a moderate im- 
provement of their pupils. This evil is, however, becoming less every year. 

General Remarks, — My connection with the County Super in tendency has 
bejieh nearly of five years continuance. Errors may have been committed, 
ai|fl mistakes made, yet it has been my constant aim to elevate and improice 
ifae public schools of Luzerne. It has afiforded constant pleasure to witneaa 
the substantial improvements which have been made. The following extract 
is from an address published by a committee of teachers appointed by the 
county institute : *' The present condition of the public schools of the county. 
In the agigregate, compared with that of five years ago, is indicative of marked 
progress, and adapted to encourage and stimulate the friends of a right educa- 
tion to continued and quickened efforts for their further improvement. We 
dit^bt'if any other county of the State has witnessed greater or more general 
advancement in its teachers and schools, than Luzerne. The writer's obser- 
vations of educational matters in this county, extend over the last four years ; 
and we have no hesitation in saying, that in the character and qualifications 
of teachers, and the improved methods of instruction now becoming common, 
thi^re is a vast change for the better. There is an increasing number of good 
fidiool houses, and several that do great credit to the intelligence and earnest- 
ness of the people who have reared them. The increase of teachers' wages 
is a sure indication of the improvement of the schools, since it implies better 
average qualifications and a truer appreciation of their work* The grading 
of schools, and the large increase of appropriations to sustain them, furnish 
additional proof of progress. In most parts of the county, there is a growing 
public sentiment that appreciates and demands a higher style of teaching than 
w^ generally tolerated ^ve years ago." 

The above is a fair representation of the educational progress of the county 
for the past five years; and during the last year the improvements have at 
least equalled those of any preceding year, since the adoption of the County 
Superintendeney. 
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Review. — My term of office having closed, it becomes my duty to report the 
condition and progress of the schools the past three years, and their present 
and future prospects. 

Our common schools have been steadily advancing. In some remote locali* 
tkn^ at my firsst visit, I coold ssarcely find a scholar that could read. Some 
5 - 
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of these now compare favorably with those in older settled and better 1 
.proved parts ; indeed, there appears to be greater anxiety and energy in 
former, than in the latter places. 

There appears to be Dot only a general increase in the attendance of schoT 
which must increase with that of the population, but a much better aver ^ 
attendance during the past, than any of the preceding years. Two or thi^ 
districts are exceptions ; but the falling off is easy to be accounted for. T| 
directors havinff been unfortunate in their selections, the teachers were una|] 
to render satisUction. Such cases, however, were mostly met with proc 
titude, and they were dismissed. This speaks favorably for the future sii 
cess of our schools; and though a very unpleasant task, it must be met, or 
other agencies will prove abortive. 

The difficulty appears to be almost insurmountable of procuring properly 

Jualified teachers to take charge of the public schools, for the short term of 
iree or four months, when they are aware that they must fall back u]fl>m 
some other business during the remainder of the year. Many young men 6^ 
ply for, and are employed to take charge of schools, (because better cannot Jk 
obtained,) whom their fathers would be unwilling to intrust with the mana&- 
ment of their farms, or their workshops ; and young ladies, to whom that 
mothers would not confide the oversight of the household a single day. Thi^to 
are not all wanting in scientific or literary qualifications ; but their youth aud 
inexperience are such, that they cannot command due respect in their schooh. 
However, our teachers, generally, are making good progress ; aud I trust Olb 
time is not far distant, when we will have a corps at least respectable in theb 
qualifications. 

An opposing word is now seldom heard. We often hear objections maji 
to the manner in which the law is administered, and the public money d^ 
posed of. The great inquiry now appears to be, how the schools may beco^ 
productive of the most good. The people, as well as the directors, are much 
more desirous of having teachers whose certificates are of a high gra()p. 
Formerly, if the teacher had a certificate, that was sufficient; but the time 1^ 
now arrived when it must be a good one. The prompt attention of the dirde- 
tors to the removal of incompetent or negligent teachers is calculated, perhajgy, 
more than any thing else, to raise the standard of the teacher's qualificatio|pLS. 
For, however humiliating it may be, to appear for examination and be rejected, 
it is still much more so, after having obtained a certificate, to be discharged 
before the expiration of the term. 

Visitations, — During the winter session 1 visited every school in the coun- 
ty, except a few not in operation at the time I passed through those parts. I 
seldom left a school without giving an address, either on the practice or prin- 
ciples of school teaching and government, or a word of correction, instructiba 
or encouragement to the children. I also delivered public lectures on difiTerent 
topics connected with the teacher's profession, the duties of directors, or tiM 
obligations of parents and children, when it was convenient, or where we could 
get an audience. These were generally well attended, and I think productive 
of much good. During the summer I visited about one hundred and thirty 
schools. A large number of these were select, but they received the same 
attention. Where they were open both before and after harvest, I visited them 
more than once. 

J^ormal Instruction. — I taught a Normal school, during part of last sum- 
mer, about six weeks ; it was well attended* Some of the students were lool»- 
ing forward to the teachers' vacation. Others having tried it, were preparing 
themselves for a more extensive usefulness. I design, if possible, to have two 
schools, in different parts of the county, the present summer. 

Distria Ins$itufes have been very successfully carried on in tome of the 
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«oft densely settled parts ; whilst in the more sparsely stttled districts sack 
md^tings have not been held. 

Graded Schools^ in rural districts, are now receiving considerable attentidta. 
in l^imestone, Washington, Brady and Clinton districts, and in other party, 
jthe subject has been discussed, and I trust the time is not far distant when al 
least one graded school, in each of these districts, will be put into operatioii. 
The money annually expended for tuition and boarding in the seminaries and 
Jiigh schools, in different places, w^ould more than sustain a good high school 
in each district, where the children might be taught equally as well, and at 
the same time be under the care and guardianship o( their parents. The de- 
sign of the originators of the common school system was not only to afford 
the rudimentary elements of an education, but to pursue it through all ile 
Ymcious branches in the different degrees of advancement, and to prepare £or 
the discharge of any of the common duties^of life. 

School Examinations are becoming very popular in some parts ; and wheie 
jproper attention and care is given, their benefits cannot be over-estimated. 
!when all concerned are aware that they have to pass an ordeal in the presence 
of the directors and visitors, at the close of the session, and teachers are etti- 
ployed on condition that monthly, or at least at the end of every term, theie 
UQ^t be an examination, they will be much more careful in their drills. 

C olored School. — We had a very interesting school of colored children in 
Wiliiamsport the past two winters. It numbered about thirty scholars, and 
.although the pupils, in this school, were not so far advanced as those of some 
of the other schools, yet in some of the primary branches, I found them drilled 
equal to any children in the county. In the departments of spelling, reading 
:and singing, they acquitted themselves admirably ; and if the same facilities 
be afforded to them which are given to the children in the other schools in 
the borough, they will soon compare favorably with them, not only in the 
lower branches, but also in the more advanced departments. 

Directors. — Were the same care tatcen by the voters to make selection for 
.directors, that is usually taken for officers of far less consequence to the peo- 
ple, generally, it would give a new impetus to the schools. As a general 
thing, directors are a self-sacrificing class of men, and disposed to do the best 
that circumstances will allow. But many are selected who have no particu* 
lar interest in the welfare of the schools, — no children to send, and perhaps a 
Taiuable property for which they must pay tax ; and thus it becomes them to 
keep the tax as low as possible, if possible, all things else being equal, men 
should be elected to this ofilce, whose interest it is to have the schools kept 
open a sufiicient length of time, and taught in the best manner possible. Some 
of the most efficient directors I have ever known, were those who had no chil- 
dren of their own to educate ; but while there are noble exceptions to every 
general rule, it is safest to follow the beaten track. For "self-interest is the 
ruling principle in man." 

School Houses, — Many of the school houses have been much improved during 
the year ; others have been remodeled and made comfortable, and eight new 
ones erected. Several others are under contract, to be completed in time for 
the fall or winter schools. Some of the latter are first class houses, and whea 
eonpleted, will be an honor as well as a convenience to the places in which 
tbey are located* The directors of Wiliiamsport are erecting one that wiU 
Im edual to any publia school house in this part of the State. 
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M'KEAN COUNTY— L, R. WISNER. 

Retrospect, — M^Kean presents a prospect far more flattering than it did 
three years ago, and although progress has not been as rapid as might be diB- 
shed, yet the schools have been steadily improving, and the cause has b^m 
making a healthful advancement. Parents are becoming more interested, and 
Willing to make greater sacrifices for their children than formerly, and coiTsv- 
qtfently pay the school tax less grudgingly. School booses are greatly fth- 
proveo, and worth more than three times as much as they were three yeats 
ago ; and if building continues at the same rate, two years more will gir* 
«s a full supply of good and convenient houses, built mostly after models Gt>n- 
tained in tha Pennsylvania School Architecture, with suitable play grouoda 
attached. Those built a few years ago, generally stand on the road-side, but 
BO new house is now thus situated. 

Teachers. — Yet the greatest improvement is in the teachers. The profit 
system has driven the old knights of the spelling book and ferule to scfhaa 
' Other employment. In their places we have a full corps of active and efficient 
teachers, willing to spend their whole time and energies in the work. During 
my first year, I was often importuned to grant certificates to young girls, who 
only claimed that they could **keep school,^' and teach the *^A B Cand 
reading. Last year I have had no such applications. Our teachers are well 
versed in all the branches named in the provisional certificate, and a iargt 
number in some higher branches also. In mental arithmetic, 1 believe they 
are superior to any other class I ever saw. ihe art of teaching is also madt 
a subject of especial interest, and much good has resulted to the schools 
from it. The full attendance at the last two teachers' institutes, was a soorM 
of much gratification. It showed that the true spirit of improvement wat 
gaining ground ; and I am confident that no sin^ilar gathering will present 
the same number of superior teachers. 

Visitations. — I have generally found the schools in good order and worh- 
ibg after the now systems of teaching. Both my predecessor, Mr. F. A. All^n, 
and myself, have encouraged the introduction of the Bible into the schools, 
aud the reaiding of a chapter is in most cases the opening exercise. Oar 
schools are better provided with books than formerly, and altogether present 
a healthful and cheering appearance. 

Dijjiculties, — This county presents many disadvantages to the complela 
workings of the system. It is sparsely populated, and in many instances but 
SIX or eight scholars can be convened in one house \ thus making the cost of 
teaching each scholar per month very high. Yet the average number of 
months taught in M'Kean, is exceeded only by two or three counties in tb« 
State. 
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Our schools have been advancing considerably, although retarded by tba 
ever memorable June frost, which caused a reduction in tax, teachers' wages 
and the school term. This was not the case, however, in a few districts. 
Some of the best teachers left the county, and others engaged in other pur- 
sHiits; the wages should be sufficient to induce the best qualified to engage 
permanently in the profession. This is decidedly the cheapest and mojt ex- 
pedient plan. 
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Visitation, — Although the county is large, and the school tenn was shorter 
^Iti usual, I visited a large majority of the schools, mostly with a director, 
ffiend, or teacher. Visitation is not only beneficial at the particular time, bm 
it stimulates both the teacher and the pupil, to put forth greater exertiona 
<i^£ing the whole term. 

directors, — A few directors deserre credit for their faithful discharge of 
ioly by visitation and otherwise. Much depends on the choice of com pa- 
lent directors — men of liberal views — who will administer the system accori^ 
log to its letter and spirit, and not cripple it by lack of attention an4 pni- 
ioDce. The system is rendered more unpopular by not being properly ca»* 
lied out, than by any other means. This may be seen in comparing th» 
fciiools of one locality, where an active interest is taken, with those of ati- 
#U;ter, where it is not. 

Our County Institute met last fall at West Greenville, and last spring at 
Cla^ksville. Each session continued a week, and was largely attended. Such 
social and literary gatherings are highly promotive of the advancement of 
popular education and the teachers' profession, — tending not only to improve 
mai energize teachers, but to enlist public sentiment in favor of the system. 

District Institutes were held in some townships. These are also useiful 
fgents in bringing the practical workings of the system to the doors of tba 
people. 

■ Lectures, — I lectured in many places during the winter, to respectable aa- 
di^ces. This is an efficient means to wake up the people and keep the ball 
Moving. 

: Examinations, — I held two series, one in the fall, and the other in the 
ifrdng. They were, with very few exceptions, well attended by teacherf, 
directors and citizens. They were partly oral, and partly written, becauaa 
Ibis plan, in my opinion, gives all the applicants a fair chance to represent 
their qualifications. Examination day can be turned to a good purpose in ior 
itructing teachers in regard to the nature and responsibility of their duty, 
and the theory and practice of teaching and governing. Citizens present, can 
be informed in regard to the necessity of parental co-operation, and matters 
pertaining to a fuller development of the system. 

Graded Schools, — Mercer, Sharon, Middlesex, Clarksville, Georgetown and 
LAmnon have graded schools. Greenville, one of the largest towns in ths 
•ounty, needs to build a large union school building. The citizens have th» 

(roject under consideration, and will most probably decide in its favor. ThU 
iercer union school is now in successful operation; it is one of the finest in this 
part of the State. Sharon has a fine union school ; Middlesex, the best busi* 
Bess town in the county, for the size of it, has the poorest school house, h 
is the intention, I believe, to build a better one. Hickory, Cooispring and a 
few other districts, deserve great credit for their laudable ambition in buildiiqr 
•KQellent houses. 

Our Teachers are generally pretty well qualifieil, and of good demeanor and 
deportment, — very essential characteristics in those who, in a great degree, 
mould ^he character of youth. The influence of teachers, not of this descrip- 
licMi, is to be much regretted. 

J^teds. — ^Al though school matters are progressing^ there is yet room for 
ifltf)provement, especially in houses. Many are very small, illy furnished and 
micomfortable. Teachers labor under inconvenience for want of auitablp 
Uack-boards. Out houses are much needed. The school houses are generally 
so situated, that privies are indispensable. 
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Owing to the recency of ofiy appointment, I cannot speak from actual oBter* 
Ttttion of the comparative progress made during the past year. That th^Mi 
has been very good general advancement, 1 can testify from careful •xamifta- 
lion. My immediate predecessor had awakened considerable interest amdmg 
the parents, and not a little enthusiasm among the teachers. Through hnr 
efficiency the office of County Superintendent was regarded with increased 
favor, while he left his successor the somewhat difficult task of equalling th« 
icpectations founded on the gratifying results of his labors. 

Jformal Class and Institutes, — My predecessor had a Normal class for ftw% 
W&eks, followed by an institute which continued a week. The attendance of 
teachers was very creditable, and the interest manifested by them was most 
gratifying. Many directors who were present, have since spoken in terms of 
high approbation of the proceedings. An institute of three days, at Newton 
Elftroilton, was attended by a good number of the teacherei and citizens. 

District Institutes, — In several of the districts the teachers have had weekly 
Off semi-monthly meetings, for mutual drill and criticism, and have derived 
much benefit from them. In one, through the persevering efforts of one or 
two faithful teachers, a very prosperous association was organized, and its 
meetings were largely attended by the patrons of the schools. These associa- 
tions, if wisely conducted, seem an invaluable means of improvemeni lo 
tqpchers, which they ought not willingly to forego. 

Teachers, — While there are some persons who engage in teaching just as 
Aey would in chopping, — to devote the required number of hours to their dtai- 
ptoyment, without any discomforting idea of their utter unfitness to have th* 
flruidance of youthful minds, — there are not a few who possess excellent literary 
qtialifications, and a noble purpose to do all in their power for the improT»» 
ment of those entrusted to them. ' Quite a number of these, not content with 
their present attainments, have procured excellent books on the subjects of 
education, and introduced new and useful exercises into their schools. Thos« 
who have been thus energetic and intelligent, are not a very large proportion ; 
but sufficiently so to do much toward elevating the standard of education, and 
the requisite qualifications of teachers for the schools of the county. IntelK^ 
gent directors affirm, that teachers who do not labor to keep up with this pfo- 
gress will surely be out of employment before long. 

Graded Schools, — In the boroughs of Lewistown, M'Veytown and Newtoa 
Hamilton, the schools have been graded as well as circumstances would allow. 
In Lewistown the result has been specially satisfactory. A good union school 
is much needed here, and when ^'times'' become less «'hard," will probably 
be established. 

Examinations. — 1 held nine public examinations, and afterward examined 
some candidates privately, as vacancies occurred. Both oral and written ex- 
ercises were required. In most cases candidates seemed satisfied with their 
tertificate, but some who received a poor grade^ or were refused a cenificittai 
felt not a little injured. They had imagined that good natural abilities, or 
** practical business talent,*' would compensate for all accurate knowledge ol 
grammar or geography. This is not my belief. 

Visitations. — Every school was visited once ; and all but eight, twice. Thm 
eourse pursued varied according to the school. Sometimes 1 merely observed 
the teacher's method ; at other times I would examine classes, or give instnM* 
tion in particular branches. In a few schools the classification was sadly ih>* 
perfect, owing to variety of books, irregularity of attendance, or a want of 
organizing tdent in the teacher. Considerable attention was given tq^hls 
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flq(bject, bat enough was left unaccomplished for another year's work, la 

2^ny districts directors accompanied me ; in others 1 had the entire field of 
l^erration to myself. 

Buildings and Furniture, — There are many poor school houses, but in 
^most every district provision for better ones is making, and in a few years I 
iPafidently expect there will be good, comfortable school buildings all through 
Ihe county. Quite a number are furnished with outline maps, and some other 
spparatus. Still there is great need of effort to supply all the schools with 
seeded aids to teacher and scholar. My observation shows that where th« 
teacher is energetic, devoted and earnest, the patrons will generally co-operal« 
whh him in procuring apparatus. 

uentral Remarkt. — The two principal obstacles to the progress of the schools 
are, want of sufficient interest on the part of parents, shown in their failure to 
•end their children to school steadily and punctually to supply them with th« 
necessary books ; and a partial want of well qualified, enthusiastic teachers. 
T^f . ithstanding these obstacles, there is good reason to take courage. There 
k u growing sentiment in favor of good schools, and in some districts a gen- 
erous rivalry to have the best schools in the county. There is an admirable 
■ocleus of faithful teachers, whose influence must be felt more and more in 
exciting the praiseworthy emulation of others. By direct impressions upoA 
their pupils, and through them upon parents, and so upon community, they, 
ojtnnot fail to do much toward making the schools of this county models oT 
meir kind, and toward fostering just views of the worth and uses of commoa 
ffuiool education. 
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Examinations, — I commenced public examinations early in October, and 
i^'tinued till November. A number of teachers who ^ere not present were 
fldiamined privately; many had improved considerably, others had retro- 
graded. 1 was obliged to reject a number who were examined privately. 

Visitations, — The schools opened about the first of November, and con*' 
tinned four months, during which I visited all once, and some twice. In sev- 
eral districts the schools were kept open in the summer, and were also visited. 
Qur right to inquire into the condition of the schools, and to give advice and 
correct errors, was generally understood by teachers; but having been a 
teacher many years, it seemed more judicious to be reserved than officious ie 
ebrrecting seeming errors. In most instances teachers extended an invitation 
to me to address their schools, and when occasion required it, I suggested 
say improvement that might be beneficial. 

Teachers. — A large majority are young men, and most of those who taught 
last winter gave satisfaction. The number of inefficient teachers is dimin- 
ishing gradually, and most of those who Intend to make teaching a business, 
have attended school during the summer and fall, to qualify themselves for m 
creditable examination. Mechanical teachers, who know of no mental faculty 
but memory, and never trouble themselves or pupils with the meaning of 
words or investigation of principles, are passing off as fast as can be expected. 
Young, enterprising and worthy men, are rising in their places, who under- 
stand the responsibilities of their profession, and are actuated by a more 
noble incentive than the wages they receive. We have a number of excel- 
lent female teachers in our twrou^h, and some in the rural districts, who poe- 
eess superior qualities for governing and teaching the boisterous and turbu- 
leql, by kindness and persuasion. 
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Books and Studies,— M.uch improvement has been made in this resj^S^. 
Books better adapted to the capacities of scholars than those formerly us^ 
have been selected. A few years ago, little or no attention was given to tpi 
principles of orthography. Mental arithmetic was only taught in a few 
schools, while geography and grammar were much neglected ; examinatio|ia 
and reviews in sehoois, were considered useless by many teachers, but now a. 
majority of the teachers give much attention to those important studies, and 
ft teacher who does not appreciate and hold examinations in his school,^!* 
considered behind the age. One day in each week is usually set apart to re- 
Tiew all the lessons of the week, thereby bringing to mind principles and 
facts that might otherwise be forgotten. 

School Directors* — An increased interest seems to be manifested by ditef^' 
tors in the schools. The duty assigned to them, although not always as regu- 
larly discharged as might be desired, is yet more faithfully performed thkn 
that of any other body of unpaid officers. Some noble men, in the variooi 
boards, labor through love for the youth. I trust their number will annually 
increase, until none but good and competent men will fill the office. 

Increase of Teachers^ Wages, — The teachers of our graded school in Strouds- 
burg, are now receiving three dollars a month more than formerly, and Xdb 
directors of some of the rural districts seem disposed to pay teachers mote 
liberally hereafter. 

School Houses. — Great improvement has been made within the last few 
years in building. The two erected in Hamilton district last year, are ad* 
mired by every one who sees them, and during the coming year there will Be 
others built equally as commodious. Old fashioned huts are getting out of 
date very rapidly. There are many other good houses in this county, previ- 
ously reported. 
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General Progress, — The schools, during the past year, generally made con- 
aiderable progress. With an occasional exception, they gave entire satisfy 
tion to those sending to them. 

The Best Schools. — I have heretofore, in my reports, made mention of t|)0 
best schools, and gave the names of the districts in which they were located. 
It is not necessary to repeat them. These schools, heretofore mentioned as 
standing at the head of the list, still maintain their position, and many move 
might be added. Indeed, there is not a district in which schools were not to 
be found, during the past term, which were highly creditable to the districts, 
and to the teachers. *" 

' Branches Taught, — There has been a gradual increase of branches taogtil. 
In the schools in which the branches prescribed by the school laws we^ 
taught, they have been extended by an introduction of the higher branches. 
Geography, grammar and mental arithmetic have been much more generalfy 
mtrodueed. 

Institutes, — Daring the year, three regular institutes and one special were 
held — well attended and highly instructive and useful. A feature about th^se 
institutes is claimed as a peculiarity. They were all made as self-reliant as 
possible, and the object was always to rely upon our own teachers to conduct 
the performances, and to engage in the exercises. Foreign aid was very s^ 
dom resorted to. In this way the institutes had a tendency to make teachers 
think and act for themselves. 
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Matrict Instttutei have also been ^adually on the increase. Soin^l#0i 
w^ in existence during the year, embracing sixteen or seventeen districts. • 

uniformity of Books, — There has been a considerable change for the be^f 
in Hhe uniformity of school books. There are still schools and districts hi 
nil^ch the uniformity is not complete. But in a year or two the desi»e4 
«l(ange will no doubt be brought about. 

ScAool Buildings, — In the matter of school building there nas been grealnse- 
llftty, — seventeen or eighteen new houses having been put up. Some of thCfftL 
too, are of the right kind, and have the proper conveniences. Several of tflb 
dutricts have now most excellent school buildings. There are probably few 
40Qntiesthat can excel us. The school houses ia the boroughs of Norri8to|hii, 
Pottstown, Bridgeport and Conshohocken, are really admirable. Of the rufal 
dts^icts, Whitpain, probably, now excels in its school buildings. Its hcuises 
bave all been re-built or remodeled, and supplied with good furniture. 
, Other Improvements. — Another item worthy of note is the ornamenting of 
iheT'school lots. In a number of districts shade trees have been planted, -^^^-am 
•rldence that attention is directed to external appearance, on the principle 
lh||t every thing about schools should be made pleasant and attractive. 

Terms of School, — The change in the term of school has not been so gceat 
ma perhaps should have been expected. There has, however, been a gradual 
leogthening in several districts. During the coming year, the change, 1 ba^# 
leo^on to believe, will be more marked. 

\ School Visits, — I visited all the schools once ; a considerable number a secbnd, 
mad some few a third lime. The same course, as heretofore detailed in |ny 
reports, was observed. My visits were probably more pleasant than dunnf 
my previous year, having become tolerably familiar with the pupils, and ihey 
apoearing to be pleased with my appearance amongst tbem. 

jVhat is most fVanting^ I think, is a further increase of the term in a num- 
ber of the districts, and more attention to school visiting on the part of pareivl0. 
This latter duty, so highly important, has not been as well attended to $$ U 
M^t to be. If it were it would certainly be productive of the best results. 
. J he German Schools, — As we still have a number of schools in which the 
69man, to some extent, is taught, I would say that all I Save heretofore said 
in relation to them is still applicable. Special aim should be taken to mabe 
Aem useful and beneficial ; and to do this, those having charge of them ought 
to be familiar with both languages, so that the instruction may be made m- 
MUigible. 

Conclusion, — The schools of the county, upon the whole, are in a highly 
astisfactory condition. A vast change has taken place in them. Six ye^fM 
Hgo they were in a loose and disjointed condition. Now they are perva<]^ 
by a common life, and have system and method. They have made subst^- 
lii^ progress, and are conferring rich benefits upon those being instructed in 
Aqih. Their progress, hereafter, will be more rapid, because the rough plajSfi 
bigre been smoothed ofiT, and 1 hand them over to my successor in office, .ic^saoy 
to go on in a prosperous career. 
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I assumed the duties of this office at Christmas, and from that time FUtve 
■Me every effi^rt to advance the cause of common school education. 

School Visitations. — My plan is to devote a half day to each school; em- 
deetvoring to be at the school house at the opening. While the teacher gMs 
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mk vith the usual instroction, I move aboat among the scbolart, deroting ioma 
■rfnutes to each, to see what they are doing, and how it is done ; noting at- 
die same tine the teacher's methods. Then generally follows an address to 
Ae scholars on the importance of study ; the necessity of studying for them- 
•dves ; of beginning right any branch of study, and of resolutely striving to 
ai^come the diQculties they meet. Before leaving, such suggestions wtfi 
^etly made to the teacher, on instruction and government, as were needed ; 
and on a second visit I always found such hints carried out and improved 
won. During my second round, I lectured, at the most prominent points, o A 
^Uication, and the common school system of our State. This plan of visita- 
IIQIP met the approbation of our school men, and in nearly every district 1 had 
di^4X>mpany of directors to the school houses. 

Institutes. — There has been no county institute held here for the past two 
years. Several of the townships have their district institutes, which meat 
regularly. In some, the directors and friends of education meet with them \ 
w;Ule in others the honors remain with the teachers alone. 

Scfiool Houses, — In Anthony two frames were replaced with substantial 
bdck buildings, during the year, and the directors are determined to have ona 
or two more brick school bouses during the present year. Those of Lima- 
stone have contracted for the erection of a brick house this summer, which 
wUJ replace the last frame school building in that district. Wherever it was 
aeeded, the school houses through the county have had the necessary repiyrs 
to make them comfortable ; while in Danville, nearly all have been substan- 
tifldiy cased with boards, to the height of five feet, to prevent the walls bein|f 
broken. Many of our directors look with gratification at the prospect of » 
fruitful harvest, when a number of our old frames will be replaced with gpod 
hri^k school houses. 

School Books, — In some districts the directors took a determined stand for 
Aa* introduction of uniform books. It met with opposition in some placea; 
but firmness, combined with a little aid in procuring the books, carried the 
■iQ^sure, and before the close of the season all murmurings had ceased. 

Schools, — It is gratifying to be able to state that there is a disposition la 
infSfease the time of keeping the schools open. There is also an inquiry fo# 
tochers who have the capability to impart instruction in mathematical and 
aiher branches, usually taught in the boarding and select schools. We think 
OUT schools will compare favorably with those in the surrounding counties* 
The directors begin to see the necessity for grading, in the Villages; this btfia 
been accomplished in Washingtonville and Mechanicsburg. In Danville ihm 
schools have been graded for the past three or four years ; and the efi^ort ob 
Ae part of the directors, is to furnish the same advantages in the public schoq^ay 
sm are found in the select seminaries. Yet we regret being compelled to stata 
Aat these efiTorts are not seconded by many of the parents, or there would not 
be so many trifling and frivolous excuses to detain their children from 8choo^ 
Ae schools would be kept uniformly full during the nine months they aM 
qpen, and not, as is the case, crowded to excess during some four or (^ 
months, then gradually thinaing down until there are not more children ia 
ivia or three schools than are required to fill one. An experience of seve{al 
years enables me to speak of the prevalence of this practice, so detrimental ta 
megproper advancement of the children. 
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The progress of our schools is becoming more rapid every year. Th!» » 
th^egitimate result of the proper means and efforts in behalf of a caude of 
f^t^i intrinsic value. 

Institute, — Our institute, which was held between Christmas and T^w 
Year, was well attended, and afforded cheering evidence that many of our 
tefehers made great improvement. 

visitation, — Many of our schools I visited twice, and some, three time^w^ 
My plan of visiting schools is as follows : I hear a sufficient number of cIa$Mf 
recite, to enable me to form a correct idea of the teacher's method of giviki|f 
indtrnction, and of the classification of the scholars ; after which I usually 
make a short address to the scholars, on the importance of a good educatipn, 
tod the necessity to study faithfully to secure it. I endeavor to show scho- 
lars the indispensable necessity of learning to think and reason for thems^lveff, 
M^ not rely entirely on the aid of their teachers. 

Jackson district, in which heretofore no public schools.had been established, 

Sllied to me about a month since, for a copy of the' School Architectar^* 
ey intend to erect school houses and open common schools next falL A 
t^y was furnished them. 

jVet£? Buildings, — A number have been erected during the year ; among 
i^ich, one built in Milton, last summer, is the largest. It is a beautiful stru^ 
tdtjdj well furnished, and deserves to be classed with school houses of th« 
highest order. 
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commission dates September 1, 1859. My report will, therefon), em- 
the workings of nine months. 

Examinations, — Shortly after my appointment I commenced this duty, hi 
mdkx districts, the directors, or at least a part of them, were present. My eji- 
ilKlnations were somewhat more rigid, in some of the branches, than those of 
my predecessor ; but directors, and citizens generally, seemed to be well 
pteased. I examined one hundred and ninety applicants, of whom a few weia 
found to be of low grade. 1 generally closed with some suggestions to di- 
rectors in regard to text-books, the propriety of district institutes, &c. 

Visitations, — I commenced on the sixteenth of November, and continued 
virtil the schools closed, and visited every school in the county once, and a 
few a second time. I made myself familiar with both teachers and pupils. 1 
was sometimes greeted with the following language : ^' I wish you could visil 
iny school once a week, for my pupils have recited better since you were ia 
Aie school than they ever did before." This shows that visiting schools do%t 
8i least some good. Directors do not visit the schools in some of the dit* 
Irlcts, according to the requirements of the law. They say it is asking tod 
much for nothing. 

School Houses and Furniture, — A number of new houses, with higher ceil- 
ings, have been built, and several old ones moved, so as to accommodate, moM 
^bveniently, the wants of the districts. Many of our school houses aM 
mthout play grounds, out^houses, &c. They are all supplied with blacl^ 
b^rd surface ; yet it is of so limited extent, in many, as to be totally useleui 
voless for the teacher's own use. Six or eight schools are supplied with fti- 
ioo!s outline maps i these, in p&rt| being furnished by the teacher. 



W POTTER COUNTY. 

Inititutes. — Our county institute was held at I^andisburgr^ the last weel of 
De^^tnber. There were about sixty teachers in attendance. This was ^tur 
■ec#tid home institute. The plan seems to work well, giving general sa^- 
iaclion. Our thanifs are due Professor J. P. Wickersham, of the State I^- 
Mal school, for his interesting lectures. 

During the winter, ten district associations were in successful operat^. 
lo t^thne districts these were largely attended ; Madison, Liverpool and Pmm 
deserve special notice. In a few districts, directors made it a part of the Cdta- 
tract with the teacher to attend the district meeting every alternate Saturday. 
Tho^ associations are doing good where properly conducted* 
: Teachers, — Most of our teachers are young men, active, earnest, energetl|ig— 
stri^ng to elevate the standard of education. Some of them are living teach- 
ers. The older ones, seeing their inability, are voluntarily retiring. A ndhi- 
ker are yet deficient in mental arithmetic; a few in grammar and geographr. 

Text-Books and Classification, — The directors of a majority of the districts 
have adopted a uniform series of books ; but they do not strictly enforce th^irr 
vse. In many schools I found a greater variety of books than pupils ; ^^ 
in consequence, there is no classification in these schools. Directors, we hoD^ 
will make this a point in the future, so that our schools may be better cla^ 
6ed (ban they are at present. Without a uniformity of books, this cann^ be 
ione. 
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Th? districts which were heretofore reported as most backward, remain aBbut 
the %i*me, with no perceptible improvement whatever. In the other district 
ihere is a continued improvement ; — building good and well planned housejf^ 
employment of well qualified teachers ; visiting the schools, and a uniformirr 
ff books ; — parents, directors and teachers all endeavoring to advance t A 
eeiiflfe of education. But how dififerent when we visit the backward district^. 
In one school in Delaware, of twenty-two scholars, I found five reading boqts 
of different kinds. In a school in Lehman, I found six scholars studyin|r 
arithmetic, with only five books, by four dififerent authors. But I think that 
the friends of the cause of education are daily gaining ground. 
, In the three years just closed, thirteen new school houses were erect|jl, 
which is more than during any three years previous; and there is better classi- 
ication, which heretofore received little or no attention. The district supe»- 
iatendency is complied with in three districts. Teachers are better qualified 
iod rank higher. In all the districts, excepting two, the directors are favotli- 
ble to the system. Whereas, when I came into office, in five districts the 
Biajority of the directors were opposed to education and the school law. 

True, all has not been accomplished that might have been, or that we wfeve 
(iqpeful of; but with the small salary, and the strong influence of mea^f 
weqjith against the system, it was impossible to efifect more. But it is hoped 
ffaat.the way is now prc^pared, and the next three years will show a favoi^b 
ehan^. 
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This county embraces ten hundred and eighty square miles, one half of 
which still remains unseated, and about one-third of the remainder has .been 
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Hyed ; so that fiTe-sizths are yet covered with primitiye forests. A^ut 
fi} thousand nine hundred scholars attend school ; an average of less man 

ree to the mile. This sparseness renders the operation of the school syst^n 

mewhat difficult. Many of the people from other States, suppose the di0l- 

l^ties they now encounter are owing to the defects of the system itself* 
Hence the complaint concerning ** township districts," as compared with New 
Tjj^k and other States, and the disposition to the formation of 'Mndependent 
districts," which 1 have usually discouraged, as far as practicable. Lumbe^- 
ki6 is still a leading occupation, but is fast giving way to the quiet, yet mof« 
profitable pursuit of agriculture ; a circumstance which tends to the improve* 
ment of the morals and intelligence of the people in general, and to the ad- 
vtfDcement of common schools. 

^eacher^, — The school year has been one of more marked improVi^^ent 
nffj^ng the teachers than any preceding. In a number of instances directors 
have voluntarily said, "Teachers' monthly reports have never appeared so 
fU^l ; not that there has been so great an advancement in the branches, but 
vitnre pains-taking." This was different from my anticipations, as an unusual 
^rnber of the experienced teachers had left the county, or the business, for 

jer occupations. 

Examinations. — It has been my object to raise the standard for a lilsense, 
firdfri year to year, as facilities increased, which has led to the rejection of 
nare applicants than usual ; but the decision has been sustained b}^ the friends 
of education. At most of the appointments, the attendance and interest wert 
trgly encouraging. One hundred and sixty-four graded certificates wer* 
gninted, and ten professional. Twenty-four professional certificates only hav# 
been granted during the second term. 

Vi&itaiions, — This department of duty is attended with extraordinary difll- 
i|^ies. A large number of the school houses are far apart, and the roads ex- 
(^tlingly rough. One hundred and forty-three visits were made ; those to 
the summer schools from one to two hours in length ; to the winter schoob 
from two to three. More good might have resulted from longer visits, btit 
ttujs was impossible. The course pursued was usually to listen to recitations, 
cmducted by the teacher, in order to ascertain his ability and tact ; then to 
aw a few questions, especially when valuable suggestions might be made and 
encouragement giren. For the same purpose, remarks were uniformly mad# 
tojthe scholars from ten to fifteen minutes. 

School Houses. — Five new houses have been erected, to take the places of 
M ones, and five for schools lately formed. Of these, one in Harrison, and 
on? in Summit, most deserve notice. The latter is neatly arranged, but too 
omall J a fault quite prevalent, simply because the importance of sufficient 
room is not properly understood, for the accommodation of the same number 
of pupils. The increased expense would be small, while it would decidedly 
eithance convenience. The directors of Hebron are now building two houses, 
wt^ich are an improvement in this respect. Play grounds and shade trees re- 
owe but little attention. 

Association. — The county association held two sessions, one at Conderf^* 
port, in November, of fi^e days, which was the best we have ever had. Tbo 
a^^resses told decidedly upon our educational interests. Another was held 
at Aharon, in February, with favorable results. 

Text-Books. — The effort to establish uniformity throughout the county is 
yoi unsuccessful. 

Conclusion. — Nine months of the last school year were spent directly in 
the duties of the superintendency, at a salary of three hundred dollars, whrlo 
with the closet eeonoray my current expenses have been six hundred. I bop« 
the sacrifice may result in a corresponding benefit to the cause of edujQRtioB. 
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Teachers' Certificates, — Four hundred and six provisional certificates wew 
mtf&d during the year. The average of qualification approached the stan^jrd 
sofliewhat nearer than those for the preceding year. This implies study apd 
progress on the part of our teachers; but there are still a few who are eitlter 
.too indolent, or have not the capacity, to improve themselves. Some ihre^or 
four may attend the State Normal school during a part of the summer, ft>r 
the purpose of obtaining the State certificate. 

In some districts of this county, the school terip continues over and beytod 
tfae 'first Monday of June, which is the beginning of the succeeding scnS>l 
rjear. The provisional certificates issued to teachers in districts so extendjthg 
<faeir term, have been made current to the .30th of June from time^of issuing. 
In most other instances, the certificates have heretofore been made current to 
the first of June only. But to avoid irregularity, all issued hereafter, will.))* 
nafle to extend to the next 30th of June, from time of issuing. On several dsw- 
•tificates I made the following endorsement: *^This certificate is issued'Oi 
condition only, that the owner be employed as an assistant." 

Books. — In a ievf districts the directors still fail to press, successfully ai 
entire uniformity of books. 

Schools, — All boroughs, of which we have fourteen, and nearly all villflges 
which have more than one school, now have the schools graded. The thickly 
populated portion of some of the rural districts, also incline somewhat to tftt 
graded system. Four* fifths of our schools, in the coal region, are too Idfff^ 
in the winter and spring seasons, and a number of them are too large dudbf 
.the whole term. New Castle district is making preparations to remedy Xj^Sy 
by erecting three new houses. Other districts will do the same, as sooa as 
circumstances will permit. We have an increase of seventy schools sfftee 
.the fall of 1854>, or in about five years. Several districts omit having ^Im 
Bohools kept open on Saturday. It would be well if this were made geneioJ. 

Union township accepted the system, and put eleven public school^ ii 
operation this year for the first term, and considering the opposing public iba- 
ttment in the district, they did remarkably well. 

West Penn, Upper Mahantango, and a part of West Brunswick, arc yet 
Mon-accepting. 

In one district, Mahanoy, there was no tax levied this year, there b^ng 
sufficient funds on hand to keep the schools open the desired length of tlmo. 

Branches taught. — Geography is now taught in every district in the county, 
though in some to a very limited extent, and English grammar in all, except 
a few thinly populated districts, whose inhabitants are chiefly German. 

Oral arithmetic is becoming very general in the coal region of the county, 
but still needs to be introduced into many of the agricultural districts. Som« 
of our teachers object to the introduction and teaching of this branch, becajusa 
it takes up so much time ; but I think more hesitate to introduce it on at- 
count of their own disinclination to qualify themselves to teach it properly. 
Its introduction must and will be pressed by a judicious encouragement oj it. 
In some districts a few extra branches are being gradually added to thosa 
aaumerated on the provisional certificate. 

Employment of Teachers, — A few instances of irregularity in the employ- 
ment of teachers occurred this year, but most of them were from the nepes- 
jity of the cases, and none from willful and determined disregard of the l^w. 
A very large majority of our teachers are now continued over from yeas W 
jear, as they should be, whenever they desire to remain, and have given g^u- 
•ral satisfaction. Personal favoritisoii which has ia soma instances beea

'SiaiAfested and exercised to the prejudice of the scheolsi is not so general as 
formerly. 

Payment of Teachers, — There was a time when directors were quitifc im- 
di|rerent as to the length of time teachers were made to wait for their p&y ; 

.bat now it is a source of pride with many hoards, that they can and do phj 

'M their teachers promptly at the end of each month, in some districts, how- 
er^, the directors are entirely too slow in the matter of the collection of 
teucfes, and in a rery few it is alleged that the hoard have the tax promptly 
edliected, and then allow the money to be invested to their own or their frieni^'s 
vsQi until the close of the school term, or even for months afterwards. 'I^Jj^ 
Imst, is an imposition upon teachers, and it may become necessary to apyly 
liie restraining influences of the law to prevent the abuse. 

District Reports. — Some difficulties occurred in making out the daily aFet- 
age'attendance of pupils, some directors and teachers following the instructQ^ns 

'9M printed on the teacher's blank monthly reports, which were distributed early 
in the fall, and not the official correction as contained in the PennsylvajQla 
School Journal. In fact, there is reason to believe that the item of dtSlr 

-iTeSrage attendance is incorrect in numerous instances, despite all official nt- 
fltructions and explanations ; and in order to have that item correctly ob- 

'tained, it is respectfully suggested that each teacher be also required to k^» 
a ^Herm list^^ of the names, and monthly attendance of each and every punu. 
For convenience, and to secure regularity in this, it would be well for the K- 

'jMiftment to have prepared and distributed term as well as monthly blankp. 
This would show during which months of the year the schools were i^t 
men, and furnish very concise, yet complete, data from which the secretarr 

•of the board could obtain the whole number of pupils in the district, and cal- 

,eniate their average daily attendance, without the labor of reviewing aiKl 
comparing, as he otherwise must, all of the monthly reports of teachers, to da 

•which, in large districts of long term, requires much time and patience. 

It may not be improper to add ,that this terra report has already been fi^pl 
in sbme districts, at my request, and that the average attendance so furnished, 
never agreed with that given in the district annual report; — in some in8tani:aB 
presenting a very wide difierence, and proving conclusively that the latltr 
was incorrect. 

The decision of the State Superintendent, not to issue the warrant fo/tha 

• Stifte appropriation until after both the four months' certificate and annual 
report of the district had been made out and received at the Department, jms 
not given satisfaction. With some three or four exceptions, our distripM 
kave reported promptly, but a number have not reported as early as usjial 
this year, for the reason that they wished, as they expected — not having seen 
the decision i presume — to first receive their warrant for State appropriation, 
that they might know what amount to insert under that head in the blank 
report. 

The usual amount of improvements in houses, furniture, &;c., has beaa 

-auide during the year. 



SNYDER COUNTY.— D. S. BOYER. 

My entire term of office has been one of labor and anxiety, but I have the 
pleasure to know that it has been one of success. Regardless of inclem^at 
weether, or almost impassable roads, I prosecuted my labors, and nobly tes 
I sdatained. Determined opposition has given way ; the indifferent h^rp bmm 
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^^di^led in the cause, — so that we may safely say the eommoa school eatist 
kas'gained a strong foot-hold in the county. 

lur school term has not been lengthened. The majority of our citizei/i^aM 
aged in agriculture, and a failure of their principal crop, for several Am- 
dve years, rendered it imprudent to increase their taxes for school purpoB^ 
However, many of our schools are kept open by subscription, during the clfflB* 
ner, and the select schools of our county have a good local patronage. 

Institute, — In December we had an interesting institute in Freeburg. Nearly 
alllhe teachers of the county were in attendance. It was conducted by dut- 
•dTves, and the readiness with which the teachers engaged in the exercises Sfas 
highly commendable ; and when the time arrived for adjournment, all parSad 
wl^^ regret. The influence was plainly discernable through the remaining patt 
«9ur terra. Our county and district institutes, with the advantages our select 
schools afibrJ, will work a radical change in the teachers. 

Examinations, — Three years ago, only a few attended, — in many instances mi 
dg^iors nor citizens ; and many teachers cane silently and unobserved to my 
refldence, to be privately examined. At my last public examinations a su4^ 
•iijtft number of teachers presented themselves for all the schools in our cote- 
lir, ^nd citizens attended in large numbers, and many directors. 

jSpparatus^ Sfc, — Three years ago slates and black-boards were confined \m 
•otHi as had made advancement in arithmetic; but now we find the smallest 
scholars engaged with their slates, and sometimes at the black-board. Instead 
of the dull abecedarian, we find the bright and wide awake youth ready t» 
write sentences, answer questions, and evincing a degree of interest whiQJ(i is 



K<^edingly gratifying. Many school rooms are now ornamented with canip, 
maps, &c., that formerly exhibited nothing but scribbled and defaced wajhi* 
V^h few exceptions, our schools are well supplied with suitable text-bop^. 



a(ii¥ classification has improved astonishingly. 

visitation. — As soon as the schools opened, I commenced visitation, and^on- 
linued as long as the term continued. All were visited twice, and a numAsr 
three times. It is the duty of a superintendent to labor zealously in this duty. 
Here he can accomplish the most good, for he is the instructor of the teach4;;rs. 
Many directors deserve praise for their regular school visitation ; others ait 
' ceij^urable. All our schools, except ^ve^ were visited by directors ; and €«• 
of these were located in a village! Many citizens repaired to their sch(]|pl8 
the last term to see how their children were doing, and thus strengthened th# 
hands of the teacher and encouraged the pupils. 

School Houses, — Many houses have been improved the past three y^us. 
Lof^g slab benches are superseded by suitable desks and seats. Cleanliness^as 
also received n due share of attention ; instead of dust and suffocation, cfeiam 
and well ventilated rooms are now found. 

Lectures. — Many evenings were devoted to public lectures. 'This is ofteof 
the nearest roads to the hearts of the people. It enables the superintendent 
to ca^rrect erroneous opinions about our school system, and inspire the peopl« 
with greater activity. Our meetings were well attended. In several iQcaH- 
tiesL I was obliged to speak in the German language. 

Uompositions are now required in every school. I had considerable trouble 
to accomplish this. It was regarded a burdensome task ; now, it is consi(j|pred 
by many an agreeable and useful exercise. 

^idditional Studies. — English grammar, geography, and especially mental 
aritjimetic; also, algebra, natural philosophy and book-keeping, are receiving 
a due share of attention. A disposition to engage in a more liberal coarse uf 
study, by teachers and scholars, is clearly perceptible. The future looks ea- 
courting. 
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SOMERSET COUNTY.— J. K. MILLER. 

The destruction by the June frosts, for a time, cast a gloom oyer our proa^ 
pects, but notwithstanding this, as well as the efforts of the opponents of edu- 
eation, who took advantage of this providential interference, our morementt 
were not in any material degree retarded. ' 

Our Examinations were held, as usual, in the close of October, and were 
wt^l attended by both directors and citizens. 

Jiare Private Examinations were required during the last session of school, 
than at any previous period of my term of office. I cannot but raise my voice 
against the practice, for it interferes with the duties of the superintendent, as 
w(f|Jl as introduces persons as teachers who should not be found there. 

Secretary's Visits. — In a few districts the secretary visited the schools regu* 
lafly, and in others the directors passed around monthly; whilst in others, little 
yi^tation was done by either. These visits are, as a c^eneral rule, beneficial. 

uirectors, — Directors have many duties to perform, but the office being not 
attended by any direct pecuniary remuneration, many either neglect their 
performance, or discharge them in a manner unworthy of themselves and the 
•anse of education. It is a lamentable fact, that too many are willing to 
accept of the office, not for the love of the cause, but to stay the progress 
of education, by keeping the taxes at the lowest possible rate, and the 
shortest term of school, with the cheapest teachers. It will require consid- 
erable time to teach them that common schools, as well as those of a higher 
grade, are necessary to a proper development of both the mental and physical 
powers. 

Teachers, — Our teachers have made rapid advancement in their qualifica- 
tions ; but many of the best are compelled to leave the county to obtain ade- 
quate wages, whilst others, for want of encouragement, and advice of parents 
and directors, abandon the employment for some more pleasant or lucrative 
business. 

Institute. — Our annual institute, at Berlin, at the close of December, was 
attended by about eighty teachers. Rev. U. Clark, of Pittsburg, added much 
to the interest of the occasion. The meeting was successful, and conducive of 
much good. 

Parents' Visitations, — Parents and patrons neglect the schools. I do not 
anticipate the best state of things in school matters, until parents, &c., will 
awake to their own interests. 

Superintendent's Visits. — I was in every district, but did not get to every 
sdiooJ, during the last term, both for want of time and health. 1 however 
yiaited nearly all the schools which were in session when I passed. I did not 
pay any special attention to most of the schools of two districts, because they 
were under such government, that they needed not the supervision of the 
Oqynty Superintendent. 

School Houses. — There is still a gradual improyement, by erecting new 
houses and refitting old ones. Somerset township is yearly adding one or 
two new houses, on the more improved style. Jefierson has likewise built one. 
Stoystown borough contemplates erecting a commodious house, during the 
present season. 

School Furniture. — It is useless to complain of school furniture. It seenMi 
that people would sooner see their children have a spinal or pulmonary afifec- 
lioja, than furnish the school room with proper desks and seats. 

J^ormal Schools. — The Normal schools of our county were successfully kept 
up during the last three years. They have certainly been the great motive 
power in school matters, in the last six years. 
« 
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Text-Books. — A uniformity in the use of text-books is anticipated in all th« 
districts, from the action of directors and teachers during the past year. 

Public Sentiment. — The people are still growing more in favor of edux^a- 
tion. It will, however, take almost another generation to do away with tbi 
opposition to the present system. The opposers are now most generally largip 
tax payers, and those who have no children to educate ; and yet there are 
•ome noble exceptions in both these classes. 



iSULLIVAN CODNTY.— C. J. RICHARDSON. 

General Remarks. — We have made fair educational progress during tht 
year. Prejudice and opposition are gradually wearing away, as the school 
system and its practical workings, are better understood. It needs but th« 
wise and continued efforts of school officers to place it very soon beyond tht 
reach of its foes. The people of every district will soon take hold of tht 
work themselves, and insist that no backward step be taken. Apathy on tht 
part of the people, and some school boards, is the worst evil with which wt 
have to contend. Opposition is better than indifference. 

Houses. — The school houses built in Cherry district, during the past thret 
years, and now building, are equal to those of any other district in northern 
Pennsylvania. It is to be hoped that the other districts of this county will 
follow the example. 

Teachers. — The teaching ability of this county is gradually improving. 
Our people know what good teaching is; and, ere long, they will insist upon 
it in every school house. The school officer who opposes such a consumma* 
tion will be set aside. More teachers fail for want of good government, than 
of education. 

Minutes. — Too many boards neglect to keep full minutes of their proceed- 
ings, and the teachers' reports are frequently lost. The most efficient man 
in the district, who will serve, ought to be elected secretary. 

Institutes. — An institute, by the Rev. H. Armstrong and myself, comment* 
ing in October and continuing six weeks, was held in Dushore. Near/y 
forty teachers, mostly of this county, were in attendance. The exercises 
consisted of daily recitations in studies they might be called upon to teach, 
and of essays, lectures and discussions on educational subjects, at the evening 
sessions. These were well attended, by the people generally. Much general 
knowledge and valuable information, in reference to the system and its re-* 
quirements, were diffused. An institute somewhere in the county, for several 
weeks, every year, has become a fixed fact, at which the attendance of tht 
teachers will be expected. Good teachers are the life of the sj^stem. In at 
way can they be better fitted for their responsible occupation, in so short a 
time, at so small an expense, than by attendance upon a well conducted in- 
stitute. 

Visitations. — During last winter I visited every school in the county, ea- 
•ept two. One of these closed unexpectedly, and the other was not in aes* 
sion, owing to sickness of the teacher. The most of them I have visited 
twice, and many of them three times. 

During the three years my actual expenses have been more than $170, and 
1 have traveled at least 3,600 miles, in the legitimate business of the office. 

Conclusion. — When the time shall come for changes in the school law, tht 
voice of thi« county will be for a uniform school tax throug;bout the 8tatC| 
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which shall combine the benefitB of poll and property taxation ; three paid dl» 
Factors for each district ; and an appropriation in aid of institates in each 
•Otinty. , : 



SUSQUEHANNA COUNTY.— W. FAUROT for B. F. TEwisBaRY. . 

When I promised my deceased friend to make the annual report of coov 
■|(m schools of this county, I thought I should have the privilepre of bearing 
kim dictate the points or particulars that should be embodied ; but of this, I 
jiave been sadiy disappointed. Although we considered htm fatally diseascMl, 
yet hopes wefe entertained that he would survive the summer. His notM 
were mainly treasured up in his memory; consequently, 1 cannot give a d»- 
tailed account of affairs during the past year. 

Examinations — In the spring, a series of teachers' examinations was held 
in every township and school district in the county, and also in the fall, be- 
fore the commencement of winter schools. 

Visitation, — His time was spent in visiting the schools during their les- 
■lon. During the winter, he traveled over nine hundred miles on foot, and 
risited about one hundred and eighty schools. 

Institutes, — in March last he, assisted by N. A. Calkins, held a series of 
teachers' institutes in different townships, in the eastern part of 'the county. 
These havp had a very salutary effect in the communities where they were 
held. While conducting the teachers' examinations this season, I heard the 
people, generally, speak in terms of highest commendation of them. 

JVormal School, — On the 19th of August last a Normal school was opened 
in Montrose, under the guidance of H. Broadhead, B. A., of Yale college. It 
continued during the year, performing a potent part in qualifying teachers for 
the proper discharge of their duties. Other schools, of no inferior grade, have 
also been in successful operation. 

No dry statistics can give an adequate idea of the improvement of our 
■dhools. It needs to be seen to be realized. The teachers have improved, 
at least, in the aggregate, one hundred per cent. A majority, when the County 
jiaperintendency was introduced, could not write ten consecutive lines of 
good English j hut now, at the examinations, a very large number prepare 
papers ** fit to print." 

The value of the County Superintendency to this county, cannot be esti- 
mated in dollars and cents. To say that we have received ten fold for the 
money expended, is making an estimate many times too low. And too much 
#flmnot be said in praise of our late County Superintendent, for the able and 
faithlui manner in which he discharged the duties of his olfice. 



TIOGA COUNTY.^N. L. EETNOLDS. 

i propose to give, by townships, a hasty review of the last six years,— esti- 
mating progress on "length of school term," "teachers' wages," "number of 
resident teachers," "character of school houses," "efficiency of directora^'^ 
•nd "interest in educational affairs." 

Bloss. — Little change ; teachers generally imported. Parents prefer to hare 
their children work in the mines or learn a trade, and thus but few become 
qualified to teach school. '; 

BrookJUld. — The above remarks true of this township, except that Ike 
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whool hoasei are mueh poorer and the annual report! better. School t^rat, 
wages of teachertf and tax levied, have varied but little. A farming district^ 
and no apology for importing teachers. Want of interest in education ketofi 
the young people at home, without becoming qualified to teach a comolroB 
school. 

Clymer, — Another stand still district. Six years ago, female teachers recenred 
Slight dollars, and that is all they get now. The school term four months 
then, and four now. The school houses were wretched things, and haveliot 
much improved their condition. 

Covington Toumship, — Some improvement. Term, in 1855, only ij^nr 
months ; has increased till it is six. The wages of teachers, then fifteen dolr 
lars for males, and six for females ; now nineteen dollars for males, and eighl 
for females. The school houses are in a hard condition ; built by subscfip- 
tion, — a plan that never built ten good school houses in the county. 

Covington Borough, — No improvement. Six years ago they bad two old 
shanties, called school houses ; they stand there yet. No increase of teQtm, 
■or wages, nor tax, nor even children. Some of the people have a deep m- 
terest in school affairs, but are in a hopeless minority. 

Charleston. — Progress in every item. The school term changed from five 
to six months. Male teachers' wages from eleven to eighteen dollars, and 
females from six to eight. Nearly half the old houses replaced by new ones. 
Taxes at a high rate and well collected. 

Chatham, — Very little progress. School term changed from four to five 
months. Teachers' wages continued at sixteen dollars, for males, and sevem 
for females. The directors once levied a ''building" tax, but the people vetoed 
it with a vengeance. An effort was made to build by subscription, and tha 
half finished houses stand as monuments to the folly of the undertaking. 

Deerfield, — My former abuse has been well taken, and this is not so bad a 
township, after all. The old school houses are about to vanish. The salary 
of females increased from eight to eleven dollars. Steady increase of scholars, 
and of tax. 

Delmar, — One of the best townships. School term increased from fiv^ to 
s^x months ; wages of females from eight to thirteen dollars. From one \m 
three houses built each year; and soon this tax will not be needed. Direct<Nrs 
grade the teachers' wages by their certificate, and thus secure the best 
teachers. 

Elklnnd. — In one item only do 1 find progress ] the wages of female teachers 
ahanged from eight to sixteen dollars. A wealthy district and ought to sus- 
tain the best schools. A tax of thirteen mills would do it. 

Elk, — A new district, and doing well. Houses all new. Directors prempt. 

Farmington. — Increase of one and a half month in the term. Otherwise 
but little change. The people resist a building tax — hence their school houses 
are poor. Teachers' wages have stood eight and eighteen dollars for the 
whole six years. 

Gaines, — Decided improvement. The school term was four months — -"now 
six. Wages of females from one to two dollars more than six years ago. Tax 
has been ten for school and ten for building purposes. Every school houss 
re-built within six years. One draw back — a want of teachers. If the direc- 
tors would give a little more heed to certificates, they might obviate this in a 
measure. 

Jackson. — Here also improvement. School term was four months — How 
six. Females were paid seven dollars — now nine. Four or dye new houses 
built, or in progress. Here, too, they are compelled to send away for teachers. 
This works badly. They pay higher wages and only get the remnaqCs of 
sther districts. 
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- Knoxville, — A stand still district. Only four months school, and no school 
hodse to have that in. No increase in teachers' wages. Only nine doUait 
pei month for females, five out of the six years. A wealthy district. 
' Lawrence Township, — Three oat of six houses new and convenient ; tbe 
•tfiers old and dilapidated. School term six months. Teachers' wages nif 
<rftanged. Township not doing what it ought. 

Lawrenceville, — A spasmodic out-hurst seven or eight years ago. They 
Wihd a union school, hut want of unioD was their overthrow. Their terBi 
oC nine dwindled down to five months. The wages of females increased froim 
fifteen to twenty dollars ; that of males has decreased from fifty dollars down, 
till they will not have them at any price. Some hope that they will turn tbt 
•14 academy into a common school. 

Liberty. — Improvement more than a hundred per cent. Several fine hous^ 
Vuttt, and arrangements made for a large graded school in the centre. Nk 
Bohler hand of teachers than those in Liberty, last winter. 

Mainsburg. — A new district, the residence of the incoming superintendent, 
UK} will doubtless make good use of him. 

Mansfield, — A new district, with a good school house and good teachers. 
No community in the county which has done so much for sohools. They 
bave donated, within five years, between twenty and thirty thousand dollars 
for a seminary. One burnt down ; a^ain it is well nigh completed, and h 
dlQ|tined to occupy an important place m the educational affairs of the county. 

J^orris, — Advancement. School term five months, now nearly eight ; wag^ 
•f females eight, now thirteen dollars. Houses in good condition ; and thougk 
ikfff import teachers, they generally get good ones. 

Midateburg, — School term increased from four to six months. Wages of 
fotflales eight, now ten dollars. Several new school houses \ one, among X\m 
Tcrv best in the county. District is doing well. 

IfCelson. — There are four things called school houses. The river divides tbt 
tof^nship, and people on opposite sides of a river never can agree. 

Oceola, — A new and wide awake district. As good wages and teachers at 
ai^ other. 

Richmond, — Doing well. School term changed from four to six month*. 
m^Jages increased. Most of the houses new and well built. 

Kutland. — Progress — and there was need of it. Wages of females were only 
fiv^ dollars and fifty cents, now they are eight forty. School term was foift 
nqnths \ now nearly six. Houses mostly new and commodious. 

Shippen. — Imports teachers; pays little attention to certificates, and fr»- 
f ifthtly unfortunate in their selections. Poor school houses. Directors deliii- 
^fient in reporting. A retrograde in term and wages. 

Sullivan. — Term was four months, now six and a half. Wages of teachera 
mnchanged. Houses mostly new and well built. An old and wealthy Quaker 
township ; and yet there has not been teachers enough for the schools. A 
bad work for the people. They do not value an education. 

Tioga, — In advance, in the county, six years ago, and maintained this posv* 
ti<^n till last year. This year still worse. Nine dollars to females now, and 
twelve the least heretofore. Paid upwards of ten thousand dollars in six 

? rears. A twenty mill tax constantly. A people who can bear this will not 
QQg let their schools relapse. 
Union. — Before doing well, and the interest has not abated. 
Ward, — Advancement in every thing : number of pupils, length of term, 
teachers' wages, school houses and tax. 

WelUboro*. — A poor building; delinquent directors; but good teachers gen«* 
tally. The academy destroys the interest in the public schools. The com- 
M^ school should lie made equal to the academy. 
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. 7re«//i«/(f.— Some projorress. School houses mostly new, atid in good oOa- 
dition. Wa^s of teachers, tax and school interest, increased. 

Teachers, — In the foregoing report I have made no mention of the incresM 
€rf^weli qualified teachers. In nearly every township, where every thing el«i 
looked dark, 1 have found this as a redeeming quality. No where do the^ft 
have as poor teachers as they did sLx years ago, for the good reason that they 
•innot get them. 

Taxes, — I find, by the six reports, that an abatement of from twenty-five !• 
fifty dollars, on a hundred, is no uncommon thing ; showing that a few peo^ 

£le pay their taxes, while many escape. Tax payers should look to thMk 
iCt abatements be made on any other tax, rather than the school tax. 



UNION COUNTY.— D. HECKENDOKN. 

Review, — At the close of my fifth j'ear, I have not the pleasure of reportfllif 
the work of education completed. I had not expected to see much educ»« 
tional reform in that time, among persons who always openly avowed their hos- 
tility to the system. Conceiving it to be an easier task to educate the young 
■right, than to change the Jong established opinions and prejudices of the old, 
1 enjoined upon teachers the importance of laying a good and deep foundatioa 
lipon first principles ; — to teach by example, as well as by precept, and whil« 
they were educating the pupil's head, not to neglect his heart. 

But alas! how little had we reckoned on the power of home influence fbr 
good or evil. We forgot that the child was only under the teacher's care front 
four lo six months out of twelve 5 often only ten or fifteen days out of twenty- 
four, and at most, but seven hours each day 3 — that it would, after all, be mot9 
likely to imbibe the opinions and prejudices of the parent, than to improve th^ 
instruction and admonitions of the teacher. Consequently, some of our 
•chools are little better than 1 found them, five years ago, though the teachejrt 
were no less willing to do their duty, than in other pans of the county, wher« 
the schools in the same time improved from fifiy to one hundred per cent. I 
mm asked, '^ why is this difiference V In eight cases out of ten, tiie answier 
must be, home influence, 

I am sorry to report this, but I do not see why I should only speak of thi 
general growing interest that is manifested toward the school system by our 
more intelligent citizens, — without even alluding to the canker worm that if 
constantly gnawing at its roots, destroying much of its vitality, counteracting 
the honest and well meant efforts of the teachers, directors and superintei»- 
ient. In this case as in others — 

« The evil that men do, lives after them, 
The good is often buried with their bones." 

Teachers, — The most of our teachers continue wide awake to all that is calcu- 
lated to widen their sphere of usefulness and to honor the profession. Spe- 
cial preparation to meet their various classes is regarded by them essential 1^ 
success. They teach more, orally, and depend less upon the text-book. They 
have rendered general but not entire satisfaction. The causeof the failures may 
be summed up thus: Irregularity in attendance, and want of system in schpol 
management; '* Have learned all that is necessary for teachers to know" — »* in- 
stitutes are humbugs" — "only intend to teach this winter" — want of deci- 
sion. For want of self government, fail to govern the school. The parents 
know that the teacher can't get along with their children. The children heax 
these remarks and believe them, Tiie teacher realizes the truth. 
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School Dincton are beginning to see the importance of em ploying teacher* 
yhose experience and preparation recommend them, of regular visits to their 
different schools, of encouraging teachers to attend institutes, and ofco-opei- 
Ctinjsr with them in their arduous duties. ' 

School Houses are gradually undergoing changes for the better. Ail do 
not yet belong to the first class. A few are still in the third class, but ar« 
fast diminishing in number. 

The school directors of New Berlin have purchased the old Union county 
eo^irt house, and are now fitting it up for the use of their schools. 

Institutes. — Of our county institute held in Miffljnburg, I need not tell 
ydu, as you, (Mr. Hickok) were there to cheer us by your instructive address 
during the evening, and your encouraging remarks during the day session. 

The inclination of the scholars to pass over the necessary primary studies^ 
I still find too much encouraged at home, and not sufi[iciently guarded against 
by some of the teachers. The cure of this evil has cost us more time and 
labor than any other defect in our schools. It has beep our policy to hav« 
the elementary branches well understood by the pupils, before permitting 
Ihem to take up higher branches. . 

Taking into consideration the opposing elements, and the slow development 
of the human mind, we have reason to be satisfied with the past, and to hopo 
for still more improvement in the future.

Prompted by a desire to attain, at least, one excellence, only a concise sum- 
mdry of the last year's educational operations will be attempted. 

Building, — The June frost, though doubtless made the " scape-goat" of edu- 
t^ional short comings, as well as of the general financial delinquencies in thi« 
oonnty, may be plead as a sufficient cause for disheartening results. All 
building and repairing, not absolutely necessary, was prudently postponed*. 
Nine houses, only, were erected during the year. Directors were induced to, 
inaugurate a false system of economy, by reducing teachers' wages so much, 
that many of the most efficient sought better remuneration in other localitie9| 
or abandoned the profession entirely. The result was disastrous. The aV; 
tendance of pupils was much less than the former year, attributable partly, at 
least, to a defect in the teachers as a whole. A few noble, unselfish soulq, 
who expect a richer reward in th^ land of the hereafter, it id true, did continui^ 
to toil on. 

District Institutes, which were productive of much good in every district 
the preceding year, were not re-organized, partly from lack of interest, and 
partly for want of leaders. The county institute held in the Pleasantvill* 
vnion school bouse last fall, was largely attended. The teachers of the county 
were drilled aud instructed on that occasion, by Kev. L. L. Spencer, superio* 
tendent of Warren county, and others. 

Visitations by directors, though not universal, are pretty general. In rojr 
visitations, which were as frequent as the shortness of the term would permit;, 
one or more directors, and not unfrequently other citizens, accompanied me« 
The practice of parental visitation — an omen of good — is becoming moro 
oommon. .7 

The School Term was shortened materially, which, under the circumstancen^ 
was doubtless sound policy. Two districts, Jackson and Scrubgrass, did not 
open their public schpoU. 
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Public S/enttment in faror of the system is steadily, yet slowly and sorely 
advancing. The burden of taxation is the root of all dissatisfaction. This 

Sart of the State continually urges as a constitutional right, a largely increased 
itate appropriation. The recent discovery of petroleum, in almost fabulooa 
irt>undance, promises, at present, to raise the county from comparative poverty 
to wealth, and may render the financial burdens less objectionable. The 
school directors of Franklin have taken advantage of this, and by the sale of 
a lot, and retaining an interest in an oil well bored on it, have secured for 
the borough school fund, an income rangring, at present, from six to eight 
dollars per day. In this place, a school house is much needed, and it is e^ 
pected tnat the directors will soon adopt measures to erect a temple dedicated 
to science, which will honor them, ornament the town, and fitly represent 
the public spirit of its citizens. 

Upon the whole, the friends of learning, though disappointed and bafflM 
during the last year, look hopefully forward to the time, when teachers shall 
be employed in all our schools, and directors and parents shall feel that in- 
terest, and exert that influence, which will make the common schools what 
their founders desired and designed they should be. 
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I assumed the superintendency with a determination to do all in my potrer 
fdr the schools of the county, and am not conscious of any willful negleqt. 

The school system has many more friends than formerly ; indeed, some wUb 
were its worst enemies are now its warmest friends. 

Teachers^ Institute^ and numerous school celebrations, have produced marked 
changes in the public mind, and enlisted the co-operation of hundreds wllo 
have heretofore remained inJififerent. In some portions of the county, tlto 
achool celebrations are deemed so essential, that to omit them would be char- 
acterized as gross neglect. The institute held two sessions of a week each ; 
both well attended, not only by the teachers, but by the citizens. Wo hav* 
endeavored to have these institutes so conducted, that each teacher would 
leave with some* well defined ideas of systematic and thorough teaching, a 
seal in his calling, and a just estimate of the responsibility of his position. 

Certificates. — There have been issued two hundred and thirty certificates ; 
aizteen professional. The improvement in tne grade of certificates, indicated 
in my last annual report, has been well maintained, and we have a large 
number of teachers who are making commendable efiTorts to merit the highest 
class of certificate. We have many beginners, who enter upon the work with 

Siualifications far superior to a majority of those who had been our teachers 
or years previously ; and I believe that there are in our schools many scholars 
who would pass a better examination for the provisional certificate, than most 
teachers did dve years ago. We will add, however, that many of thofie 
teachers who have continued in the work, now hold the professional certifi- 
aate, and it is presumed that several more will be so licensed at no distant 
day. 

Progress. — The year has been marked as one of far greater progress than 
any former one. Visitations by directors and patrons have been more general; 
old houses have been remodeled, and new ones built upon improved plans ; 
new and better text-books have been adopted } uniformity of books has been 
enforced in almost every district i and as a natural result, we have bej(t^ 
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^Ifjilification, less dirision of the teacher's time and labor, and greater intel!<S0t 
«n more rapid advancement of pupils. 

The Branches of Study in our schools, also show an advancement that m 
kflfhly gratifying. Orthography, beyond mere oral spelling, was hardly 
known ; now there are few schools where it is not taught as a separate bAinch. 
intellectual arithmetic was very imperfectly taught to small children only, 
md very few teachers had given it any attention whatever ; but now it ^ps 
its proper place in the exercises of the school room. Formerly, none but wbit 
are termed the common English studies were pursued. Now we find history, 
natural philosophy, physiology, algebra, geometry, astronomy, book-keepiaf , 
ao^^ in a few instances, surveying and chemistry. 

apparatus, — Spelling and reading cards, out-line maps, anatomical charts^ 
weA large maps of the United States, have been introduced into our schoQis, 
dcqdng the past year. Our prospects for the future are certainly encouraging. 

Complanter Indians, — The school among this interesting people continvpse 
to be well sustained, and the scholars are doing as well as in most of our 
•dlmtry schools elsewhere. I had hoped to continue the school for eight 
months, and had opened it on the first Monday in March, but some of tbe 
families purpose to remove, for a few months, to a part of their reservation, 
loo distant to send to the school, and it will close at the end of six months. 
Tbe children are apt in reading, writing and intellectual arithmetic, but excpl 
most in geography. They should have a set of large maps and a globe. Xm

— As a general thing, our teachers are not only scholars but pilM- 
ti<5n instructors. Tliey have made commendable efforts to qualify themselrj^; 
and although they make less noise than some others, yet for efficient worlqev* 
Ih^y will compare favorably with an equal number from any other counW. 
I have issued, during three years, about one hundred county certificates. SoIJm 
way think this number too large ; but, with three or four exceptions, I feel 
thaJt such testimonials have not been misplaced. 1 have issued three hundi^ 
and eight provisional certificates, during the year. These, in most ca^|^ 
wore of the ^^ first ^^ and "^econrf** grade. Our county has no need to emjjjoy 
a wrd class teacher. 

Improvements, — Owing to the frost, very few school houses were built durtnjr 
tlie year. Nine very creditable buildings were erected, only about half tlfi 
Bumber that would have been built had not that frost ^< nipped them." 

Institutes. — It was expected that district institutes would be established^a 
ewffy township this year ^ but ^^ that frost^^ reduced the wages, and directgft 
w^e unwilling to give the time. Still we claim a greater number, for tba 
anmber of our districts, than any county in the State : seventeen out of twen- 
ty-two townships. The third annual meeting of our county institute was held 
in Mt. Pleasant, the 27th, 28th and 29th December. Although almost on tha 
FtL^eite line, and consequently out of the reach of more than one- half, yet Qjm 
kiindred and ten teachers were in attendance, and manifested increased inter^^. 
We now conduct these institutes, so far as drill performances are concer^^, 
Vjr our own teachers. 

Jformal Schools and Academies, — Our county is amply supplied with scho^k 
for^he training of teachers. The following are in operation : Latrobe No** 
Mai school and academy ; Mt. Pleasant Union college ; Fairfield academip; 
Irwin's Station academy ; New Salem academy ; Sewickly academy at Pleasant 
V^jity ; Ligonier Normal school and academy ; Stahlstown Normal school and 
academy, and Harrison City academy. Then we have Leechburg instituted 
Armstrong, and Saltsburg academy and seminary, and Blairsville feouili 
•eminary, both in Indiana county, only separated from this by the interveni^ 
rivers. Our best teachers are those who received their education, in the coitt' 
mon school branches, in common schools, under the instruction of thorough, 
practical teachers.

jmpg a good work. The day not far distant when Cook will be amongst th« 
foremost. 

Dtrry, — Nineteen schools, and more good houses than any township in the 
c^tinty. Had always been iu the lead as to schools, but latterly others have 
gibied on her. Most of her directors active, intelligent men, and guid^i^ by 
a dtese of duty. Teachers second to none. 

Donegal, — £leven schools, and a few good. School tax very high, but dis* 
Wiix poor, and cannot keep schools open more than four months. 

Fairfield. — Twelve schools ; houses and schools medium ; teachers Dow 
avtdike, and last winter acted nobly ; township may yet rival the very best. 

Franklin. — Ten schools ; a few very good houses, and a few very bad qjms ; 
iatf eased interest last year. A good report may hereafter be looked for. 

Qreensburg. — Two schools, ungraded ; poor building, but good teachers, 
F^^ie have not manifested much interest in schools. Directors have the 
OTlSl^tion of a building in view, that will be a credit to the place. 

Harmony^ (Ind.) — One school; house comfortable ; teacher efficient $ dlrec^ 
toCB economical ; school in good condition. 

Hempfield, — Twenty-nine schools ; some very good, and some poor houses; 
•a<be as to teachers and directors ; schools did pretty well last winter. 

Huntingdonj, East. — Eight schools; two good houses; the rest no^ so. 
Teachers nearly ail first class, and schools show that fact. Directors and 
people awake« and township rich. Every thing right. 

Huntingdon^ J^ortk. — Nine schools f best houses in the county here ; most 
taide in the buildings and grounds; people rich; directors intelligent, and 
te^jpjiers active. 

Huntingdon^ South, — Eleven schools ; houses very ordinary ; some good 
aofl some very bad schools. Things improving, and a better day not far in the 
futjjre. 

Independent J Jfo. 3, Derry. — House ordinary ; but school good. Thtf peo- 
ple directors and teacher all do their duty. 

Latrobe. — Three schools ; house large, but not well arranged ; schools'emi- 
nedtly successful ; properly graded, and hence their success. This new fowB 
de^rves great credit. In advance of any town in the county. 

Ligonier Borough. — ^Minus both a school house and school the last three 
yeittrs ; have concluded to build ; before the next report, may have a school. 

Liigonier Township, — iSizteen schools ; houses tolerable ; schools advancing; 
tethers *^up and doing,'' with bright prospects. 

Loyalhanna. — Four schools ; houses miserable ; schools, last winter, were 
in t flourishing condition ; teachers doing their duty. 

Ludwick Borough, — Good building, but the school too large. The directors 
determined to have things properly conducted. 

Jllars* Hill. — One school ; house worn out ; school good ; directors intelli- 
ge4it and active; teacher efficient and successful. 

Mt. Pleasant Borough. — Two schools ; one in summer and the other iif win- 
ter ; house unfit ; school good ; directors intelligent and active, and teacher 
suq^essful. 

Mt.' Pleasant Township. — Sixteen schools ; houses ordinary but com lb rta- 
bie ; directors efficient ; people intelligent, and teachers energetic and sue- 
ceMal. 

xTew Alexandria. — One school ; building good ; school large ; teacher very 
aodye and competent, and directors disposed to do their duty. 

Jiew Salem Borough. — Two schools ; building first rate ; schools largi, and 
teachers faithful and worthy of all praise. 
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J^ewtan, West.— Two schools ; two miserable bowses ; two very Mrgt 
•cfiools ; teachers very successful ; directors intelligent and willing to do tliefr 
duty, but a few amongst the people have hitherto prevented the erectingTjJ 
a ifiiitable house. 

Penn. — Eleven schools; houses medium — nearly all new, but few in good 
9if\e; directors disposed to do their duty; and have some very competent 
twjhers. 

Rostraver.^ — Eleven schools; houses very poor ; schools very good ; teaehfzf, 
at ft general thing, active, and some competent and successful; people in<n- 
pendent and clever; directors want to do their duty. 

St, Clair. — Four schools; houses poor; schools good; directors actiVt; 
teachers faithful and competent, and people intelligent. 

Salem. — Twelve schools; six very good houses, and six very bad ones; 
most of the schools flourishing; five decidedly too small — three should taMi 
their place; active directors; working teachers, and an intelligent peoph 
kave made the schools a blessing. 

Sewick/y. — Five schools ; some good buildings, and some bad ones ; schpok 
vei^ jrood ; directors intelligent and active, and teachers successful. 

Sulfthur Sprmg. — One school ; first class building; first class school, and 
first class teacher. 

Union — Good building ; flourishing school ; active directors ; teacher very 
auccessful. 

Unify. — Nineteen schools; four schools too small; directors heretofbrt 
liberal ; but the frost reduced the wages from thirty to twenty dollars, and 
drove some of their best teachers from the township. 

Washington. — Ten schools. Building new houses has kept the teachers' 
wagf^s at twenty dollars per month, and the school term four months. 

Youghioghent/. — One school ; miserable school building ; but directors art 
going to build a first class house ; district rich, and the last few years has had 
a number one teacher, and a '^tip top" school. The directors give liberal 
wa^es, and the people sustain their course. 

Youngstown Borough. — Poor house, but excellent school. The director! 
deserve credit for their wise course in securing the very best teachers. 



WYOMING COUNTY.— J. De WITT. 

My commission did not arrive in time for me to visit the summer schools, 
and the certiHcates having been granted by Mr. Davis, all that can be pra- 
seoted at this time, is some general remarks upon the system and its working. 

The system has met with continuous opposition, from a portion of tbt 
community, from the time of its adoption. Regarding it as an ^evil forced 
upon them, they have endeavored to make the burden as light as possibit, 
and have le-elecied directors, who have levied tax, barely sufficient to keep 
the schools open for the time required by law, during the summer season, by 
having the cheapest female teachers. In this way they have sought to starvi 
the system, with a zeal and success worthy of a better cause. 

In other districts, directors who had been most firm in opposition, having 
become convinced of their error, have gone voluntarily to work. £xperiene« 
would thus seem to favor the conclusion, that it is unwise to endeavor to forea 
the system upon any district in opposition to the will of the majority. Befbra 
we can materially change the condition of our schools, we must educate our 
teaci^ers in the duties of their profeflsioQ^ and tha people in their obliga(ioni 
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to the system. It has been successful in every instance where the peoplehave 
rdceived it in a proper manner, and endeavored to carry it out according- to ilt 
letter and spirit. 

School Houses, — The provisions of the law in regard to the erection of 
kouses, have been, very generally, disregarded. Some have been built bjr a 
general tax, but most by local subscription. This objection to the erectlbn 
of proper houses, at the expense of the district, in part, appears to result fr^m 
m want of confidence in the permanency of the system ; and the course pnr* 
Mied by our Legislature, in leaving the system intact, has tended much to allay 
the fears of the incredulous. More houses will, perhaps, be built during tb^ 
■ext year, under the provisions of the law, than have been before. In a num- 
ber of the districts the establishment of primary and graded schools, con- 
jointly, and the erection of houses for this purpose, is projected. 

Wages, Teachers, cS'c. — Not a very few boards persist in a uniformity of 
wages in all of the schools. The effect is most pernicious. Competent and 
iticompetent teachers are placed upon an equality — in many instances driving 
the former from the district. In some schools, teachers who have approved 
themselves worthy, are employed by a voluntary contributioii on the part of 
the people, in addition to the meagre allowance by the directors, and on the 
•redit of such an arrangement, the latter certify, under oath, that the schoote 
have been kept open accord mg to law ; while, in fact, such an arrangement 
is an abuse of the law, and a violation of its spirit. 

We have a sufficient number of teachers who are well qualified, and their 
real in their profession is worthy of better encouragement. During the short 
period of my official term, I have licensed over one hundred teachers, — some 
of them to supply a special demand, created by more competent teachers beings 
forced to go abroad, by inadequacy of salary. I am happy here, too, to no- 
tice signs of reform. The directors of certain districts keep a look out to se- 
oure, in advance, the services of competent teachers ; while in others, the 
same teachers are retained, term after term, and as a rich reward for their 
zeal in the cause, give to the profession competent and devoted teachers to 
supply the surrounding schools. 

Taxes, appropriation, (J-c. — Those of agricultural pursuits, unexposed te 
the evil influences that attend the concentration of wealth, and that threates 
society in densely populated communities, are less free to acknowledge the 
obligations that property is under to society to contribute to its support and 
renovation. Taking, in connection with these considerations, the fact, that 
while justice would seem to require less, the school system imposes greater 
burdens upon property in such communities, than it does in the more wealthy 
portions of the State, we discover the secret of their opposition to the law. 
It is not entirely unfounded. The same rate of tax that would keep the 
schools of some of the districts in this county in session for four months, 
would much more than keep them open for an entire year in other portions 
of the State. If the principle involved in the system, that property shouW 
educate the youth of the State, is right, why should not the burden be equally 
distributed % If government assumes the duty of education, it should provide 
for its accomplishment, and not permit the cause to languish in this half 
starved condition. A part of the burden should be shifted to those to whom 
it more naturally belongs, and who are more able to bear it. One way of 
doing this, would be by an increase of the State appropriation. This should 
be urged by the people of the rural districts. One mill of a State tax would 
raise more funds for some of our districts, than a district tax of four tioaes 
that rate j and yet, they are the most violent in their opposition to the sys- 
tem. Let them but dream less about a repeal of the law, and carry out the 
principle to iu fullest extent^ and they would not desire a repeal. 
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Educational Life, — ^It would be injustice to a great portion of the peopft of 
the couDty, not to notice their interest in the cause and attachment to tte 
syitenn. J!i/lany of them are fully awake to the importance of the work; and 
if means were commensurate with interest in the cause, Wyoming county 
w0)ild not occupy an unfavorable position. All the obstacles are those arisft^ 
frdm pecuniary c3nsiderations. Teachers' associations and drills have b^a 
held in different parts of the county, and have elicited a general interest oa 
the part of the community. £nough has been accomplished under the s^^ 
tern, to render its ultimate success certain, and to justify the confident hagm 
•f its friends and advocates. 



YORK COUNTY.— A. R. BLAIR. 

Visitations. — Of the three hundred and thirty- two schools in the coun(%, I 
vi^ted three hundred and nineteen. The number approximating to NOj^l, 
(vcffy good,) is gradually increasing. When one good teacher was employed 
in a district, the influence of his teaching and example was soon felt in ai- 
m<J5t every school. Such influence would be more powerful if he could be 
permanently employed, and arrangements made to facilitate the visitation of 
bis school by others, or if the board would employ him as district superfh- 
tendent, to visit the schools of the district once a month, giving familiar and 
practical illustrations of his own methods. Parents, directors and teacj^M 
would then see and know what a good school is. 

The number of schools marked No. 2, (good,) includes two-fifths. Th« 
number marked No. 3, (middling,) one-fifth \ and from my memoranda, tbeaa 
are schools in many of the districts, not conducted properly ; — the exerciHee 
consisting merely of giving and hearing lessons, during a certain number of 
hours each day. When 1 ask, <* have you any general exercises, practical IW* 
tures or familiar illustrations V I am met with this excuse : ^^ My lessons 
occupy my entire time \ parents demand so many lessons each day, and I 
have not a single moment to spend in this way.'* They say, too, ^' menial 
arithmetic is out of the question, as scholars have no desire to study if." 
This class of teachers, however, is rapidly diminishing, and 1 trust that ftk a 
few years we will not have a single one of these left in the field. 

District Superintendency, — I quote a few general remarks from the ftrm 
reports of these worthy officers: — W. H. Bond, of West Manchester : " S(ftm 
of our schools are very much in want of a regular series of text-books, esp^i* 
ally Nos. 6, 7, 8 and 9. In the neighborhood of these schools, the par^nit 
seem to think that the teacher has no right to object to any book they see At 
to give their children. The directors have done their duty, by adopting a 
series, but have not yet made it compulsory. Our district institute was in 
session every two weeks, and was well attended; all the teachers taking an 
active part, except two. The exercises consisted of drills and discussioiiB." 
Charles Mitzel, of Codorus : " Two hundred and thirty-six pupils were present 
the first month; second, two hundred and sixty-one; third, three hundred 
and forty-five, and the fourth month, two hundred and eighty-six." Daniel 
Rodes, of Manchester : '* The chief improvement noticeable is, that teachjere 
are becoming more systematic in their work." William Linebaugh, of GoIm* 
wa^o : ^' Our schools have done a good work during the last session, but thevt 
is Considerable room for improvement. The patrons of the schools have bfeem 
better satisfied, than at any previous session, and our efforts in the futuv« 
shall b^ directed to gradual improvement." J. fi. Baugbman, of Para^i^: 
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<' During the past year there was a marked improvement in several of the 
scAibols of our township, owing to the fact, that our directors exerted them- 
s^ves to secure competent teachers. Our school men are now taking a deeper 
interest in the cause than they have done heretofore." Peter Heiges, of 
Monaghan: *^The schools have all heen orderly, during the last session, and 
sdthough we had a few ups and downs, yet I am happy to state to you, that 
the schools are now better classed than ever before. The directors are deeply 
interested in the welfare of the schools." 

I am now fully convinced of the efficiency of the district superintendency 
Wherever it has been established, public sentiment seems to be increasing in 
favor of common schools. 

School Houses, — The condition of our school houses has been growing better 
for the last six years. We have yet a few in which no provision is made for 
ventilation, and a few without play grounds. One of the prevailing defects 
in some that have been built during the last few years, is the very low ceilings. 
Some one has said, that ^Hhe cheapest medicine for the body is good air and 
plenty of room ; and the most indispensable prerequisite to sane thought is a 
beautiful and happy place to think in." A few feet in length, breadth and 
height, would not add much to the expense, but would be of incalculable 
vajue to the comfort and health of the inmates. 

We are not without models ; for the State has g^enerously furnished each 
district with a copy of the work on school architecture, so that it is a very 
eafey matter to secure a proper plan for a proper school house. Taxation for 
building purposes has encountered much opposition. Humanity has, however, 
been at work, and that class of men who have borne the expense of the educa- 
tion of their own children, and who exclaimed loudly at the injustice of edu- 
iMtting others, are beginning to see that the oppression and wrong were alto- 
git her imaginary. In regard to this great change, our school directors de-> 
serve great praise. We have now in our county, eighty-four brick, thirty- 
se^en stone, one hundred and ninety frame, and but ten old fashioned log 
houses. 

Desks and Benches. — Considerable attention has been given to these, in many 
o^ the districts ; in others, it seems to be regarded as a matter of no importance. 
I have witnessed a great deal of uneasiness, amounting in many instances to 
intense suffering, among the small children, from the fact of their being seated 
too high. In a few instances the desks are still attached to the wall, the 
s^olars with their backs to the teacher, whilst engaged in their studies. 
The day I visited a school of this class was cold. The snow was driving in 
every direction. I found the teacher and pupils huddled together, shivering 
with cold, and striving to warm themselves by the little heat generated from 
a quantity of green wood in the stove. A case like this should awaken 
parents to an active sense of their duly, and enable them to distinguish the 
^Qse connection of a well furnished good school house, with a good school. 

County Institute. — Our county institute was held in York, the last week of 
Det;ember, and continued five days. One hundred and sixty-five teachers were 
present, and the meetings attended with the happiest results. The exercises 
coinsisted in a review of the studies of the common schools, and in practising 
some of the best methods of arranging and conducting classes. The instrue- 
tton given was designed to be of a practical character, thus furnishing a model 
for the young and inexperienced teacher. The evening sessions were general- 
ly occupied by discussions and lectures, pertaining to many important topics 
embraced in the extensive range of common school interests. 

District Institutes, — These were held in many sections of the county, with 
much profit ; and they have not only exerted a happy influence on teachers^ 
but also OQ the directors, parents, scholars, and all who attended.

In the last report of the Superintendent of Common Schools, there was pub- 
lished a somewhat detailed account of our Normal school grounds and build- 
ings, and of the working of the school itself. No essential change has been 
made either in the external arrangement, or the internal policy of the school, 
since the date of that report. 

Within the past year the grounds have been considerably improved, and 
many tr^es and some shrubbery planted. Ten acres are found none loo much 
for pleasure, exercise and garden purposes. The buildings now in use seem 
well adapted to the objects for which they were designed. The school is 
supplied with good furuiture and a considerable quantity of apparatus. Some 
additional gymnastic apparatus has been procured. It is the intention of the 
Trustees to make such other improvements, from time to time, as the neces- 
sities of the school may demand, and the state of the finances justify. 
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With respect to the internal working of the school, the result already at- 
tained, and its promises and wants for the future, you are respectfully referred 
to the report of the Principal, which is presented as a part of this report.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT. 

To the Board of Trustees of the Pennsylvania State J^Tormal School of the 

Second District : 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with your request, I respectfully submit th^e 
follow injr report: 

The Pennsylvania Normal school policy differs materially from that adopted 
in other States. Our plan connects these institutions officially with the State 
and its .school officers; while it leaves, — where they can be best dischar^red, — 
in the hands of trustees appointed by stockholders, the duties of electing pro- 
fessors, the regulation of tuition fees, the degree and kind of moral and re- 
ligious instruction, and the whole general management of the schools. This 
plan admits of the adoption of a comprehensive course of study, fitting the 
graduate for teaching in any grade of school ; and it places in his hands a 
diploma, which gives him professional rank, subject only to the same contin- 
gencies which surround those who hold diplomas from Law, xMedical or Theo^ 
logical schools. Although private means are relied upon to erect and equip 
the schools, the State may make appropriations to them ; and if her aid will 
increase their ability to provide competent teachers for all the schools, no 
ordinary considerations of economy should induce her to withhold it. 

The official recognition of this institution as a State Normal school for the 
second district, took place on the 2d day of December, 1S59 ; but, for some- 
time previous, the school had been made to conform, in all its essential fea- 
tures, to the provisions of the law. The school was opened on the 17th day 
of April, 1855, and from that date until the time of its recognition as a State 
school, it had been laboring to supply Lancaster county, and to some extent 
other portions of the State, with well qualified teachers. About one thousand 
five hundred names appear upon its catalogues as students, a large majority 
of whom became teachers. VV^ith its present enlarged accommodat ons and 
increased facilities of instruction, it enters upon its career, as a teachers' pro- 
fessional school acting under the authority of the St3te, with fond hopes of 
being able to do much to elevate the profession of teaching and to benefit the 
cause of popular education, and WMth a firm determination to realize them. 

In its internal workings, a Normal school differs from others schools. In- 
struction is given in similar branches of knowledge, but the method of 
teaching is unlike that usually practiced, in several respects: 

1st. More attention is paid to the logical relations of the several parts of 
each branch of study, and of the several branches of study, to one another. 

2d. All pupils are well instructed in the elements of knowledge, before 
entering upon the study of the higher branches. 

3d. Pupils are required not only to know thoroughly what they study, but 
to explain it in concise, clear and methodical language. 

The object designed to be attained by this modification of the usual methods 
of teaching, is to render those who intend to teach more efficient in the work 
of instruction. We have found that the disciplinary advantages of a thorougli 
fetudy of the common branches, are very much greater than tliose derived from 
a less careful study of more numerous subjects. 
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In addition to the instruction given in the various branches of study, all 
who intend to graduate as teachers are required to attend two courses of lec- 
tures on the Theory of Teaching. The first course treats of the nature of 
the several branches of study ^ and the methods of teaching them. The subjects 
of school economy and school <rovernment ure also included in this course. The 
second course treats of the nature of the human powers and faculties^ andtht 
means and methods of their culture. Each course comprises about forty lec- 
ture?. The students take notes, and are examined upon these lectures. 

After having received the requisite instruction, and having attended the 
lectures on the Theory of Teaching the required length of time, a student is 
considered prepared to enter the Model school, for the purpose of reducing 
theorj'^ to practice. The Model school is composed, at present, of pupils 
from Millersville and vicinity, together with about twenty-five who board in 
the institution. Their ages are generally between eight and fifteen. A per- 
manent Principal has the general control of the school, gives unity to its dis- 
cipline and management, observes the teaching of the student-teacliGrs, and 
aids them with his advice. The student-teachers, as a class, do the teaching 
in the school, and, in turn, may be intrusted with its government. Each 
class has charge of the school during a term of twenty-two weeks, and each 
student-teacher teaches about one hour a day. At the end of every month, a 
change of classes takes place, in order to give each student-teacher an oppor- 
tunity of general practice ; before which, however, mutual visitations are 
made to each other's classes, for the purpose of harmonizing methods. The 
Principal of the Normal school spends two days each week in the Model 
school J and, at stated times, meets the teachers' class, hears inquiries, makes 
su2:gestions, and endeavors to train them to a skillful practice. 

The model school, organized on this plan, has been in operation one year, 
with the following results: 

1st. Parents and guardians are satisfied with its working. No complaint 
has been uttered, and many applications for admission have been refused. 

2d. The order of the school in class room and study hall is excellent. 

3d. No student-teacher, has lost a recitatitm by teaching in the model school. 
The evil of broken clas^ies and disconnected study is wholly avoided. 

4th. A full term of teaching, gives the student-teacher time to make obser- 
vations, test methods, try experiments, imitate worthy examples and improve 
himself in all that appertains to the profe:>;<ion. 

fith. No objection has ever been made by the student-teachers to their model 
school work, and it is believed that all of them consider it the most profitable 
part of their course. 

In reference to the future, the most pressing wants of this Institution, are, 

1st. A library of books for reference. Tlie Literary Societies connected 
with the school, possess about two thousand volumes of good books. They 
answer a valuable purpose in creating and gratifying a taste for reading. By 
a library of books for reference, is meant something (|uitc difTerent. Such a 
library should include Dictionaries and Encyclopaedias, general and special, 
and standard works on every branch embraced in the course of study, so that 
a more enlarged view of each subject, than that presented in the text-books, 
could be obtained. These books should be accessible at all times, and with- 
out restriction. A few books of this kind have already been purchased, and 
in no way has money been spent more advantrigeously for the school. 

2d. Additional philosophical apparatus and a richer cabinet. The institu- 
tion possesses some good apparatus, and probiibly fifteen hundred or two thou- 
sand mineralogical and geological specimens; but the interest of the school 
would be greatly promoted by additions. It is one of the principles of modern 
Pedagogy, that what is taught should be understood \ and as the mind is more 
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readily impressed through the sense of seeingr than by any other, a Normal 
school especially needs abundant nneans of illustration. 

3d. Sets of calisthenic apparatus for the lady students. The gentlemen 
students have fine grounds lor exercise, and u?e them in playin^r cricket, base 
ball, pitching quoits, jumping, throwing weights, swinging, climbing, Jcc, &c. 
More than one hundred frequently exercise at a time. The room provided 
for a lady's gymnasium, is one hundred and twelve feet long, and thirt\' feet 
wide ; but as yet two sets of ten pins, a bow and arrows, and a pair or twt> 
of dumb bells, are all the apparatus procured. Something additional is g'*catly 
needed. The health must suffer, if the mind is exercised without the bodj''. 

4th. Better means of lighting the buildings. Coal oil and fluid are now 
used for this purpose, but the former is in several ways inconvenient, and the 
latter dangerous ; so that it is to be hoped that means may soon be found to 
carry out the original intention of lighting all the buildings with gas. 

iitli. Reduction in the price of tuition for teachers. The annual cost of 
boarding, washing, light, room, heat, tuition and the use of books, for a stu- 
dent pursuing the usual Normal course in this institution, does not exceed 
$150. Our terms of forty-four weeks, are longer than those of any other 
State Xormal school, and it is believed, the whole expense is not greater than 
that paid at most of them for boarding alone. But notwithstanding this, a 
reduciion in the charges for tuition is very desirable. The average price paid! 
to teachers in Pennsylvania, according to the late Superintendent's report, 
was, in the year 1839, for males, $''24- 3i), and for females, $17 79; and the 
avera^ie length of time for which schools were open, was five months and 
nine days. Admitting that there arc many situations in which good salaries 
are received, teaching in our State does not present many pecuniary attrac- 
tions. The Slate seems to expect thorough training on the part of her teach- 
ers, and yet authorizes the establishment of institutions which furnish the 
opportunity of professional instruction to those, only, who are able and willing 
to pay licavy tiiition fees and boardinir expenses. Normal schools ought to 
be relieved from the necessity of making large charges, at least for tuition. 
If a Siiitc want ;r<)od soldiers, it pays for their drill ; if it want good teachers, 
shoul'I it not ciMitribute toward their training 1 Deserving teachers are com- 
pelled to abandon teaching, because they caimot afford to attend a Normal 
school; and hundreds who would become teachers, and devote themselves to 
a life of labor in the school room, to rear up good citizens for the State, are 
debarred from the attempt by pecuniary disabilities. The State cannot aflford 
to Uii-e the services of such men as the^e in her schools, and should at once 
make .appropriations suOicient to prevent the loss. An appropriation from 
the St;»te is iK3t necessary to the existence of efficient Normal schools, for 
they can supp»)rt themselves on their income from tuition ; but such an ap- 
propiiation would render them more independent, enable them to confine 
their in^^t ruction exclusively to persons designing to become teachers, and 
relieve those who manage them, from the unpleasantness of receiving money 
from iTiiny who can badly afford to pay it, and whom the State should ex- 
empt from the necessity of doin? ^o, 

'ihc waiits above n;entioned are named, not in the way of complaint for 
the p.i^: or the present, but with rolerence to making wise provision for the 
future. We have reason to be grateful for the facilities of instruction fur- 
nislied and kindnesses rendered, by your Hoard, and the measure of regard 
had l\ir, und confidence reposed in, us by the public. Few institutions of 
learirii;g can boast of more favors of this kind, during the first five years of 
their existence, than ours.
